FIRST HONORS TO BLUES 


Half-Second In 
a Splendidly Rowed Two-Mile 
Race--Postponement of ’Var- 
sity and Four-Oared-Races 


New London, Conn., July 1.—The 
thousands who journeyed to the 
Thames for the annual Yale-Harvard 


one of the best fresh- 
menu races that has ever been rowed on 


boat races saw 


any course, and then for eight hours 
the

crowd sat in the rain and waited in 
first for the 
race, which was postponed, and finally 
for the *varsity eight-oared race. 

Yale won the freshman race by half 
a second, or a quarter of a_ boat's 
length, For the two miles of this race 
the two shells zig-zagged and neither 
crew ever had a lead of more than a 
length. It was one of the most re- 
markable boat races in the history of 
intercollegiate rowing. 

The postponement of the ‘varsity 
races brought forth much criticism. 
Throughout the entire day there seemed 
to be a lack of system in the handling 
of the races. The freshman event was 
delayed for 50 minutes by one mishap 
after another and by the time it was 
finished it was impossible to put on the 
*varsity four-oared race, since the ’var- 
sity eight-oared race was scheduled for 
12:30 o’clock. It could have been 
rowed at that hour had the officials of 
the day been prompt, but there was a 
long delay. 

After the freshman eights reached 
the starting flags, and that was long 
after the time set, Harvard dragged her 
stakeboat, and for a quarter of an hour 
Referee Meikleham labored with the 
shells to get them Iined up. Finally 
at the sound of the pistol the eights 
dashed away in splendid style. Yale 
showed in better form at the start than 
Uarvard and for the first elghth of a

mile had a trifle the better of it. Then 
the Harvard men settled down and 
slowly droye their beat te the front. 


Yale was rowing 384 and the crimson 32. 
Raising her stroke a point or two, Har- 
yard reached the half-mile flag a third 
of a length in the lead. Over the next 
half-mile the boats only changed in 
their relative positions by one second. 
Harvard finished the mile in 5:09; Yale 
in 5:10. 

Over the next half-mile the struggle 
Was superb. Each crew ralsed its 
stroke one point. Harvard steered out 
of her course in order to catch better 
9 hater and Yale followed her. 

a-mile flag the two boats were nose 
for nose, The time for each crew for 
the 1% mile was 7:50. Justas the last 
half-mile flag was passed Yale begana 
spurt that won the race. She jumped 
her stroke up to 86 and began to pull 
ahead ineh by inch. 

Harvard did not make her effort until 
an eighth of a mile from the finish. 
Then her stroke went to 88, but it was 
late. Yale was leading by the 
length of her canyas bow as the flags 
dipped at the finish. The two flags 
went down almost simultaneously and 
it was several minutes before the 
Finally 
the referee shouted out the name of 
the winner and the Yale youngsters sat 
up in their shell and gave the Yale 
cheer with “Harvard” on the end of it. 
Yale had won by just half a_ second. 
Yale’s time was 10:20; Harvard's 
10:20. 

The crews had a fair wind, but 
practically no tide, and considering this 
fact the time was fast. The predic- 
tion that the freshman race was a 
toss-up came true. Two crews more 
evenly matched had never met.

So great has been the pressure from 
all sides, however, particularly from 
the Street Railway Companies, that it 
has been decided to promulgate three 


rules without delay. 

Under these rules even retail dealers 
cannot keep or sell so called *‘cane’’ 
tablets made from potash-dextrine or 
any similar explosive. This composi- 
tion is also used to make tablets to be 
exploded by being run over by electric 
cars. In no form will these tablets be 
tolerated. 

They cannot sell blank cartridges to 
boys or girls under 17 years of age 


They cannot sell firecrackers more 
than six inches in length. 
The promulgation of these rules at 


this late hour is going to work a loss 
to dealers in fireworks, and there will 
undoubtedly be a strong protest, but it 
will avail nothing. They are not only 
not allowed to sell such things, but tbe 
keeping of them is also in violation of 
the law. They must be disposed of, 
and it is difficult to understand just 
how this may be done, anless the 
wholesalers are willing to have the in- 
terdicted articles returned to them. 

The penalty for disobedience is a 
fine of $100, a month’s imprisonment, 
or both, 

There is no question of the authority 
of the State police in the premises. It 
was vested in this department by a law 
passed by the last legislature, and its 
power is superior to the licensing 
power of any city or town; that is, its 
mandate regarding these articles trans- 
cends any license issued by any local 
authority, although it does not super- 
sede this license except in the specific 
instances stated.

No Ward to be Left Without 


Apparatus. 


Chief Eegineer Williams has com- 
pleted his arrangements for quickly 
subduing any blaze that may be started 
during the Fourth of July celebration. 

Twenty extra men will be constantly 
on duty, and will be distributed among 
the several stations. 

The relief steamer has been sent 
the Wollaston station thus giving three 
pieces of apparatus there. These with 
the combination at Atlantic will take 
care of any fires in Wards 5 and 
They will not go out of the ward ex- 
cept on a second alarm and the Central 
station apparatus will not go into these 
wards unless a second or general alarm 
is sounded. 

The Atlantic combination 
will not go out of Ward 6. 

The Hose at Quincy Point will 
remain withio the lines of Ward 2. 

The West Quincy apparatus will 
spond to alarms Wards 3 and 4 only. 

At the Central station three extra 
hose wagons are in service, so that if 
the regular apparatus is out at Quincy 
Point or West Quincy, there will be a 
company on hand to Jook after fires 
near at hand.

THE DECLARATION. 


How It Was Drawn, Debated and 
Finally Adopted. 

On the immortal Fourth of the year 

1776 the Declaration of Independe~ ze 

was adopted by the Continental n- 


gress. It was thirty-nine times before 
that body until ‘t was finally adopted. 


Entire separation from England was 
not at first thought of by the colonies. 
New England wished it, but the south- 
ern states were against it. The seat of 
war having in 1776 been changed from 
the north to the south caused the south 
also to change her views. The North 
Carolina convention took the first step 


| toward independence by a resolution to 


concur with those in the other colonies 
in declaring independence; this occur- 
red on April 22, 1776. Virginia on May 
17, 1776, prepared the title of the docu 
ment by directing her representatives 
to propose in congress a “declaration 
of independence.” 


Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Ben 
| jamin Franklin, Roger Sherman and | 
Robert C. Livingston were the com- 
mittee appointed to draft the Declara- 
tion. The draft was formulated almost 
entirely by Jefferson. Before July 1 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and New Jer- 


sey had instructed their delegates to 
vote against the Declaration. 
structions were rescinded. South Caro- 
lina came over to the majority. Dela- 
Ware's vote, at first divided, was cast 
in the affirmative.

**The announcement that five savings 
banks in New York city will probably 
pay 4 per cent. dividends for the six 
months ending July 1 has excited 
interest, not only as bearing on the 
savings bank situation itself, but as a 
sign of the general investment situation. 
If the interest rate in the broadest 
sense rising, the savings banks 
should be among the first to feel the 
change. The explanation officially 
given, in the case of one savings bank 
that increased its rate, was tbat the 
banks were today receiving 4 1-2 per 
cent. for mortgages that used to yield 
them only 4, and that this enabled 
them to declare the higher rate. It 
was stated that for nearly a year the 
banks had been receiving this higher 
return on real estate mortgages.’

The “Night Before’ Was Un- 


usually Noisy. 


If Boston had a quiet ‘‘night before’ 
Quincy did not. It was quiet in some 
sections but in others it was noisy, 
more so than usual. This was particu- 
larly true as regards South and West 
Quincy and Brewer's corner. ‘There 
were plenty of drunks about but very 
few arrests. 

The celebration commenced early in 
the evening, in asmall way, by the 
occasional explosion of fire crackers. 
As evening drew on it became more 
noisy and at midnight it was going at 


full blast. There was however but 
little real damage done as compared 


with other years. 

The first real trouble took place at 
South Quincy where there was alarge 
crowd on the streets. Before quietness 
was restored one young man had his 
head cracked by a policeman’s club and 
bad to be taken to the City Hospital. 

It was in the vicinity of 12.30 when 
Officer Goodhue arrested Forbes Craig, 
jr., and bad him at the police box 
waiting for the wagon. Hewas quickly 
surrounded by a large crowd, some of 
whom attempted to rescue the prisoner. 
Among the crowd of onlookers was a 
young man named Daniel Sugrhue, 
was in company with a lady. 

While things were getting warm 
Officer Donovan came to the assist- 
ance of Officer Goodhue. The 
crowd then turned on him and after 
trying to get at his revolver they at- 
tempted to place a barrel over his head. 
Officer Donovan then drew his club and 
swinging itina circle in front of him 
ordered the crowd to keep off. 

As he swung his club Sugrhue came 
within the danger zone and gota stun- 
ning blow on his head which put bim 
outzof business, It was at first thought 
his skull had been fractured but for- 
tunately it was not. Ile was attended 
by a physician and removed to the City 
Hospital. He was reported as being 
all right this morning. This _ inci- 
dent however quieted the crowd. 

There was also a rough crowd at 
Brewer’s vorner. They vented their 
spite by hurling rocks at the patrol 
wagon, Two hit the wagon making 
big dents in the panels and one hit the 
driver in the leg. 

All available burnable property—and 
it is whispered the raft was among this 
list—was collected in a pile on the 
Atlantic playground Sunday evening 
and at 12, in the prese.ce of bundreds 
of people, the match was applied and 
flames worthy the lower regions burst 
out on all sides. It was a glorious 
bonfire, and it started the fun going at 
Atlantic for the night. No malicious 
~~ | damage was done, for all the boys 
surely had a ‘‘corking”’ time. 

MANY ALARMS. 


It was a busy night for the firemen 
and they were kept on the jump from 
11.50 Sunday night when the first bell 
alarm sounded until morning. Between 
that time and 2.35 Monday morning 
there were seven bell alarms and the 
constant clanging of the bells, the 
shrieking of the fire alarm whistles, 
punctuated by the explosion of fire 
works made sleep almost impossble. 

The first alarm came from Box 47 at

Ex-Councilman Hiram W. Phillips, 
the veteran sub-marine diver, enter- 
nained about 150 relatives and friends 
on the Fourth at his estate on Wash- 
ington street at Quincy.

AWFUL TRAGEDY — 
OF THE OCEAN 


Sinking of the Danish Steamer 
Norge In the North Atlantic 


STRUCK A SUNKEN ROCK 


But 128 of 774 Souls on Board 
Known to Have Been Saved-- 
Lifeboats Smashed In Attempt 
to Launch Them--Three Boats 
Got Away, While Those Afloat 
Vainly Begged to Be Rescued 


--But Twelve Minutes Elapsed 
From Time Ship Struck Until 
She Sank--Strings on Life Pre- 


servers Said to Be Rotten 


London, July 5.—Of the 774 souls on 


bourd the Danish steamer Norge, which 


went down 200 miles from the Scottish 
mainland, 128, including Captain Gun- 


del, are known to have been saved. 


One of the children died in a Hfeboat 


which brought others to safety. For 


the missing 646 souls small hopes are 


entertained. ‘The enormous death roll 


which was feared with the first news of 
the wreck haus been decreased by 102, 


that number of survivors, after many 


privations, having been landed at 
Stornoway. 

The horrors of the wreck itself grow 
with each suryivor’s account. Captain 
4aundel’s statement, which reads like 
an affidavit from the dead, for he went 
down with his ship, maintains that the 
Norge struck on a sunken rock 18 miles 
south of Rockall. 

Yhe majority of the 26 
landed at Grimsby have 
Liverpool, from where they will sail on 
the Saxonia, which leaves today for 
Boston. 

Vessels are searching in the vicinity 
of Rockall for any more survivors. 
The hope lies in Captain Gundel’s 
statement that seven boatloads got 
safely away. 

No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appalling consequences and none has 
occurred in a shorter time. The pas- 
sengers were suddenly aroused from 
their sleep, terrified by the contact of 
the bows of the ship with the solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasp- 
ing sound as if the hull was _ being 
shored over huge rocks. Then silence 
as the clanging bells brought the en- 
gines toastop. Thoseof the passengers 
who were standing at the time the 
steamer struck the rock were thrown 
against the bulkheads or on the decks 
and had not recovered their feet when 
a stentorian voice gave the terrifying 
order: “All hands on deck! Hurry, or 
you may sink!” 

Immediately there was a rush for the 
narrow companion ways and men, 
women and children pushed and 
struggled to reach the deck, where the 
boats swung from the dayits. Many 
persons, retaining their presence of 
mind, seized life preservers only to find 
in some instances that the strings were 
rotten and they could not be quickly 
put around their bodies.

Norge pinned directly against the rock. 
It remained there only a few minutes, 
for Captain Gundell, commanding, 
who had immediately gone to the 
bridge, gave the order to the engineer to 
reverse the engines. Some men of the 
engineer force had relatives among 
the passengers and, after seeing them 
safely to the boats, they heroically re- 
turned to their stations below. 

Slowly the ship backed off and as 
she gained way it was found that water 
Was pouring into her hold. This an- 
nouncement, called our in Scandinavian 
and presaging death, added to the su- 
preme fright and agony. ‘The pas- 
sengers who were piled in the boats 
were the fortunate ones who were to 
escape, While the unfortunates, who- 
saw death near, clustered in the yicin- 
Ity, seething, struggling masses, some 
on their knees, praying, surrounded by 
children, others supplicating aid from 
any one and shrieking for permission 
to enter the boats, elbowing and fight- 
ing their way to the places from which 
the boats were being lowered. 

The sound of grinding ceased, and the 
bow of the Norge yawed as the steamer 
returned to deep water. Thesea rushed 
hungrily into the huge rents made by 
the rocks in the iron hull. Swiftly the 
vessel began to sink by the bows, 
Without waiting for orders, without 
paying attention to their proper man- 
ning, the occupants began to lower the 
boats. The starboard lifeboat began 
slowly to fall, when to the horror of 
those on board, the stern tackle failed 
while the bow tackle ran free. Soon 
the boat was almost perpendicular. 
Those who were in it clung desperately 
to the sides and seats until a great wave 

| came towering along and struck the 
| boat, smashing it against the side of the 
ship. The occupants of the boat who 
were not killed by the impact were 
thrown into the water. The crew and 
| passengers on deck had no time to spare 
to assist the few who had a chance to 
escape but lost it.

Then the 
sea swallowed more victims and pieces 
of wreckage slowly drifted towards the 
rock. 

The upper deck of the Norge at the | 
time of the disaster to the second boat 
was only a few feet from the waterand 
it was apparent to everyone that only a 
few minutes more and she would plunge 
beneath the waves. In the final crisis 
those who were able to remember 
clearly what happened say that the 
shrieks and sobs died away and that 
the quiet was only broken by the curses 
of some men whose fear found vent in 
blasphemy. 

Suddenly one man threw himself 
overboard and another followed his ex- 
ample. Still another jumped into the 
water and soon around the ship hun- 
dreds of persons were struggling in the 
sea, having preferred death In the open 
than to being submerged with the ship. 
Others determined to stand by the 
ship, hoping against hope that she 
would remain afloat. 

Three boats successfully reached the 
sea. The passengers frantically pulled 
away from the doomed ship, passing by 
poor wretches who were still afloat and 
who vainly begged to be taken on board, 
while from the ship came long, despatr- 
ing cries. The women inthe boat 
which reached Grimsby hid their eyes, 
but the men who were sitting facing 
the Norge say they saw the captain 
still on the bridge and the passengers on 
deck in attitudes of resignation. While 
they looked the Norge plunged forward, 
her stern shot up in the air and she 
disappeared. The swimmers in the 
vicinity of the ship were drawn into 
the vortex, around which they swirled 
like chips in the maelstrom. But 12 
minutes elapsed from the time the ship 
struck until she sank. 

A fine Scotch mist which was falling 
at the time shut out the other survivors 
from the view of those who were 
brought to Grimsby. The latter, so 
soon as their boat was clear of the 
scene of the wreck, devoted themselves 
to thoughts of their own safety. A 
jacket was tled to an oar, which in turn

Boatload of Survivors of Norge 


Disaster at Aberdeen 


WITHOUT FOOD OR WATER 


Had About Abandoned Hope 
When Picked Up by Steam 
Trawler -- Three Boatloads, 
Containing 57 Persons, Parted 


With Rescued Ones July 3 


Aberdeen, Scotland, July 6.—Another 
boatload containing 17 survivors of the 
ill-fated Danish steamship Norge, 
which foundered off Rockall reef, 200 
miles from the Scottish mainland, cn 
June 28, were landed at Aberdeen last 
night by the steam trawler Largo Bay. 
Six hundred and twenty-seven souls are 
still missing. 

The contingent now belng cared for 
at Aberdeen consists of 12 passengerrs, 
the third mate of the Norge, the quar- 
termaster, a steward, a lamp-trimmer 
and one of the crew. They drifted at | 
the mercy of the Atlantic for six days. | 
When both water and food were gone 
and when the occupants were almost | 
too exhausted even to hope, the trawler 
hove in sight. his was on July 4, 
when the boat was about 30 miles off

The third boat had 10 men on board. 
The survivors parted company with 
the three boats on July 3. 

For these boats the British gunboat 
Leda, the government fishing cutter 
Jackall, a steamer chartered by the 
Danish consul at Glasgow and several 
other vessels are diligently searching. 

The bodies of three children rescued 
front the Norge only to die on 
were buried yesterday 
amidst pathetic scenes.

July 6.—In the struggle for 
been a free-for-all contest, the prospect 


is that Alton B. Parker of New York, 


the candidate of the conservative 
forces, will win handily. Where, a 
week ago, were doubt, uncertainty, 


sparring for position, parleying for 


time, factional scheming and manipu- 
lating to overthrow the favorite, is now 


the foregone conclusion that the field 
will come in a poor second. 

Not only does it appear that the con- 
trol of the nomination for first place on 


the ticket will be in the hands of those 
Democrats who were in the minority in 
1896 and 1900, but that they will select 


the nominee’s running mate and dom- 
inate the platform on which the race 
will be made. 


In defiance of such handicaps as were 
created by the ambitious friends of 
Gorman, Cleveland, Olney, McClellan 
and favorite sons who had followings 
that divided the conservative column, 
this element which advanced the claims 
of Democratic rehabilitation struggled 
against the combined opposition 
Bryan, representing the ruling Demo- 
cratic in the last three presi- 
dential contests, and the personal cam- 
paign conducted by Hearst. 

Through the week the Parker forces 
received material accessions, one candi- 
date after another who threatened to 
cap the strength of the conservatives 
being eliminated until the opposition 
is now confessedly in the minority and 
seemingly too unorganized to present a 
fighting front. The band wagon seats 
are in such demand that a nomination 
{s contidently predicted on the second 
ballot and the surprise would be smal! 
if the first was decisive. 

Upon slender threads of various 
kinds the Parker opposition has hung 
its hopes, while the Parker men have 
been moving forward with calm assur- 
ance in the other matters connected 
with the convention. A story was cur- 
rent that David B. Hill, flushed with 
the fruits of victory, would undertake 
to force upon the convention a platform 
so radical that some of tke southern 
delegates would break away from New 
York’s candidate. But the illusion was 
dispelled. Hill will not be chairman of 
the resolutions committee, but John A. 
McMahon of Ohio or Senator Bailey of 
Texas will be chairman and Balley has 
been selected to cross swords with 

sryan in the debate over the platform 
on the floor of the convention. 

Not the least of the efforts of the anti- 
Parker men has been directed toward 
preventing a stampede by delegations, 
whether bound by instructions or other- 
wise. It is the rank and file that is 
pressing for band wagon and 
while the anti-Parker leaders speak 
disparagingly of the men who are 
anxious to be on the winning side they 
are aware that these delegates cannot 
be held together very long In the face of 
the Parfer forces. 

With an almost solid south lined up 
for him, with New York and Pennsyl- 
vania for him as well as votes in many 
other sections, it is very difficult to con- 
vince the average delegate how Parker 
can be defeated under these conditions, 
and he is anxious to participate in the 
nomination of a successful candidate. 

The anti-Parker men held a meeting 
in the room of Senator Pettigrew last 
night and discussed means to hold 
enough votes to prevent the nomination

of Parker. Besides Pettigrew there 
were present Towne from the Tam- 
many delegation, Handy from Dela- 


Ware and Tarpey from California. A 
committee was appointed to take charge 
of the anti-Parker movement with a 
view of uniting upon a program of ac- 
tion. It was claimed by those present 
that more than 400 delegates were rep- 
resented in the meeting who would not 
vote for Parker and that they would 
be able to hold them until the New 
Yorker was defeated. 


An interesting feature of the day’s 
proceedings was the development of 
the waning influence of Bryan. Thena- 
tional committee, selected four years 
ago by a convention following his un- 
questioned leadership, turned away 
from him in settling the Illinois con- 
test. Bryan had made the fight against 
Hopkins his own and the unanimous 
action of the committee indicated 
clearly that he no longer wields his 
one-time marvelous control. Many 
times during the past few days the sug- 
gestion has been made that Bryan

would swing his strength to this or to 
that candidate and the Democrats who |} 
Were anxious to organize a winning 
coalition investigated and found that 
outside of the Nebraska delegation the 
former candidate had no follow ing save 
a few scattering delegates who were 
bound by the unit rule and instrue- 
tions. Many visitors called at the Ne- 
braska headquarters during the day 
and admired the plaster cast bust of 
Mr. Bryan on the mantel, but these 
callers were not the men who are in 
control of this convention. 

It is expected that there will bea 
clash with Bryan over tue platform, 
but that document is expected to be a 
conservative utterance. Mr. Bryan is 
to be accorded a respectful hearing, but | 
the dominant element in the convention, 
it is freely asserted, will not temporize 
or attempt to placate or conciliate him. 
The forces which adopt the platform 
and name the candidate for president 
Will also name the vice president and 
this element has allowed it to become | 
known that no concession to the minor- 
ity, no vote catching expedient is to be 
adopted in choosing the nominee for 
second place. 

At the meeting of the Nebraska dele- 
gation W. J. Bryan was appointed to | 
represent the state on the committee on | 
resolutions. There was some discus- 
sion on the position the state shall as- | 
Sume on the platform. Mr. Bryan’s 
contention will be for the reattirmation | 


of the Kansas City platform, but the 
delegation recognizes the  improb- 
ability of securing such a stand. The 


discussion was therefore devoted | 
largely to the consideration of what to | 
do in that event. No conclusion was 
reached, but the tendency is to accept 
the situation if fairly liberal declara- 
tions can be secured, as it is believed 
that there can be. 

So much attention has been given to 
the presidential nomination that no con- 
clusion has been reached regarding the 
vice presidency. Several names have 
been mentioned and one or two active | 
candidates are in the field. The friends 
of former Senator Turner of Washing- 
ton believe that he may be nominated, 
Several northwestern delegations from 
the inter-mountain country are to be 
thrown for Parker in anticipation of 
reciprocity from those most interested 
in Parker's nomination. 

Thus far no sign has been given by 
the leaders that ageandidate will be 
sought on the Pacifie coast. In fact, 
some men who will add strength to the 
ticket in Illinois and Indiana are 
wanted, and if a satisfactory man can 
be found in either of these states he 
will undoubtedly have good support. 
The suggestion has been made that D. 
S. Rose of Wisconsin might be selected, 
but that state refuses to have him con- 
sidered for fear that anything of the 
kind might be considered as disloyal te

Awful Crime of Three Brutes 

surlington, N. J., July 6.—With her 
husband away delivering milk, Mrs.

Responding 
to the call she was confronted by three 
masked negroes, who, holding a re- 
volver to her head, demanded her money. 
She was forced up stairs and produced 
$13. Her hands were then tied behind 
her and two handkerchiefs stuffed in 
her mouth. With her 1-year-old babe by 
her side, Mrs. Biddle was criminally 
assaulted by each of the negroes. They 
then left the place. Hundreds of armed 
men are in pursuit of the perpetrators. 


More Troops For Sydney 
Sydney, C. B., July 6.—Shouting and 
cheering as they marched through the 


streets in regular procession, 2000 
Strikers last night made the largest 


demonstration of the kind ever seen in 
Cape Breton. The men were ad- 
dressed by union leaders from all parts 
of Cape Breton, who urged the men to 
fight the strike to a finish. The force 
of soldiers is insufficient to cope with 
the strikers, and additional troops have 
been ordered he re from Sydney. 


Women and Children Not Spared 

Amsterdam, July 6.—A dispatch from 
Batavia (capital of the Dutch East In- 
dies) says that the commander of the 
expedition to North Achin (northern 
Sumatra) attacked Likat on June 20. 
The Achinese losses were 432 killed, in- 
cluding 281 women and 83 children, and 
54 wounded. Seventeen prisoners were 
taken. The Dutch casualties included 
feur officers and 13 soldiers wounded. 


Perlod of Freedom For Moyer 

Denver, July 6.—President Moyer of 
the Western Federation of Miners was 
released from custody by Sheriff Bell 
in this city after furnishing bonds for 
$10,000 on the charges of murder and 
inciting riot. Bonds were provided by 
a guarantee company. Moyer has been 
a prisoner 103 days, during the greater | 
portion of that time on the plea of 
“military necessity.”

Clearfield, Pa., July 6—Harry M. 
Shoff, an attorney of Coalport, de- 
fended Romey Loymeir in an assault 
and battery case and on his way home 
at midnight stopped at Loymeir’s home 
and attempted to collect his bill of $5 
for legal service.

Loymeir crushed Shoff’s skull with a 
rock. The murderer gave himself up.

A LIVE OKAPI. 


Sportsman's Glimpse of Giraffe-like 
Animal In Africa. 

Major James Harrison, traveler and 
sportsman, recently returned to Eng- 
land after an adventurous period of 
big game hunting in the great forest of 
Central Africa, says the London Mail. 

He recently related the story of his 
experiences: “I started a few days aft- 
er Christmas and made my way down 
to the Stanley’ forest, where the pyg- 
mies are. saw many of the pygmies.

There was suspicion that, after all, 
there had been fraud perpetrated in the 
race, but Miss Asche’s representative 
said that he had been on deck every 
minute of every race and could have 
detected it if practi¢ed. Mr. Leighton 
dined with the loser on the evening of 
the last race, and after dinner they re- 
tired to the brary, where he claimed 
his reward.

age that it could be manufactured 
with the greatest difficulty. The cyl- 
inders, at the start, bored at 
all, and even after Watt became associ- 
ated with Boulton and was assisted by 
the latter’s best mechanics, tbe opinion 
was expressed by many that his engine 
would never be brought into practical 
use on account of the difficulty of get- 
ting its various parts manufactured with 
suflicient precision. It seems almost 
incredible to engineers of today, 
are familiar with the enormous shops 
for manufacturing machinery of every 
type, that Watt should have had so few 
facilities at his command.

The Financial Panics

INDIA RUBBER. 


Its Form of Structure Which Permits 
It to Be Elastic. 

Modern physics teach us that the 
molecules of all bodies are in a state of 
incessant motion; that the intimate 
Structure of matter is, in fact, a repro- 
duction on an infinitely minute scale of 
the revolving suns and planets. 

In gases and Hquids this motion is 
most extensive in range, but in solids 
the movements of the molecules are 
more restrained, and they merely os- 
cillate or rotate about a certain mean 
position, the range of motion being 
Strictly governed by the attractions 
producing it. 

If by the pull of an outside force the 
molecules are drawn out beyond the 
limit of their mutual attractions the 
body is broken, but within this limit it 
will recover itself when the pull ceases. 

We may regard the particles of rub- 
ber as revolving in circles. When it is 
Stretched these orbits become elliptic, 
returning to the circular form when 
released. As then this substance pos- 
sesses a very wide range of variation 
of molecular distance without rupture 
it is eminently elastic.

The Distinction Between a Cyclone 
and a Hurricane. 

The term cyclone is applied to a tor- 
nado of limited diameter and destruc- 
tive All storms, therefore, in 
which the wind has a circulating move- 
ment about a central area of low bar- 
netric pressure may properly be 
‘med cyclones.

St. Petersburg, July 11.—Lieutenant 
General Sakharolf, in a dispatch to the 
general staff, confirms the report of the 
Japanese occupation of Kai Chou. He 
says that Russian loss did not exceed 
150 «killed wounded. 
Sakharoff adds that the Japanese are 
on the Yin Kow road. 

An important polnt in the official ac- 
count of the battle of Ka! Chou is the 
statement in Lieutenant Geueral Sak- 
haroff’s report that the Japanese are 
advancing along the coast toward Yin 
| Kow. ‘The wording of the original dis- 
patch is not clear and might read 
| equally well that the Japanese cavalry 
had already arrived at Yin Kow. 

Captain Sekretoff’s ambuscade of a 
Japanese squadron north of Siu’ Yen 
shows that the Russian force is further 
east in this region than was generally 
believed.

On the 
nights of July 2, 3 and 4 the Japanese 
| fieet bombarded the roads from the 
south of the town, The forts were not 
damaged. No further night attacks 
have been made since July 4.

He said Pattison’s sympathy 
with the gold standard was not un- 
known, like Parker's opinion, and 
therefore he would not have needed a 
platform on that subject. He said 
with great clearness and distinctness 
that the Nebraska delegation would 
vote for the candidate for vice presi- 
dent that New York wanted, and s0 
that nothing should be done to em- 
barrass the campaign. All further 
objections on his part would be with- 
drawn, a declaration received with loud 
applause. 

The motion to send the telegram to 
Judge Parker was put to the convention 
and rolleall ordered. 

As the roll was called and the prefer- 
ences of the various states were an- 
nounced they were duly cheered, but 
there were no surprises except that 
Nebraska voted not to send the tele- 
gram.

Utmost Secrecy y In Transmitting 
the Parker Telegram 

It is now known that Parker's tele- 
gram to Sheehan was sent from the 
Western Union ‘Telegraph office at 
| Esopus, and the story of the precautions 
| taken, both to keep it secret and to 
verify its authenticity before it was 
delivered, constitute a remarkable chap- 
ter in the story of this extraordinary 
political incident. 

Judge Parker's coachman, Robinson, 
| took the original message to the West 
| Shore station at Esopus at 11:30 Satur- 
| day and delivered to the Western Union 
operator there with impressive caution 
The message was ad- 
dressed to Sheehan at the Jefferson 
hotel, St. Louis. Very soon after it had 
| been sent the superintendent of the 
| Western Union Telegraph company ia 
| New York called up the Esopus op+ 
| erator and required him to personally 
| verify the original telegram by a visit 
to Parker himself. The delivery of the 
| message in St. Louls, it appears, was 
being delayed until the authenticity of 
the dispateh could be proved beyond 
doubt. 
| ‘Lhe operator called Parker’s home on 
the telephone and insisted on talking 
with the judge himself (whose voice he 
| recognized} and told him of the situa- 
| tion. At Parker's request the operator 
| read the message to the judge and upon 
| the latter’s assurance that it was all 
right, St. Louis recelved word to de-

The Russian papers, meagerly sup- 
plied as they are with war news, have 
one source of information not possessed 
by the English journals—that is, the 


letters from the czars Tommy At- 
kinses which they continually pub- 
lish, says the London Sphere. Ivan 


Ivanovitch, as he is called, is not a 
good correspondent. 

The first thing that strikes the reader 
of the letters published in the Russian 
papers is Ivan’s unbounded—and un- 
founded—contempt for his enemies. 
The “Makaki,” as the Japanese are de- 
risively nicknamed, are generally rep- 
resented as undersized dwarfs who 
will certainly run away at the first on- 
set of the burly Muscovites. 

An Ivan named Maikisheff, writ- 
ing from the Yalu, thus describes his 
enemies to his mother in Tamboff: “I 
will tell you about the ‘Makaki.’ We 
see lots of them, prisoners, and they 
all go on to Tomsk. They are ugly 
and have skins like Teather and are 
frightfully afraid of our men. One of 
them was a Pravoslavni (Orthodox 
Christian), and our men gave him an

their yellow faces plainly. On the way 
back to the river we had some excite- 
ment. We came across another party 
and chased them for two versts. At 
last they got away, but one man could 
not get bis horse across a gully. He 
got down and tried to drag his horse 
over, but the horse fell, and he could 
not getit up. He then ran on foot, b 
one of our men named Mirkoff from 
Bogoroditsa ran after him and spitted 
him through the side. 

“We thought he was dead, but when 
the lance came out of him he turned 
and, putting his riffle right into Mir- 
koff’s face, shot him through the head. 
The other Japs got away. Next day 
we covered the same ground, but saw 
not a single Jap. We shall spit a good 
many before we have done. The diili- 
culty is to hit them, they are so small.” 

Judged by most of the letters the 
journey across Siberia is by no means 
the inferno it has been depicted. A 
letter from a private in the Samara 
regiment gives a rosy account of the 
passage: 

“We had a first rate time in the 
train, and you may te!l Matvel what 
he missed. Any amount to eat and 
nothing to do except walk up and down 
at the stations. The only things we 
want are matches and books. We were 
kept two days on Lake Baikal, as the 
ice had a crack ten versts long in it, 
and our men were set to removing the 
rails on to the safe ice. 

“We played cards in the train all the 
way from the lake to Chita, and Mar- 
koff played tunes to us on the balalai- 
ka (a sort of lute), so it was just like 
home, only no cows to look after. Some 
of our men got sick from being too 
long in the train and were left behind. 
It is not much colder here than in Rus- 
sia. We are not going to Japan after 
all, at any rate at present, as the ‘Ma- 
kaki’ have attacked Port Arthur, and 
we shall be sent on there.”

GREAT OCEAN HIGHWAYS. 


Panama Canal Will Create a New 
“World's Street of the Sens.” 
The completion of the new Panama 
canal will have some marked effects 
upon the great lanes of ocean travel. 
Vessels haye, to be sure, for years gone 
into Panama and Colon for the trans- 
shipment of their freight across the 
isthmus by rail. The effect of the 
opening of the new canal may be lik- 
ened, says the London Mail, to that of 
the substitution of a strong bridge at 
a convenient place for crossing a river 
for a more or less uncertain ford. Such 
a bridge attracts wagon roads. The 
canal will draw toward it the commer- 

cial highways of the hemisphere. 

Vessels which are operated by steam 
can pursue an almost unvarying line. 
Their managers accordingly prescribe 
courses between various ports, known 
as lanes, over which practically all the 
shipping moves. In case of a break- 
down the vessel is much sooner “pick- 
ed up” on a lane than in less frequent- 
ed parts of the sea. Moreover, rocks, 
derelicts and other obstructions may 
be more carefully charted and watched 
on the highly traveled courses. 

There is usually an east and west 
lane a few miles apart to lessen the 
danger of collision. Out of Duluth, on 
the great lakes, there is a four track 
lane, two for passenger steamers and 
two for freighters. 

Although the oceans of the world 
have no visible streets or crossings or 
signposts, in the eye of the navigator 
they are thus very distinctly marked. 
No railroad train makes so direct a 
line between points as the steamship; 
no locomotive engineer knows more 
exactly where he is at all times than 
the sea captain. 

Sailing vessels, responsive to winds, 
tides and currents, go about more at 
random, yet there are enormous areas 
of the sea where no sail or smokestack 
is ever seen. Even on the steamship 
lanes of the Pacific one seldom spies a 
vessel in a trip across that ocean. 
Nearing the Suez, however, from either 
approach and it will be the same with 
the isthmian canal, it seems as if the 
ships of the world were out on parade, 
so-plentiful do they suddenly become.

THOUSANDS ALREADY OUT 


Early Rise In Price of Beef Ex- 
pected--Spokesmen of Strikers 
and Packing Concerns Each 
Give Their Version of Trouble

The effect of the strike upon the food 
supply of the country and the prices of 
meats is being earnestly discussed, 
notwithstanding the announcement 
that the packing houses, contrary to 
somewhat general expectations, will 
continue operations without any close- 
down, employing whatever help may be 
obtainable. How much alleviation in 
the furnishing of supplies to the pub- 
lic this course may afford is a matter 
of wide varlation of opinion. The 
packers declare that hundreds of men 
who could not be provided with places 
have been applying daily for work. 

The walkout here was started by 
the employes of the killing depart- 
ments at the various packing houses. 
The killers were followed by the work- 
ers in other departments as fast as 
the current work left by the slaughter- 
ers could be cleaned up. Thus, as the 
workers in each department disposed 
of their part of the work, they threw 
off their aprous and departed. This 
consideration was shown the packers, 
the labor ofticials anpounced, because 
it was not the desire of the men to 
cause the employers any financial loss 
as a result of negle: ting meat that was 
on hand to be dressed. 

Watched by cordons of police, the 
strikers filed briskiy out of the pack- 
ing houses, carrying overalls, rubber 
boots, knives, cleavers and steels. The 
strikers were greeted by crowds of 
women and children, many of whom 
joined hands with the workmen on the 
outward march. Whatever the future 
may have in sciore in the way of riots, 
there is absolutely no sign of disorder. 

President Donnelly of the Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America, the leader 
of the strikers, said in a conversation 
last evening that he believed the strik- 
ers would have little difficulty in with- 
standing a siege of more than a year 
with the strike funds the unions have 
on hand. 

Arthur Meeker of Armour & Co. said 
last night: “We consider the demand 
of the union for an advance in wages 
of unskilled labor entirely unwar- 
ranted by industrial conditidns. We 
could not concede it, and proposed to 
submit the question to arbitration, 
which the union declined to do, and 
called a strike at all our plants. Every 
department is kept running, however. 
We have had applications from hun- 
dreds of unemployed men for positions 
at less wages than we have been pay- 
ing, and every day expect to increase 
our output. We consider the fault 
rests entirely with the union, who not 
only asked what they were not en- 
titled to, but declined to submit the 
question to impartial arbitration.” 

President Donnelly, the strike leader, 
said: “I wish to make it clear that 
we are not fighting for an increase of 
wages, but against a decrease. Our 
original demand was for a minimum of 
20 cents an hour for laborers. This de- 
mand was amended after our second 
conference with the packers in June. 
We then agreed toa scale of 18% cents 
an hour, except in Omaha and Sioux 
City, where the scale is 19 cents. The 
packers, on the other hand, refused to 
pay more than 17% cents an hour and 
declined to sign any agreements at all 
except with a small proportion of the 
workmen. 

“The question of wages to skilled 
men was not discussed. To unskilled 
workmen the average wage was 18% 
cents, but when we asked that this be 

made the minimum wage, they cut it 
to 1742 cents and 15 cents. Men could 
lve on 15 cents if they got steady 
work, but in some plants men have 
been able to make just 18 hours a week 
at this wage scale. They could not 
live on it. No one could.” 

A feature of the strike that is apt to 
be overlooked is the fact that the 
strikers’ organization does not include 
the electricians, steam fitters, firemen, 
engineers, car workers and teamsters. 
These make in Chicago alone a total of 
10,000 additional men who may or may 
not be made idle, wholly or in part, 
voluntarily or otherwise, according to 
the development in the struggle be 
tween the direct contestants. 


Price of Meat Advanced 
New York, July 13.—As soon as the 


retail butchers in tnis city learnea 
that strikes had been ordered in the 
meat packing plants in many of the 
large cities they at once began to ad- 
vance the price of meat from 2 to 3 
cents a pound. It is predicted that 
within three days there will bea meat 
famine in this city.

Tuesday afternoon the hearing in the 
case of Daniel Sbngrue, in connection 
with the disturbance at Sonth Quincy 
on the ‘‘Night Before the Fourth,’’ 
was continued in the District court be- 
fore Judge Pratt. 

Fred McLennan one of the witnesses 
for the defense, took the stand and was 
cross-examined by Lawyer McAnaraey, 
who brought out that it took Officer 
Goodhue 15 to 18 minutes to go twenty 
feet. It was because of tha conduct of 
the crowd that surrounded him. Heard 
Officer and Mr. McLennan say something 
about crowd standing back. Did not 
go away himself account of the 
crowd. Witness struggled however 
get out of the crowd. Did nothing to 
assist the Officer. Did not hear crowd 
say, go for the other fellow. Was six 
feet from sidewalk opposite box with 
Shugrue in front. Could not explain 
how it was that when the arrest was 
made he was 12 feet away; that in try- 
ing to get away he got to within 
feet of sidewalk. Could not explain 
how Shugrue could be talking to his 
girl when the crowd was struggling. 
Did not see Shugrue try to get out of 
crowd. Had contributed tifty cents 
toward hiring counsel for Shugrue.

George Esson testitied—Could not say 
that he saw Shugrue at Malnati block. 
Saw the man _- struck.

Defendant did not 
throw it. Were 400 or 500 present. 
Possibly a little demonstrativa but 
nothing particularly out of the way.

Crowd behaved 
well for Fourth of July. 

Cross-examined—witness said she 
was 18 years old. Did not know what 
time she went home that night. None 
of her family was with her. Shugrue 
stood with his arms folded talking to 
me. My arms were folded the same 
way. He was in street when officer 
struck him. Mr, Esson must have been 
mistaken when he said Shugrue was 
near the sidewalk. First time witness 
saw the officer he was two feet away 
from Dan, with his arm moving to 
come down on Dan.

Destiny bas long since decided that the 


next President will bear the name of 
Roosevelt. 
There isn’t much celebrating in 


Maryland over the fact that Senator 
Gorman’s ‘* Jim Crow’’ law went into 
operation on the first day of July. 
And on the Fourth the old flag was 
given to the breeze in honor of a long 
ago event, when men actually fought 
for freedom. Now in Maryland white 
people will not be allowed to ride in 
cars, or on steamboats, with colored 
folks. And if a white min happens to 
have a colored wife, they must ride in 
separate vehicles. Why make race 
distinctions? Why not compel whiskey 
drinkers to ride in cars by themselves ? 


The difficulty in the solution of the 
High school problem seems to be that 
some regard it asa local affair, when 
it really concerns the whole city, It is 
another case of Councilmen for wards 
instead of Councilmen from wards. It 
concerns the High school policy for 
years. To divide our High school on 
local lines, with less than 300 pupils to 
a building would certainly be a mis- 
fortune. It would be with 400 or even 
500 to a building. All improvements 
and facilities extended to one building 
would necessarily have to be extended 
to the other. To put the present build- 
ingon a par with a new building might 
cost $25,000. It would be required for 
gymnasium, manual training accom- 
modations, pew sanitaries, etc. 


The forthcoming National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic stirs the people with becoming pride 
and hospitality, and patriotic interest 
increases as the great event approaches. 
The noble assemblage of veterans will 
be at Boston, and there, as throughout

tuity. 

In the marching colamn, August six-

Fall River Manufacturers Con- 


sider the Step Necessary 


CUT OF 12 1-2 PERCENT 


Mills Brought Into Unity Be- 
cause of Effect of Sharp South- 
ern Competition--Question of 


How Operatives May Feel 


Fall River, Mass., July 13.—It is pro- 
posed to reduce the price of weaving 
regular print cloths in the local mills 
19.8 cents to 17.32 cents a cut, 
or 12% percent. The 
manufacturers to bring this about has 
already been signed by all but one of 
the controlling forces in the local mills, 
and there is no doubt in the minds of 
the committeemen as to the ultimate 
signing of thut factor in the situation, 
when it is made Clear that the others 
are united. 

The only difference of opinion among 
the manufacturers in the wage matter 
was whether the reduction should be 
one of 15 or 10 percent, and the 12% 
percent is believed to represent a com- 
promise. It js sought to have 2,3800,- 
000 spindles represented in the agree- 
ment, the largest total ever attempted 
here, and of that total, more than 2,- 
000,000 spindles are now secure. 

The agreement is an ironclad one, 
and binds the mills more closely than 
they have ever been united, certainly 
in 20 years. It is only an agreement 
for wage purposes, however, and does 
not seek to control the marketing of 
goods in any direction. The agreement 
could never have been secured if the 
mill men were not at least convinced 
that independent action in this city 
means death to the local industry. In 
this connection it is of moment to know 
that there is no longer any difference of 
opinion among manufacturers as to the 
direct effect of a sharp southern compe- 
tition on Fall River goods. 

One of the committee was asked what 
guaranty there would be for the op- 
eratives that they would have steady 
work if the new scale was accepted. 
He sald: “The mills have shown in 
four years that under present market 
conditions, where so many mills are 
making goods in competition, Fall 
River mills cannot be run steadily. If 
a lower wage scale is accepted, there 
is a better prospect of steady work 
than there can be under other condi- 
tions. If the new scale is accepted I 
shall begin to run my mills steadily, 
after a week from Monday, and I know 
of several other mills that will do the 
same. If the present wage is to stand, 
1 shall shut down a week from Monday 
and wait until trade improves.” 

The leaders of the unlons will not be 
quoted officially until they get word 
that notices of the reductions have 
been actually posted in the mills, a 
fact which may not come to pass for 
a few days. But in this connection, it 
is stated that one of the men on the 
committee is reported to have said 
that he had no doubt now of the cut 
going into effect. Speaking unofficially, 
one of the labor leaders said, when he 
heard that a cut was likely: 

“The people are desperate on account 
of the long curtailment, and the great 
reductions they have been called on to 
suffer in addition, because of running 
more looms and the removal of much 
of the spare help in departments out- 
side of the weaving room. If you want 
my personal opinion, I think the op- 
eratives will not stand for a reduction 
at this time. They may not be able to 
resist a long time, but I feel that there 
will be spasmodic strikes, even though 
the unions may formally accept a re- 
duction, a thing I do not expect to see.” 

When, substantially, this opinion was 
repeated to one of the mill men, with 
the suggestion that it represented how 
the leaders felt, a manufacturer said: 
“I do not think there will be any re- 
sistance to speak of now, for, so far as 
my people have been talked with, they 
want to work at some wages on which 
they can live. They have not been 
receiving within 4u percent of a full 
wage for four months, and they know 
how hard the mills are being pressed. 
If there is a strike the mill men will 
hold together until it is settled.”

Providence, July 18.—Inquiries made 
of large cotton mill owners in this 
state do not elicit professed knowledge 
that Rhode Island mills intend to follow 
the lead of the Fall River manufactur- 
ers in making a cutdown. Several of 
the mills are running on short time on 
account of quiet business, but no fur- 
ther cutdown is anticipated in this 
vicinity. 


Brakeman Caused Wreck 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 13.—A pas- 
senger train ran onto a siding at Salt 
Point and collided with a freight train. 
Both engines were wrecked. Conduc- 
tor Marcy was probably fatally in- 
jured. No passengers were hurt. The 
accident is sald to have been caused 
by a brakeman who thought the switch 
Was open when {t was closed and opened 
it, allowing the train to take the sid- 
ing. After seeing the damage caused 
he ran away. 


Rejects Coliege Presidency 
Raleigh, July 18.—Dr. C, A. Snith, 
associate professor of the chair of 
English at the University of North 
Carolina, has declined the offer of the 
presidency of the University of ‘Ten- 
nessee on the ground that his duty for 
the present lies with the University of 
North Carolina.

Woman Then Placed Under Bed 
While Room Was Ransacked 
Boston, July 13—Two unknown 

men committed an unprovoked assault 
upon Mrs. William Mattison at her 
home, 70 Sterling street, last night and, 
after robbing her of a watch and other 
jewelry and about $5 in money, made 
their escape. 

Mrs. Mattison, who was slightly ill, 
was lying upon her bed on the second 
floor, When two men came upstairs. 
They entered her room and one of them 
remarked: “I believe I owe you some- 
thing.” When she replied that she 
knew nothing about it, the man seized 
her and, binding a cloth about her face 
to prevent an outery, placed her under 
the bed while they ransacked the room. 

Mrs. Mattison, when found an hour 
later by a caller, was completely pros- 
trated, and it was some time before 
she could give a connected story of the 
affair. She was unable to give any de- 
scription of her assailants that would 
aid in their identification. 


Neglect of Duty Charged 

Nashua, N. H., July 13.—City Mar- 
shal Eaton was given a hearing before 
the police commissioners last night on 
charges preferred against him of ne- 
glect of duty, preferred by Ellen Pro- 
vost, matron of the Protestant orphan- 
age, who alleges that she Was 4as- 
saulted by two strangers and that two 
children were kidnapped from the in- 
stitution. She claimed that she re- 
ported the matter to the city marshal, 
who refused to take any action. The 
city marshal testified that he had re- 
fused action in the matter upon the 
advice of the city solicitor, who con- 
sidered the ca¥e a civil one. Decision 
was reserved. 


Autoists In a Smashup 

Providence, July 13.—O. L. Judd, 
aged 43, a travelling salesman residing 
at New York, was probably fatally in- 
jured, and Ezra K. Perkins, his host, 
was badly hurt through the collision of 
an automobile in which they were rid- 
ing with an electric car. The auto- 
mobile was overturned, throwing both 
occupants out and partially beneath 
their machine, which was _ badly 
smashed. ‘The trolley car was not bad- 
ly damaged. 


Dr Eastman Found Guilty 

Alfred, Me., July 16.—Dr. Charles A. 
Eastman of Old Orchard and Boston 
was found guilty of manslanghter last 
evening in haying caused the death of 
Miss Edith MelIntire of Boothbay 
Harbor. Miss McIntire, who was 24 
years of age, died from the effects of 
an illegal operation. Counsel for the 
defense filed exceptions and these will 
be argued before the full bench. 
Judge Emery fixed Eastman’s bonds 
at $500. 


Negro Badly Gashed 

Boston, July 13.—With the blood 
flowing from a deep gash on his ip 
and chin, Willlam Lewis of 26 Piedmont 
street, a negro, fought more than half 
an hour for the mastery of another ne- 
gro, who was armed with a_ knife, 
Finally he fell exhausted on the floor 
and was saved from further injuries by 
friends.

No Light on Hooper’s Death 
Concord, N. H., July 13.—Beyond the 
decision that Broker Chester E. Hooper 
met his death from the force of an ex- 
plosion, the official investigation has 
shed no light on tue tragedy which oc- 
curred at the Exchange building.

Conley received 18 yotes to 
10 for Seaver, all but one member of 
the school board being present and 
voting.

He is 
visited by crowds of people who admire 
his bravado and has received congrat- 
ulations from different parts of Eng- 
land. The police take the occurrence 
quite coolly and are apparently more 
amused than chagrined at his antics.

Bounty Bill Not a Law. 

Attorney General Parker decides 
that the soldiers’ bounty bill among the 
acts of 1904, was not passed over the 
Governor’s veto ‘‘In the manner pre- 
scribed by the constitution,’’ and he 
therefore declares that it therefore has 
not the ‘force of a Jaw.”’ 

His contention is that finder the con- 
stitution the bill, to have been passed 
over the veto in the house of represen- 
tatives, the house of origin of the bill, 
a two-thirds yote of the body itself and 
not of those present and voting was de- 
manded. 

Two-thfrds of the house, where the 
bill originated and where the veto 
message was received, would mean 160 
votes. The vote in the lower branch 
in favor of passing the bill over the 
veto was 151 to 47. 

The attorney general does not deal 
with the construction of the act itself 
with relation to constitutional ques- 
tions, but confines himself wholly ‘‘to 
an inquiry as to the construction of the 
constitution itself, upon which the 
existence rather than the validity of 
the act is to be determined. ’’

I had purchased for half its value 
what had been known for ten years 
as a haunted house, and on the day

Although 
my heart was beating like a hammer 
and my hair curling, I took up the 
lamp and went through every room in 
the house, finding nothing, of course. 
After returning to the kitchen I light- 
ed two of the candles and placed them 
in the lower rooms and then forced 
myself to sit down. 

I was trying to argue things out 
when a noise like the humming of a 
telegraph wire came from the hall and 
Was speedily followed by a wail and a 
sobbing. It was like a child crying 
out in distress, and it lasted fully thir- 
ty seconds. As I rose up I -Lock so 
that I feared to drop the !.mp, and 
my throat was so dry that I could not 
have made a loud sound, but I passed 
through the rooms into the hall and 
upstairs again. So upset was I that 
in descending the stairs I had to sit 
down three different times, and my 
feet dragged after me as I walked 
through the lower hall. 

However, after dragging myself back 
to the kitchen and taking a seat I be- 
gan calling myself a fool and a coward 
and to try to whistle, and I determined 
to pay no more attention to the mys- 
terious noises. 

Ten minutes went by, and I was try- 
ing to smile at my own fears, when a 
pat, pat, pat, of footsteps caught my 
ear. They began in a room over my 
head and descended the stairs and 
came along the hall and through the 
sitting room. I sat looking into the 
open door of this room, which was 
Hghted by a candle; but, though I 
heard the footsteps, I saw nothing. 
They crossed the room, they entered 
the kitchen, they advanced to the ta- 
ble, and as my hair stood up and my 
heart choked me the lamp was blown 
out, and I was left in semidarkness. 
If I tell you that I yelled out and 
jumped for the door and fled across the 
fields, you will not call me cowardly. 

It was 8 o'clock next morning when 
I returned to the house. The candles 
I had left burning had not burned out, 
but had been blown out.

“JOHN SMITH’S” RECEIPT 


It Was Given to a Man Who 
Bought a Horse and Sleigh 
From Stranger Who Resembled 


Suspect Now In Jail 


Athol, Mass., July 14.—The state po- 
lice who are investigating the supposed 
murder of Frank J. Burns on the night 
of Dec. 17 last state that they have 
what is believed to be an important clue 
in the case. 

Acting upon the information 
veyed in the letter recelved by Officer 
Jacques, the officers went to Warwick 
and interviewed John Atwood and his 
daughter, Mrs. Sadie Cutler, who were 
mentioned in the letter as having seen 
and talked with a man whom the 
anomymous writer declared to be 
Walter E. Smith, the man now held 
at the Worcester jail, charged with 
the larceny of jewelry supposed to have 
been the property of Burns. 

Atwood gave to the police a minute 
description of a man who called on him 
on the night of Feb. 13 and sold him 
for $25 a horse and sleigh worth at 
least $150. The man, Atwood said, gave 
the name of John Smith, and gave him 
a bill of sale for the horse and sleigh 
signed “John Smith.” 

The stranger then, according to At- 
wood, went to the house of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Sadie Cutler, to whom he 
paid $1 to be driven to Orange, where 
he caught a train. Smith said he was 
going to Maine “to meet the body of 
a soldier friend.” Both Atwood and 
his daughter noticed that Smith had 
considerable jewelry about his person. 
The officers took possession of the bill! 
of sale, and will compare the writing 
with that of Walter E. Smith. 

Sheriff Fowler and Officer Jacques 
say that the description given them by 
Atwood and his daughter tallies very 
closely with the appearance of Walter 
BE. Smith. 

State Detective Murray and Chief 
Inspector Rhoades visited the Bennett 
Hill schoolhouse and vicinity and made 
a searching examination for traces of 
the missing Burns, but, they said, 
their quest was without success. 

All of the officers who have been on 
the case left for their homes last night, 
the reason being, it is believed, that un- 
til clues already secured have been 
thoroughly investigated, their presence 
here is unnecessary.

Fine Presidential Candidate 

East St. Louis, Ills., July 14—WII- 
liam P. Scott, candidate for President 
of the United States on the national 
Liberty Party ticket, was arrested last 
evening on account of an unpaid fine. 
Several months ago Scott, who runs a 
saloon and summer garden, was con- 
victed of conducting a disorderly place 
and his fine and the costs amounted 
to $149.80. 


Slocum’s Victims Number 958 

New York, July 14.—The total dead 
in the destruction of the excursion 
steamer General Slocum on June 15 is 
given as 958 in the final report pre- 
sented by the inspectors In charge of the 
investigation by the police department. 
Assuming that the unidentified dead are 
among the missing, all but one person 
has been accounted for. 


Went Full Speed on Rocks 

Halifax, July 14.—While going at full 
speed, the steamer Lunenburg crashed 
on the rocks at Cranberry Head. The 
engines were at once reversed, but the 
steamer held fast. The tug Iona took 
off the passengers ana landed them at 
North Sydney. The steamer is in a 
bad position.

EIGHTEEN KILLED 


Misplaced Switch Causes Rail- 
road Disaster In Lllinois 
Chicago, July 14.—Twenty persons 
were killed and about 70 injured last 
night in a railroad collision at Glen- 

wood, 23 miles south of Chicago. 

The collision occurred between a 
picnie train from Chicago, which was 
returning from Momence, and a freight 
train, into the rear end of which the 
excursion train dashed at high speed. 
The picnic train was coming north and 
the freight was on the south-bound 
track. A misplaced switch threw the 
picnic train over on the south-bound 
track and before the engineer could ap- 


ee 


ply the brakes it dashed into the rear 
of the freight. he locomotive, the 


baggage car and the first coach of the 
picnic train were demolished and all 
of the killed and injured were on the 
locomotive and in the two cars. 

In explanation of the wreck En- 
gineer Hoxie and the crew of the 
freight train say that thelr train parted 
at Chicago Heights and the break was 
not noticed till the train was near Glea- 
wood. The engineer knew that the ex- 
cursion train was coming, but believed 
that it was on the north-bound track 
and was switching his train from the 
borth-bound to the south-bound track, 
in an effort to keep out of its way, when 
it came north on the south-bound track, 
and smashed into the frelght train. 


Bryan Not Wanted on the Stump 

Chicago, July 14.—Roger C. Sullivan, 
the new member of the Democratic na- 
tional committee from Illinois, declared 
last night that it was not thought de- 
sirable by members of the national com- 
mittee that Mr. Bryan take the stump 
for the national ticket. The reason as- 
signed by the committee for this re- 
ported decision, according to Sullivan, 
is that, in their opinion, Bryan would 
“do the ticket more harm than good.” 


Kingsley’s Body Found 

New York, July 14.—The police re- 
port the finding of a body believed to be 
that of Henry B. Kingsley, the wealthy 
young Vermonter who has been missing 
since last November from the home of 
his cousin, Hugh H. Baxter, in this 
city. The body, which was found in 
the Harlem river, is badly decomposed. 
The effects found in the clothing indi- 
cate with apparent certainty the iden- 
tity of the corpse. 


Charged With $10,000 Theft 

St. Paul, July 14.—William P. Stine, 
formerly chief clerk to General Man- 
ager Scott of the Cuicago, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis and Omaha railway, was 
arrested on a charge of stealing $10,000 
in bonds from a safe inthe general 
manager's office shortly after the death 
of Scott. Stine is supposed to have 
disposed of the securities in the east 
with the aid of other parties. 


Davis Breaks Silence 

Elkins, W. Va., July 14.—Of course 
I'll support the platform.

Columbus, O., July 14.—Al and Ben 
Wade were electrocuted this morning 
at the Ohio penitentiary for the mur- 
der of Kate Sullivan, aged 60, at Toledo 
in 1900. The motive was robbery. Al 
Wade went to the chair first. Only 
one shock was administered to each 
man. Both electrocutions were suc- 
cessful. 


Explosion Near Roosevelt Home 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 14.—In an ex- 
plosion on the gasoline launch Aeolus 
last night in Oyster Bay, J. A. Gillespie, 
owner of the yacht, was painfully hurt. 
The yacht was badly damaged. The 
explosion was heard at Sagamore Hill 
by President Roosevelt and his family 
and they were greatly concerned for 
awhile. 


French Fishermen Handicapped 

St. Johns, July 14.—lrench fishing 
vessels from the Grand Banks have 
been unable to obtain bait at St. Pierre, 
and they are alleged to be busily smug- 
gling bait from Newfoundland waters 
in defiance of the bait act.

To Improve the Skin, 

One means of improving the skin ts 
to prepare a mixture of fine oatmeal 
and distilled water. Make this the con- 
sistency of thick cream and, having 
dabbed it all over the face, rub it till it 
rolls off in dry flakes. Whatever be the 
plan decided upon great care must be 
taken to remove all traces of the oat- 
meal from the eyebrows and the roots 
of the hair, where it {s apt to cake and 
remain in that unpleasant condition. 
In the massage treatment the oatmeg! 
course comes after that of massage 
with cold cream and before the final 
course, consisting of a spray with a 
good astringent lotion, which should 
be allowed to dry into the skin. The 
lotion tones up the cuticle after the 
steaming and massage process. Toilet 
vinegar is an excellent astringent, and 
another is composed of one pint of 
elder flower water, half an ounce of 
simple tincture of benzoin and ten 
drops of tincture of myrrh. 


Stale Bread. 

If properly treated stale bread may 
be kept for years, always ready for in- 
stant use, says a writer in What to 
Eat. As the scraps of bread, biscuit, 
cake and crackers accumulate save 
them in a dust proof bag or any other 
receptacle that will keep them without 
attracting mold. When enough fs col- 
lected to fill a baking pan of large size 
put them !n it, set in the oven and al- 
low them to stay there till toasted 
erisp. While yet warm put them in a 
eloth bag or on the molding board and 
beat ‘or roll until reduced to wheat 
grain size. Put through the flour sleve 
and keep the meal in a tin box or in 
whatever one uses for holding bread 
timbers and the grains in another. The 
success of the process depends upon 
| toasting the scraps sufficiently without 
burning.

A good salad accompaniment to a 
heavy dinner is one made of dates and 
oranges served on lettuce leaves. The 
dates should be stoned and sprinkled 
lightly with sugar and the oranges cut 
into small pieces.

BY ARBITRATION 


Early Settlement of Packing 
House Strike Seems Likely 


TEAMSTERS LEAVE WORK 


Would Not 
Touched by Non-Union Men-- 
Labor Leader Says Strike Is 


Not For Increased Wages 


Handle Product 


Chicago, July 14.—Arbitration of the 


étievances which precipitated “the 
general strike in the meat packing 


houses in various parts of the country 
appears to be in sight, and a conference 
between employers and strikers will be 
held today. The initial step toward a 
settlement of the controversy by media- 
tion was taken up late last evening by 
the state board of arbitration. When 
the members of the board reached Chi- 
cago they at once went into conference 
with Michael J. Donnelly and then 
talked with the representatives of the 
packers. As a result of these confer- 
ences Donnelly sent a communication 
to the packers in which it was stated 
that the unions were willing to accept 
a settlement through a board of arbi- 
tration. After much telephoning with 
both parties a meeting was arranged 
and agreed to for today. 

Donnelly declares that the offer of 
arbitration from the packers had not 


reached him before the strike was 
called. Both sides seem to be con- 
cilatory and an early settlement 


seems likely. 

All the packing houses report that 
they are slaughtering a little. Every 
department is said to be doing some 
work and is expected to increase the 
activity. Loading and shipping is in 
progress, though heavily curtailed, as 
is the buying of cattle. Some hun- 
dreds of new workmen were hired and 
put to work in tee places which had 
been vacated in tuousands. 

On the other hand, the strike spread 
somewhat by the action of teamsters 
in considerable numbers, but ostensibly 
acting as individuals, refusing to 
handle product touched by newly hired 
non-union workmen. This refusal was 
usually based on the plea that a dif- 
ferent course, contracts notwithstand- 
ing, would put the teamster in peril 


of his life. Extensive installing of 
sleeping cots aud cooking apparatus 


for strike-breakers at the various pack- 
ing houses was apparently the main Ir- 
ritant cause for action by the team- 
sters, although there were a number of 
sporadic mob outbreaks on a small 
scale. 

The packing house proprietors did not 
appear to share the alleged fear of 
mobs. J. O. Armour, alone in a run- 
about, made a tour of the stockyards 
and of the streets adjacent. He was 
recognized all along the way by strik- 
ers, but met with no demonstration. 

Attacking afresh the allegations that 
the strike is for increased wages, Presl- 
dent Donnelly, the strike leader, gave 
out the following statement: 

“Our organization is taking a stand 
against a reduction in wages for labor 
in the plants owned and controlled by 
the following companies, which are 
those affected: Armour & Co., Swift & 
Co., Nelson Morris company, National 
Packing company, Schwarzschilds & 
Sulzberger and Cudahy. All our or- 
ganization asks is that 18% cents an 
hour be the minimum. In view of the 
fact that in nearly all of the depart- 
ments the average working time is 40 
hours a week, it can be readily seen 
that our demands are not unreasonable. 
All of the independent companies are 
paying a much higher rate than we are 
asking the trust companies to pay. Our 
organization has never interfered with 
a reduction of working forces, except 
where our members were discriminated 
against.” 


Important Labor Decision 

Milwaukee, July 14.—Contracts made 
by incorporated labor unions witb 
manufacturers, prohibiting the employ- 
ment of non-union working men, are 
void, according to a decision announced 
by Judge Ludwig in the circuit court. 
It is the first ruling had upon the ques- 
tion in Wisconsin and if sustained by 
the supreme court will be of far-reach- 
ing importance. The decision goes fur- 
ther than the contract between the 
unions and the manufacturers, holding 
also that contracts requiring the em- 
ployment of none but union labor are 
void. The court says itis clasa dis- 
crimination. 


Gompers Against Injunctions 

Milwaukee, July 14—Samuel Gomr- 
pers, addressing the delegates to the 
International Longshoremen and Ma- 
rine Transport Workers’ association 
convention, denounced Governor Fea- 
body of Colorado for his course tn the 
mining troubles and said that the sys- 
tem of injunctions was wrong. Healso 
said the Americgn capitalists were 
*“Chineseing American labor.”

cisco, Cal, to Eastport, Me., and from 
thence around the habitable globe. 

No. 82 Hillside avenue, Orange, 
N. J., where the Rev. Mr. Hunt resides, 
is the center from which the details of 
the idea will be diffused. It is a 
little home, set upon the 
summit of a characteristic and most 
American suburb. Golng 
| up the neatly paved entrance way, 
is closed in on both sides by carefully 
trimmed lawns, with here and there a 
bush of wild flowers sheltered beneath 
the broad leaves of a wajestic tree. 
Through the overhanging branches one 
gets a glimpse of patches of blue sky, 
and the air is filled with the fragrance 
of the new grass and the flowers. 

The impression is one of complete 
restfulness, and that thought is height- 
ened when the visitor is ushered into 
the living room, which breathes refine- 
ment from books, pictures and every 
detail of furnishings. The surround- 
ings form a fitting framework for the 
alert, clean cut countenance and the 
compact figure of the Rev. Mr. Hunt. 
His high forehead, large nose, aggres- 
sive eyes and well formed chin prepare 
one for the crisp, quickly spoken sen- 
tences which drop from his Ips. 

“The idea,” he said smilingly, “is still 
in the formative period, although the 
actual work has already begun. The 
thought was conceived through a 
friend in Massachusetts and first found 
expression in a vague sort of way at 
one of the meetings In our church in

work the writing of letters and send- 
ing of literature to the ‘shut ins’ in all 
parts of the country. It was felt that 
the good that was being done in this 
limited way could be broadened If it 
was systematized and organized on 
practical lines. The chief idea is to 
reach those who live in the remote and 
sparsely settled country districts and 
who could not, even if they desired, at- 
tend regular places of worship. The 
plan inyolves the sending out of a 
great deal of literature of a cheerful 
and uplifting nature. The sermons and 
the pastorals come first, and after that 
we hope to compile a regular mode of 
worship by which our members in 
their own homes can attend religious 
‘services with the same system that 
would be followed in a church. Our 
contemplated printed programme of

THE AFTERNOON NAP. 


Modern Conditions Killing the Sies- 
ta Habit In Mexico. 

There are people in Mexico City who 
take their afternoon nap every oy 
and ere greatly benefited thereby, but ! 
their number appears to be growing 
less year by year. Whether the siesta 
is beneficial or not, or whether in this 
high altitude it is a necessity for many 
persons, as is. claimed by some, its 
death knell as a general custom seems 
to have been sounded since the city 
adopted its modern enterprise and 
push. Many old residents will tell you 
of the time when a person in the city 
of Mexico would have been considered 
almost crazy if he neglected his after- 
noon rest, but gradually, with the ad- 


' vent of the railways, the street cars 


and the electric lights, came the in- 
evitable sleeplessness which is one of 
the most noticeable characteristics of 
modern civilization. 

There are several supporters of the 
siesta idea in this city who express re- 
gret that the custom appears to be 
passing away. These persons, who are 
themselves devotees of the practice, 
claim that it is a healthful and nerve 
restoring habit and that if it were in- 
dulged in systematically by the people 
of the United States and other pro- 
gressive countries there would be few- 
er cases of neryous wrecks for the 
newspapers to report. “Early rising 
and a short nap after dinner” is what 
these people advocate, claiming that 
the best work of most persons is per- 
formed in the morning.—Mexican Her- 
ald. 


FIRST USE OF TEA. 


An Ancient Legend Ascribes It to a 
King of China. 

By whom or when the use of tea for 
drinking purposes was first discovered 
is lost in antiquitr. It is spoken of as 
a famous herb In Chinese literature as 
far back as 2,000 years B. C., at which 
time its cultivation and classification 
were almost as thorough and complete 
as they are today. One of the ancient 
legends says that its virtues were ac- 
eidentally learned by King Shen Nung 
She, the Chinese monarch who is also 
known as “the divine husbandman,” 
who, the record says, flourished forty 
centuries ago. He was engaged in boil- 
ing water over a fire made of the 
branches of the tea plant and careless- 
ly allowed some of the leaves to fall 
into the pot. 

The liquid which he expected to come 
from the vessel simply as sterilized 
water was wiraculously converted into 
an elixir of life by the accidental ad- 
dition of the tea leaves. Soon after it 
became highly esteemed in all the ori- 
ental cities and was used as a royal 
gift from the Chinese monarchs to the 
potentates of southern and western 
Asia. 

This same King Shen Nung She not 
only earned the title of respect by 
which he was known through the dis- 
covery of the virtues of tea, but be- 
cause of being the first to teach his 
people how to make and use plows and 
many other implements of husbandry.

Emerson, I once heard you say in a 
lecture that a Kentuckian seems to 
say by his air and manners, ‘Here am 
I; if you don’t like me, the worse for 
you.’”’—Diary of R. W. Emerson in 
Atlantic. 


In Old Stagecoach Days.

At 
one time, early last century, one stage- 
coach company not only cut the price 
from Lewes to London to a very low 
rate, but gave also other inducements. 
As the coach started from Lewes at

SHEEP IN INDIA. 


They Are the Favorite Beasts of Bur- 
den In Mountainous Regions. 

In Tibet and among the mountainous 
part of India sheep are employed as 
carriers, The mountain sheep of these 
districts, true to its nature, 1s remark- 
ably sure footed and can carry loads of 
twenty-five pounds, or even more, over 
steep crags and precipitous paths 
where hardly any other animal could 
find a footing. ; 

In the inner ranges of the Himalayas 
the yak cow and the hardy mountain 
sheep are the favorite beasts of bur- 
den. Sheep withstand the intense cold 
of the higher parts of Tibet much more 
easily than the yak and can better face | 
the stony roads. | 

Sheep carrying from seventeen to} 
twenty-five pounds of baggage and liv- 
ing entirely on the scanty grass found 
growing by the way accompanied Nain 
Sulgh, the famous Indian explorer, on!

Shugrae Is Fined $25 for 
Assault. 


On the Night Before 
the Fourth. 


Other Defendants to Have Hearing 
Next Thursday. 


Guilty on both complaints was the 
finding of Judge Pratt in the Daniel 
Shugrue case Thursday afternoon in the 
district court after the arguments had 
been made. It was the final chapter 
which consumed two whole days in 
hearing tbe evidence. The two com- 
plaints against Shugrue were disturb- 
ing the peace and assault on an officer 
the night before the Fourth of July at 
South Quincy. 

Judge Henry S. Dewey of Boston de- 
fended Shogrue and John W. 
McAnarney, Esq., conducted the case 
for the government. A _ special session 
of the court was held at 3 o'clock 
‘Thursday to hear the arguments. 

Judge Dewey in his argument said in 
part. Cases are large or smallaccording 
to the point of view. The defendant is 
charged with two complaints. The de- 
fendant’s reputation is a thing of con- 
siderable importance to him. It makes 
a big difference to him whether he goes 
from this court found not guilty or 
that he is guilty. Tuo the government 
it is a sinall case. If on the evidence, 
your honor can find beyond all reasona- 
ble doubt, that he is guilty the court 
may so find. If there is a reasonable 
doubt the defendant is entitled to be 
discharged. That is the one point to 
determine. My duty asan officer of 
this court is to see that he may have all 
his rights protected and your honor is 
here to see that there is no miscarriage 
of jastice, 

Seventeen witnesses have been heard 
on each side. O€ the seventeen for the 
government, there were only two who 
testified according to their recollection 
that Daniel Shugrue was the man who 
threw the barrel and madea disturb- 
ance. These were Officers Goodhue and 
Donovan. The other witnesses testified 
to other things.

The critical point to be decided is the 
identity as far as the defendant is 
cerned as the man who threw the barrel. 

If Shugrue is not found beyond all 
reasonable doubt to be the one who 
threw the barrel he is entitled to be 
discharged. On the part of the govern- 
ment there is the evidence of these two 
officers, but let me call attention to the 
evidence from the other side. 

He then read from the evidence of 
seven of the defendant's witnesses, and 
continuing said, all of these were nearer 
to him than the officers. All are 
reputable citizens, and all say that 
Daniel Shugrue did not throw the 
barrel. 

He could not have thrown the barrel 
without their seeing him. My duty to 
my client and to the court is to close 
my argument and confine it to these 
two points which seem vital. I ask 
your honor to send him hence from 
this court discharged on the evidence of 
these officers. 

Lawyer McAnarney, in his argument 
for the government said in part: Your 
honor must realize tbat for usin Quincy, 
as far as maintaining law and order is 
concerned, we have arrived at a parting 
of the ways. Itis to determine whether 
law is to be maintained, or that violence 
is to trample underfoot law and order. 
It was a strange scene that took place 
in Liberty place, not the place 
bour for such scenes. This conse- 
crated ground should never have been 
desecrated by the mob rule to which it 
was. 

Lsetween witnesses and witnesses 
there is a difference. Some have a 
duty to perform with no profit or fear 
of results, Others who have an in- 
terest have every motive to influence. 
They are his friends and companions, 
Men who have pledged themselves to 
maintain his campaign fund. Officer 
Goodhue was selected on account 
his worth to go into this district, where

box. 

Was there a man, woman or child in 
that surging crowd who could not be 
upholding laws or violence? Uphold- 
ing the law, if assisting the officer; 
upholding violence, if they upheld the 
mob. Two prompted by citizenship 
devolving upon them, pleaded with the 
crowd. 

I want vo higher testimonial of these 
officers than that the condition of 
affairs continued for fifteen or eighteen 
minutes and not a blow was struck 
until the closing. Does it not speak 
well for the officers who did not draw 
their clubs? Would they not have 
been upheld by the law if they had 
hewn a path with their clubs or used 
their revolvers? Was there a man in 
that crowd who did not assist the offi- 
cers who was not upholding the mob? 
Good God, was not Donovan warranted 
in striking! Would not the law have 


protected him if he had killed the 
man? Why was the crowd surging 


around Donovan? He had no one under 
arrest. Was there a prearranged plan, 
and is that not explained by the signal 
‘‘Now go for the officer!’’: ‘‘Now 
soak him!’ 

Mr. McAnarney then reviewed the 
evidence from the government, and 
continuing said, I waited in vain fora 
defence, but there was no defence at all. 
It isa wonder that Shugrue did not 
rise up and say, ‘‘Oh! Lord from my 
friends save me,’’ for no man was 
more damned than was he by his wit- 
nesses. 

He then reviewed the evidence of the 
defence, and closed his argument by 
saying, ‘‘I say the evidence shows be- 
yond all reasonable, beyond all moral 
doubt the defendant is guilty.’’ 

Judge Pratt in making his finding, 
thanked the counsel for the fairness 
and good feeling that had prevailed 
during the trial and said, ‘‘I find the 
government case sustained and find the 
defendant guilty.’’ 

Mr. McAnarney then said—In view of 
the defendant having had his head 
broken I ask the court for a fine and not 
imprisonment. After a conference be- 
tween the court, Chief Hayden and the 
counsel, the court placed the complaint 
for disturbing the peace on file and 
imposed a fine of $25 for assault on the 
officer. 

The defendant was given until August 
15 to pay his fine. 

The cases of the other defendants 
were continued until next Thursday for 
hearing. After adjournment, Judge 
Dewey withdrew his appearance for the 
defendants.

London, July 15.—The announce- 


ment of Paul Kruger’s death {s the main 


feature of all the papers here. It is 
accompanied by lengthy sketches of his 
career All the papers devote edi- 


torials to the former president's demise, 
refraining from anything denunciatory

able characterictics. 


‘The postmortem examination of the 
body of Mr. Kruger, who died yester- 
day at Clarens, Switzerland, showed 
that he died of senile pneumonia, 
caused by sclerosis of the arteries, 
Which made rapid progress during the 
last few weeks. 


Paul IXruger was born in 1825, in 
Colesberg, Cape Colony, and was 
christened, according to the Boer 


fashion, after names found in the Bible, 
Stephanus Johannes Paulus’ Kruger.

There was no 
resistance or aftempt at resistance. 
Kruger and his party, which really 
represented the Boer nation, hated the 
very thought of annexation. The goy- 
ernment of Gladstone, though strongly 
sensible of the injustice of the annexa- 
tion, were not disposed to undo it, ow- 
ing to their fear of beginning a war of 
saces between the Dutch and British. 
Lord Wolseley, who was then in South 


Africa, said that the Transvaal never 
would be given back so long as the sun 
and moon endured. There was, how- 
ever, but a small British garrison in 


the colony, and the Boers finally felt 
strong enough to begin their war of in- 
dependence. Kruger, General Joubert 
and General Smit were the triumvirate 
who directed the movement. ‘Majuba 
Hill followed. After that disaster Lord

IN IMMINENT PERIL 


New Chwang Expected to Soon 
Fall Into Hands of Japs 
London, July 15.—The Daily Chron- 
icle’s Tokio correspondent says that on 
July 14 the Japanese occupied Yin Kow 
and that the 300 Russians who were ia 

the town escaped with difficulty. 

Lloyd’s agent at New Chwang says 
Japanese scouts are within six miles 
of that place, while General Oku with 
50,000 men is approaching Tashichiao. 
With Oku and the Taku Shan armies 
converging on Hai Cheng to the north 
of Tashbichiao, the strength of the Rus- 
sian defense of the latter place is 
likely to be slight, unless they have a 
much larger force than it has been pos- 
sible to credit them with. 

With the Japanese in Tashichiao and 
Yin Kow, New Chwang is in imminent 
peril, and if the apparent plan of the 
Russians to permit the Japanese to roll 
up their right flank till such times as 
Kuropatkin is ready to strike is car- 
ried out, the early full of this place may 
be expected. 

St. Petersburg still is trying to per- 
suade herself that the unconfirmed ru- 
mor of the loss of 30,000 Japanese be- 
fore Port Arthur is true. Before Port 
Arthur's fall 30,000 troops may Bite the 
dust, but that number was not blown 
up by mines, nor was that the casualty 
figure of any single assault on the outer 
works of the fortress. 


Casualty Figures Cut Down 

St. Petersburg, July 15.—The absence 
of a dispatch from General Stoessel, 
commander of the military forces at 
Port Arthur, regarding the reported 
disaster to the Japanese last Sunday 
night, is generally attributed to the de- 
lay in communicating official news, ow- 
ing to the absence of the czar. 

Private dispatches from Russian 
sources in the far east confirm the re- 
ports from Mukden and Chefoo. <Ac- 
cording to a usually reliable source, 
the Japanese losses were 2800 and the 
Russian losses 1800. 


Crowd Sought Vengeance 

Lancaster, Pa., July 15.—John 
O'Brien and Joseph Furman, who, it is 
alleged, murdered Tollgate Keeper Res- 
sler near Leaman place, after a sensa- 
tional raid upon the village of Gordon- 
Ville, arrived here last night in the 
custody of officers. A large crowd at 
the depot made a ipish for the murder- 
ers. A squad of policemen with drawn 
revolvers formed about them and 
clubbed their way to a waiting trolley 
car. The crowd attacked the car, a 
half dozen shots being fired ut it. At 
the jail there was another crowd in 
waiting and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that the prisoners were 
finally landed behind the bars. 


Mysterious Tragedy In a a Cab 

New York, July 15.—Charles W. H. 
Carter, a wealthy manufacturer of 
photographers’ varnish and oils, was 
riding in a cab with an unknown woman 
in Brooklyn last night when the woman 
called for belp, and shortly afterward 
disappeared. Investigation showed 
that Carter had been dead for 
time. The woman insisted on getting 
out of the cab, against the cabman’s 
protest. She walked some distance be- 
side the cab and at a dark corner sud- 
denly vanished. Carter’s wife and 
daughter had left only Wednesday for 
their summer home on Shelter island.

New York, July 15.—With her decks 
and cabins crowded with passengers, 
the ferryboat Bound Brook was in col- 
lision last night with the steamboat 
Cetus near the Liberty street slip. No- 
body was injured. <A: hole 20 feet long 
was made in the side of the women’s 
cabin of the Bound Brook and her deck- 
house was badly wrenched. The Cetus 
Was not damaged. 


Growth of Fruit Exports 
Washington, July 15.—Exports of 
fruit from the United States in the 
fiscal year 1904 will exceed $20,000,000, 
against less than $3,000,000 in 1894 and 
less than $2,000,000 in 1SS4. The 
growth in the exportation of fruits 
from the United States has been yery 

rapid during the last few years.

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BLOTTING PAPER. 


It Was Known and Used as Far Back 
as the Year 1675. 

There is a pretty prevalent belief that 
blotting paper is a modern invention; 
that a hundred years ago it was un- 
known, white sand being used in its 
etead. 

Blotting paper, as a matter of fact, 
was a recognized convenience of the 
writing desk as far back as 1675. In 
that year there jvas issued a book called 
“Townsend's Preparative to Pleading,” 
a copy of which is in the possession of 
a Chicago antiquary, and this volume 
contains on page 8 the following para- 

yh: 
wet the dusting or sanding in books 


be avoided, rather using fine brown pa- 
per to prevent blotting if time of the 
ink’s drying cannot be allowed, for 
sand takes away the good color of the 
ink. and, getting into the backs of 
books, makes them break their bind- 
ing.” 

The sand that was used for blotting 
in the past was, the Chicago antiquary 
says, very clean and white and fine, 
and it was called silver sand. It was 
kept in a cruet with a perforated lid, 
like a salt cruet, and thence it was 
sifted over the wet writing. An odd 
thing about it was that the ink never 
seemed to stain it. It could be ysed 
over and over and it remained to the 
end as white as snow. 


BATTLE STANDARDS. 


So Ancient That Their Use Is Men- 
tioned In the Bible, 

The custom of carrying flags or stand- 
ards in battle dates back at least to 
1490 B. C. We find in Numbers ii, 2, 
that “every man of the children of 
Israel shall pitch by his own standard 
with the ensign of his father’s house.” 
Each standard of the twelve tribes thus 
distinguished was supposed to have 
been of a color to correspond with the 
stone in Aaron’s breastplate which 
bore the name of that tribe. Under the 
generic name banner are included many 
species, such as standard, ensign, pen- 
non, flag, ete. These have been used 
from earliest times and in all countries 
to direct movements of troops. 

The earliest Roman standard was 
a bundle of straw fixed to the top of 
a spear. This was succeeded by fig- 
ures of animals, such as the borse and 
the boar, which soon gave place to the 
eagle, the chief Roman ensign, after- 
ward assumed by the German and 
French emperors. By every warlike 
people the banner has been regarded 
as an emblem of national honor, in de- 
fense of which each soldier was at all 
times ready to die, while banners and 
flags taken from the enemy have al- 
Ways been special trophies of victory 
to which places of honor in public 
buildings have been assigned. 


BOOTS AND SPURS. 


Quaint Account of Hungarian Cav- 
alry In Olden Days. 

A contemporary manuscript account 
of the diet of Ratisbon, held in 1630 by 
the Emperor Ferdinand If. on the oc- 
easion of the landing of Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden in Germany, men- 
tions as a remarkable fact that the 
Hungarihn cavalry who rode through 
the streets to the ceremonial wore their 
spurs on their boot soles. 

It is difficult to credit that these 
spurs were fixed on the flat of the boot, 
for thus shod the horsemen could nel- 
ther walk nor stand, especially when 
the large size of the spurs worn at the 
period is considered. Probably the 
writer intended to indicate that in- 
stead of being fastened to the heel in 
the usual fashion they were made to 
project from the fore part of the mill- 
tary boot, which is a portion of the 
sole. 

Frederick yon Raumer, who quotes 
this in his “History of the Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth Centuries, Illustrated 
by Original Documents,” passes the 
matter over without comment. The 
same manuscript adds that the Hunga- 
rian horses had their manes, tails and 
feet painted red. 


Ancient Drinking Gullds. 

It is gravely said by an authority 
that the Dutch guilds, the most ancient 
of workingmen’s organizations, had 
their origin in the drinking guilds, 
which, although they did not, as in the 
case of the Greeks and Romans, exalt 
drink to the rank of a deity, made it a 
kind of civic dignitary. These drink 
guilds and drink brethren existed from 
the earliest times until the latter part 
of the sixteenth century, when their 
excesses led to their suppression. It is 
held that men who worked together 
drank together and thus formed the 
primitive club which developed into the 
guild.—Notes and Querles. 


Hose of Olden Time, 

In the very long ago hose were not 
stockings as now worn, but made long 
and were often drawn up even to the 
waist, and, oddly enough, had pockets 
in their sides. We read, moreover, that 
in the time of the Tudors and Stuarts 
they were of great variety, both of 
material and color, and for such as 
could command the luxury were rich- 
ly trimmed and costly; they were often 
called “nether stocks.”

The Superiatendent of the Florence 
Crittenden Missions. 


Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett of Wash- 
ington, vice president of the Wo- 
men’s National Council of the Fnited 
States, is known two continents 
through her labors as general superin- 
tendent of the Florence Crittenden 
missions, established nearly twenty 
years ago by a wealthy citizen of New 
York in memory of a daughter. As the 
wife of the dean of St. Luke's cathedral 
in Atlanta, Ga., Mrs. Barrett was re- 
vered and toved for her philanthropic 
work and in order better to minister to

course and degree in medicine. She is 
a woman of fine intellect and remark- 
able executive ability, and after her 
husband’s death, a number of years 
ago, the founder felt that in her he had 
found the one woman of all the world 
fitted in every respect to assume charge 
af the Crittenden missions for unfortu- 
Rate women. These now number sixty- 
six in this and other countries and 
care annually for about 4,000 girls, find- 
ing permanent homes for them and ex- 
tending continued protection. The na- 
tional headquarters and training school 
for those who are placed in charge of 
these missions are in Washington, un- 
der Mrs. Barrett's direct supervision. 
She has studied methods of rescue 
work in most of the European capitals 
and in Japan, China and Mexico, and 
she frequently visits the missions 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada, making personal inspection of 
their work. Mrs. Barrett was a dele- 
gate at large and secretary of the wo- 
man’s board of the Atlanta @xposition 
in 1895, was sent abroad to represent 
{ts interests and was also a representa- 
tive of philanthropic work at the Paris 
exposition in 1900. She founded a 
medienl eallera and +--u8 school for 
nurses in the south and inaugurated 
and built a home for women, where an 
average of fifty women and children 
are constantly cared for. She is a 
strong writer and eloquent speaker.— 
Independent.

are also six watertight bulkheads ex- 
tending athwartship up to the main 
deck. 

The main engines are of the double 
inclined compound type, having two 
high pressure cylinders 44 inches in 
diameter, and two low pressure cylinders 
83 inches in diameter, with a stroke of 
108 inches. With a steam pressure of 
150 lbs. per sq. in, and the engines 
making 26 revolutions per minute, 
there will be developed approximately 
5500 horse-power, which will drive the 
vessel at a speed of 19 miles per hour. 

Steam is generated in six cylindrical, 
single-ended boilers, 14 feet 9 inches in 
diameter and 12 feet 2 1-2 inches long. 
A donkey boiler is also fitted. The 
boilers are fitted for forced draft. 

The vessel is lighted throughout by 
electricity. The vessel is ventilated 
throughout on the plenum system on 
the latest approved methods. The 
decorations of the saloons, etc., will be 
ip ivory and gold. 

The interior will be the most elaborate 
ever put into a steamer of this type, 
the finish being of pine, carved, fres- 
coed and gilded. 

A pressure water system, supplied by 
a special pump, will be connected with 
all the plumbing.

There are, all teld, 404 staterooms, 
10 bridal chambers and 1202 berths, 
accommodating about 2500 passengers.

Flower Mission. 


The Flower Mission Department of 
the Boys’ Institue of Industry at 1158 
Tremont street, Roxbury, brings many 
a smile and cheer to the sick and shut- 
in people in the neighborhood. 

This department is one of the recent 
additions to the institute and its object 
is highly commendable. It embraces 
what is called a mutual helpers’ flower 
work and sees that the sick and poor 
receive at least twice a week during 
the summer, fresh-blown flowers and 
sweet scented bouquets free of charge. 

The work is based on a volunteer 
principle. The flowers are gathered by 
the good will of the people of neighbor- 
ing towns and sent free of charge to 
Boston. At the North and South sta- 
tions little girls receive them every 
Tuesday and Friday morning and carry 
them in baskets to the institute. There 
the flowers are put in bouquets and 
distributed to about 300 girls who bring 
them to the sick and shut-in people.

Industrial Chronology 
Issued by the State. 


—_——— 


Changes in Wages and 
Hours. 


Each City and Town Treated 
Under Six Heads. 


The Massachusetts bureau of Statis- 
tics of Labor has just issued a ‘* Labor 
and Industrial Chronology’’ for the 
year ending Sept. 30 last. Each city 
and town is taken up separately and 
considered under six heads, viz: 
Strikes and lockouts, Wage and hours 
of labor, Trades unions, Industrial 
changes, Workingmen’s benefits, Labor 
legislation. 

Some idea of the scope may be had 
from the statistics relative to Quincy, 
which are given as follows: 


STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 


In March, 1903, the Fore River Ship 
and Engine Company was involved in 
labor dispute, 10 men in the pipe fitting 
department going.out because they were 
obliged to purchase certain tools which 
had formerly been supplied by the com- 
pany; within a week, four of the strik- 
ers returned and the places of the others 
were filled; Steam Fitters Union No. 
22 of Boston involved. 

In April, 1903, 40 boys, rivet heaters, 
employed by this company demanded 
soft coal for their furnaces and change 
in working day; the following day re- 
turned to work under compromise. 


WAGES AND HOURS LABOR. 


In January, 1903, Granite Manufac- 
turers Association signed new schedule 
submitted Granite Cutters Union 
providing 10 percent increase in wages, 
from $2.64 to $2.90 a day, misimum, 
and from 2.80 to 3.08 average wages; 
also an increase on piece work; request 
of employers that an employe who 
spoils a stone shall be entitled to pay 
work done on the stone was referred to 
arbitration committee. 

Blacksmiths Union renewed existing 


agreement with Granite Manufacturers 
Association with an additional clause 


providing that surface cutting machines 
be classed as five men; this clause was 
referred to an arbitration committee. 

March, 1603, Schedule of Steam 
Engineers’ Union No. 79 was signed by 
gravite manufacturers, granting $15 a 
week of 48 hours for engineers having 
charge of stationary and hoisting or 
portable plants; 25 cents an hour, 
minimum, on skeleton engines with an 
increase of five per cent. for those 
already receiving cents; time and 
one-half for overtime; the agreement to 
be in force for two years from April 1, 
1903 ; all misunderstandings to be sub- 
mitted to an arbitration committee. 

May, 1903, Demand of Charpenters’ 
Union No. 762 for eight-hour day at 35 
cents an hour was granted by 29 master 
builders.

In March 1903, Coal Team Drivers 
Union took action for recognition of 
union. 

April. Effort made to organize union 
of machinists. 

August. In the case of the Secretary 
of Carpenters’ Union who was held on 
charge of intimidating employes of 
local contractor, Judge Avery said the 
fact that the employe himself ‘‘was a 
member of the union which directed 
the letter to be written; that the letter 
was a private communication from one 
member of a voluntary association to 
another, and, therefore, especially priv- 
ileged ; the absence of any language in 
the letter itself importing an unlawful 
threat which amounts to intimidation 
in a legal sense as defined by the decis- 
ions of our supreme judicial courts, 
necessarily leads to the conclusion that 
no offence bas been committed under 
this statute.’’

RUSSIA’S BEAUTY COLONY. 


Building “an Earthly Olympus Peo- 
pled With Apollos and Hebes.” 

At the time of the Russo-Turkish 
war M. Reshetnikoff, struck with the 
{nferior, ill nourished physique of many 
recruits, set aside annually out of his 
large fortune the sum of 10,000 rubles 
for the purpose of eliminating the unfit 
by encouraging marriage only between 
young people of exceptional beauty, 
health and intelligence, says the Lon 
don Chronicle. 

To attain this end he employed as 
workers on his estate only the hand- 
somest and healthiest villagers. These 
| he encouraged to enter upon matri- 
mony by free grants of land, payment 
of all marriage fees and an annuity 
of fifty rubles a year for every child 
born. 

He succeeded in removing from his 
estate by rather harsh means all de- 
ormed and sickly persons and attract- 
ea handsome giants from all parts of 
the province by granting them valuable 
privileges. Those who refused to mar- 
ry the partners he selected were un- 
ceremoniously deported. 

Since the institution of this human 
beauty farm forty model marriages 
have taken place and over 100 children 
have been born, nearly all of them be- 
ing immensely superior to the average 
Russian peasant children in strength 
and beauty. The girls in particular 
are remarkable for their graceful car- 
riage and lithe, active forms. 

A marriage has recently been cele- 
brated there with exceptional display 
owing to the fact that the bridegroom 
and his bride are the first couple both 
of whom sprang from unions arranged 
by M. Reshetnikoff. 

The bridegroom, a handsome peasant 
named Vasilieff, of splendid physique, 


| and the bride, a lovely girl of eighteen, 


were driven to church in M. Reshet- 
nikoff’s carrlage and given as a dowry 
a large wooden cottage and a plot of 
Hundreds of persons witnessed 
the ceremony, and at the wedding 
breakfast M. Reshetnikoff delivered an 
eloquent speech in which he w elcomed 
“the second generation of his nurslings 
who are to make of holy Russia an

FUTURE SUPPI.Y OF MEN. 


The Leaders, as In the Past, Are 
Rising From the Hanks. 
The superintendent of the Chicago 
movement, which is doing | 
good work among the submerged, said 
in an address before the women of | 
Chicago, says the Toledo Times, that 
the larger per cent of the men who are 
to control the destinies of the country 
in the coming years are to be found in 
the ranks of the newsboys rather than 
among those who dwell on the boule- 
vards. Those who have had much to 
do with newsboys know that this is 
likely to be the fact. 

The boys who are learning to hustle 
for themselves are immeasurably su- 
porior to those who are pampered and 
humored and carefully guarded and fa- 
vyored in the struggle for existence. 
The son of rich parents is heavily han- 
dicapped if he is made to feel that his 
folks have money and that he has ex- 
pectations. There isn’t the same pres- 
sure to do his best holding over such 
a lad that there is over the son of poor- 
er parents. He does not feel that he 
has to apply himself in school. He 
does not have to scheme, plan and con- 
trive and deny himself to get anything 
that he wants. 

Any object of pleasure that may 
strike his fancy he can usually buy for 
himself or wheedle from his indulgent 
parents. He has an easy time and is 
flabby in roental and moral makeup in 
consequence. Fiber, character and en- 
durance that grow out of effort and 
self denial cannot be bought. There is 
no easy way to get them. It is as 
easy to have some one hired to eat and 
digest one's food as it is to haye one’s 
trials and temptations and labor done 
by others. Most of our captains of in- 
dustry have risen from the ranks. 
They learned well to serve and to stand 
waiting before they were invited to be 
seated and to help themselves. 


How the Czar Treats His Soldiers. 
How tbe Russian government treats 
its soldiers is interestingly told in an 
article by Isador Ladoff in Harper's 
Weekly. The author served with the 
ezar’s troops for some time, and his 
knowledge of the methods and prac- 
tices of which he writes is the result of 
personal experience. The injustice and 
cruelty with which the Russian sol- 
diers are treated is almost incredible. 
Their pay is only 22 cents every two 
months; the noncommissioned officers 
get 33 cents, and out of this the men 
are required to pay for keeping their 
uniforms, boots, etc., in repair. Their 
food consists of sour cabbage soup, 
black gruel, suet, meat and rye bread, 
which is prepared in an uncleanly way 
and repulsively served. Besides this 
the soldiers have to endure the most 
excessive oppression, bullying, cruelty 
and injustice from their superiors. Al- 
together, says Mr. Ladoff in conclusion, 
the army is nothing less than “a school 
of demoralization.” 


Oklahoma's Marksmen Best. 

Three of the best marksmen in the 
United States navy, curiously enough, 
hail from far inland Oklahoma, says 
the Boston Transcript. One is C. W. 
Johnson, who made the world’s record 
with the huge sixteen inch gun recently 
installed at Fort Wright, on Fisher's 
fsland, New York harbor. J. W. Creltz, 
of the new battleship Maine, made 
eight shots in a minute with a six inch 
gun and hit the target eight times at 
1,600 yards, the ship meantime going 
twelve knots an hour. Bart Barnes, a 
son of ex-Goyernor Barnes of Okla- 
homa, is now a first lieutenant in the 
navy, but previous to his promotion he 
made an excellent record at the target. 
, He is now on duty at Panama.

Seems Inclined to Yield 


BOTH FOR ARBITRATION |

Chicago, July 16.—Negotiations for 
peace in the stockyards strike are 
practically at a standstill and the 


strike will continue until one side or the 
other abates something of the demands 
made up to the present time. 

joth sides are anxious for a peace- 
able settlement, but the 
block to a final adjustment 
neither side is prepared to allow the 
other to dictate the basis of the arbi- 
tration, Yesterday afternoon the pack- 
ers considered Donnelly’s reply to their 
proposition of Thursday, 
unsatisfactory and the union officials 
were notified that it would be impos- 
sible to reach an agreement along the 
lines suggested by Donnelly. 

In their answer to Donnelly the pack- 
ers declared themselves willing to arbi- 
trate, but stipulated that the arbitration

strike and not be subject to the re- 
strictions or limitations of any kind. 

This communication of the packers 
was identical with the one sent yes- 
terday by them to Donnelly and to 
which his counter proposition of yester- 
day wasareply. With the reply of the 
packers was sent a note to Donnelly 
notifying him that they would be ready 
for his answer today and that if he de- 
sired another conference with them 
they would be pleased to meet him in 
another effort to reach a basis of arbi- 
tration. 

No arrangements have as yet been 
made for another conference, but the 
reply of the unions to the last note of 
the packers will be sent today, after 
which Donnelly will leave for St. 
Louis, where he will address a mass 
meeting of strikers on Sunday after- 
noon. 

Mr. Donnelly’s last proposition to the 
packers was as follows: ‘All griey- 
ances to be submitted to arbitration; all 
strikers to be reinstated in a body; 
men employed by the packers since the 
strike may be retained if use can be 
found for them; the temporary wage 
scale to be that in effect previous to 
May 28.” 

This means that unskilled labor is to 
be paid, nending the decision of the 
arbitrators, 18% cents instead of 15 to 
1744 cents, the price paid since May 28. 

Following is the reply of the packers 
to the proposition of Donnelly: “All 
grievances to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion; the strikers to be re-employed as 
rapidly as places can be found for them, 
preference to be given the strikers in 


the order of their applications for work; | 


all men now at work to be retained and 
the temporary wages to be in accord- 
ance with the schedule in effect at the 
time of the strike.” 

The Allied Trades unions at ‘the 
stockyards are becoming restless and 
unless a settlement is reached in the 
near future they may decide to stop 
work in sympathy with the men already 
out. The members of the allied crafts 
in the yards at this city number _ be- 
tween 14,000 and 15,000 and a majority 
of them belong to the union. 
meeting of these men will be held to- 
night, when the question of their quit- 
ting work will be discussed. 


The work in the packing plants in 


much larger scale than at any time 
since the strike has been declared. 
Many new men have been e ‘mployed, 


among whom it is said they are doing 
better than they expected they would 
be able to do at the time the old em- 
ployes quit work. 

With the increase in the 
force, the packing houses are able to 
fill all orders and slaughtering is done 
on a sufficiently heavy seale to warrant 
some buying.

THE FIRST HENCHMEN. 


They Were Young Nobles Who Acted 
as Pages to the King. 

Skeat derives the word henchman 
from hengstman (Anglo-Saxon), horse- 
man, groom. It is probable that hench- 
men were in the first instance young 
nobles who at state ceremonies attend- 
ed on the king as mounted pages. 

History speaks of these henchmen in 
this capacity, for we read that Henry 
VI. had three and Edward IV. six of 
them. We find, too, that they were 
mentioned in the royal ceremonies as 
belonging “to the riding household” 
and took part in tournaments. 

The last time “henchman” is men- 
tioned in connection with the court is 
in the reign of Henry VITI., and grad- 
ually it came to mean an ordinary 
page. The word is used by Ben Jon- 
gon and Shakespeare in this sense. 

In an English journal of April 6, 
1861, a Mr. W. Henchman claims that 
his family teok their name from words 
spoken by Henry VII. to an ancestor 
in the hunting field, who had ridden 
as his page throughout an arduous 
day. “Crossborough,” cried the king, 
“thou art a veritable henchman!”

ENGLAND IS STIRRED UP 


Government Urged to Take Ac- 
tion to Prevent Searching Ships 
of Neutral Nations--Germany 


Shares Feeling of Irritation 
St. Petersburg, July 18.—The news 
that the Russian yolunteer steamship 
Smolensk and St. Petersburg now 
cruising in the Red sea are stopping 
ships of neufral nations and searching 
them for contraband of war is causing 
the lvyeliest interest in all circles. Rus- 
sia bas evidently weighed the ques- 
tion, believes herself to be within her 
rights, and neither fears nor anticl- 
pates international complications. In- 
deed, some of the powers may lbaye 
been sounded by Russia on the sub- 
ject. Nevertheless, foreign opinion is 
awaited eagerly and 
criticism is expected. 

Members of the diplomatic corps are 
keenly anxious to ascertain the views 
their governments will take of the pas- 
sage through the Dardanelles of these 
vessels of the volunteer fleet as mer- 
chantmen and their subsequent con- 
version into ships of war. The general 
view in diplomatic circles is that, while 
the passage of the Dardanelles might 
be considered a piece of sharp practice 
on the part of Russia, it isan accom- 
plished fact, and the powers will not 
bow regard it as a violation of the 
treaty of Paris, but will guard against 
think

its repetition. The diplomats 
that some of the powers might insist 
that henceforth all volunteer yessels 
shall be considered as warships within 
the meaniag of the treaty. 


Opinion as to Russian Ships 
Passage of Dardanelles 


England Urged to Act 

London, July 18.—Almost without ex- 
ception the newspapers this morning 
in editorials or otherwise comment up- 
on the Russian volunteer Heet steamers 
passing the Dardanelles, and the goy- 
ernment is urged to take action, espe- 
clally for the protection of British 
commerce in the Red sea and neighbor- 
ing waters. 

The Daily Telegraph, concluding an 
outspoken protest written with traces 
of government inspiration, says: 
“There is a limit to complaisance when 
neutral commerce under the British 
flag is molested in a way to which we 
have been for a century aod a half un- 
used.” 

Special dispatches from Berlin echo 
the feeling the irritation that exists in 
London. 

London, July 18.—The Standard’s 
Tokio correspondent, cabling under 
date of July 17, says The Jiji Shimpo, 
in an editorial, expresses the hope that 
Great Britain will see that Turkey 
lends Russia no assistance by allowing 
steamers of the volunteer fleet to pass 
the Dardanelles. The Jiji Shimpo de- 
clares that Great Britain is bound un- 
der the terms of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance to prevent such assistance be- 
ing given. 


Steamer Seized and Released 

London, July 18.—A dispatch from 
Aden to The Daily Mail says that the 
captain of the British steamer Wai- 
para reports that the Russian volunteer 
fleet steamer St. Petersburg signalled 
him to stop by firing across the bows 
of his vessel on July 15, while 20 miles 
off Jobel Zugur, in the Red sea. The 
Russians examined the papers of the 
Wailpara and declared that they would 
hold the ship as a prize. 

The captain protested and was taken 
on board the St. Petersburg, where he 
gave the Russian officers a guarantee 
that there were neither arms or am- 
munition on board the Waipara des- 
tined for Japan. The vessel was de- 
tained for four hours and was then al- 
lowed to proceed. 

The captain confirms the report that 
the Peninsula and Oriental company’s 
steamer Malacca was seized in the Red 
sea July 16 by the St. Petersburg on 
the ground that she carried arms and 
munitions of war for the Japanese gov- 


ernment.

Guardship Through Dardanelles 

London, July 18.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of The Standard, in a 
dispatch dated July 17, says: 

“The Russian guardship Chernomo- 
retz passed through the Bosphorus from 
the Black sea this morning.” 

The Chernomoretz {s a gun vessel 
belonging to the Black sea fleet and 
carries two 8-inch guns, one 6-inch gun 
and seven quick-firing and machine 
guns. She is equipped with two tor- 

_ pedo tubes and carries a crew of 160. 


Battie Expected Any Day 

London, July 18.—The morning 
papers have dispatches from  corre- 
spondents and General Kuroki’s head- 
quarters which bring the situation in 
the far east up to July 16. All of the 
writers agree in saying that the situa- 
tion is unchanged, but that the armies 
always are in touch. The Russians are 
being strongly reinforced and a bat- 
jtle may be expected any day. Slight 
skirmishes are reported to have taken 
place on July 15. 


} Cleaned Out Postoffice Safe 

Calhoun, Ga., July 18.—The postoffice 
rafe was blown open by unknéwn per- 
sons and about $800 in money and 
stamps taken. The burglars, who were 
evidently experts, carried off the books, 
so that the exact amount of the loss 
is not known. 


DROWNING ACCIDENTS 


Numerous Fatalities In Differ- 
ent Parts of New England 
Worcester, Mass., July 18.—While at- 
tempting to save each other's life three 
boys were drowned in Green Farm 
pond. They are George and Gerald 
Cowan, twin brothers, 9 years old, and 
‘Timothy J. Sullivan, 9 years old. The 
boys could not swim and George 
Cowan, wading beyond his depth, went 
down in deep water and the other boys 
drowned in the attempt to save him 

nud each other. 

Two bathers were drowned in the 
Merrimac river at Lowell, Mass. John 
Viakhos, 30, was the first victim. 
Within 15 minutes after he disappeared 
lerdinand Bousquet, 15, suddenly sank. 

Ray H. Smith, 19, was drowned while 
swimming in the Androscoggin river at 
Lewiston, Me. 

Arthur O. Hill, 23, was drowned in 
the Nashua river at Nashua, N. H. In 
attempting to recover a canoe which 
drifted away from the shore Hill waded 
beyond his depth. 

While with two companions in a 
boat in Portland, Me., harbor, Martin 
Howard, 35, fell overboard and was 
drowned. 

While in swimming in the Paw- 
tucket river at Pawtucket, R. I., Wil- 
liam McDonald, 28, dived from a wall 
and struck his head against a rock at 
the bottom of the river, drowning be- 
fore help could reach him. 

William Booth, Jr., was drowned in 
the Blackstone river at Valley Falls, 
Rm: 1. 

Schooner Golden Hope, which left 
Gloucester, Mass., on a_ mackerel trip, 
put back to port with her colors at 
half mast for the loss of Charles Bohas, 
a member of the crew, who fell over- 
board and was drowned. 

The body of William Carlett, a fisher- 
man, was found tloating in Gloucester, 
Mass., harbor. It is supposed that he 
fell from a wharf. 


Woman Slain In a Quarrel 

Providence, July 18—Antonio Nar- 
dezzo, aged 19, shot and killed Mrs. 
Filomena C. Pledoladi, 38, at East 
Providence, following a street quarrel 
over $3 which Nardezzo claimed that 
the woman's husband owed him. The 
two men were disputing when the 
woman approached and {t is claimed 
that she seized and held Nardezzo 
while her husband went for his gun, 
with the avowed intention of killing 
the other Italfan. Nardezzo drew a re- 
volver and shot Mrs. Piedoladi twice. 
She took a few steps and dropped dead. 
Nardezzo was arrested. 


Organization of Employers 

Boston, July 18.—An association of 
employers who believe that errors have 
gradually crept into labor unions and 
that the unions are at time unfairly 
aggressive has been formed in this 
city. The general object of the asso- 
ciation is to induce the labor union 
forces to confine their movements to 
good causes only, and to induce em- 
ployes to better appreciate the ad- 
vantages of right principles maintained 
by right methods. So far 636 employ- 
ers have affiliated themselves with the 
association. 


Grief, Insanity and Suicide 

Milford, N. H., July 18.—Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Butterfield’s 16-year-old son, by 
the premature explosion of a cannon 
cracker on the Fourth of July, had a 
portion of his right hand blown off. 
Lockjaw followed and the boy died in 
terrible agony. His sufferings were 
witnessed by his mother, and, it is be- 
lieved, had the effect of driving her in- 
sane and she disappeared last Wednes- 


day. Her body was found floating ina 
pond in the Mt. Vernon woods last 
evening. 


Cavairymen Again In Custody 
Burlington, Vt., July 18.—Four mem- 
bers of the United States cavalry, sta- 
tioned at Fort Ethan Allen, are lodged 
in the guard house awaiting court mar- 
tial, one of them, Lee Brown, a sentry, 
being held on the serious charge of al- 


lowing prisoners to escape from the 
military reservation. ‘rhe four men 
were captured at St. Albans after 


having enjoyed Hberty for nearly 48 
hours, and leading their pursuersa long 
and hard chase. 


New Theory In Burns Case 

Athol, Mass., July 18.—The state po- 
lice, who have been investigating the 
disappearance of Frank J. Burns, are 
now working on the theory that Burns 
was poisoned. Daniel Burke, a bar- 
tender, says that on the night of Dec. 
17, when Burns disappeared, he sold a 
pint of whiskey to Walter E. Smith, 
who is charged with the larceny of 
jewelry, supposed to have been the 
property of Burns. 


Crowd Set Upon Policeman 

Boston, July 18—Patrolman Pike 
arrested an unknown man for stealing 
a coat. Friends of the man tried to 
wrest him from the officer. During the 
struggle which followed with a crowd 
of ruffians the policeman was badly 
used up and the prisoner escaped. Pike 
fired his revolver and itis believed 
that one of the men in the crowd was 
hit by a bullet. 


Millionaire Fatally Hurt 

Farmington, Conn., July 18—The 
condition of Charles D. Rogers, a mil- 
lionatre printer of Chicago, who was in- 
jured in an automobile accident Satur- 
day night, is unchanged, the doctors 
having slight hope for his recovery. 
His skull is fractured as the result of 
an accident which threw him against 
a tree. 


Hailstorm Ruins Tobacco 

Thompsonville, Conn., July 18.— 
Thousands of dollars worth of growing 
tobacco was ruined by a severe hail- 
storm which struck this section. 
Lightning struck in many places and 
Several persons were rendered uncon- 
scious and slightly injured.

SUSPENSION BRIDGES. 


They Were Common In Peru In the 
Days of the Incas, 

Suspension bridges, some of them of 
considerable length, were common in 
Peru in the days of the Incas. They 
were. formed of cables of twisted osiers 
passed over wooden supports and 
stretched from bank to bank, then 
bound together with smaller ropes and 
covered with bamboos. The road from 
Cuzco to Quito is still ncted for frail 
bridges of this sort, which are in con- 
stant use and span deep chasms. 

The Chinese also, according to 
Kfrcher, have for centuries been fa- 
miliar with the “suspension” theory 
and have constructed chain bridges in 
which the weight of the roadway is 
supported by the tension of the chains. 

‘The first iron suspension bridge in 
Europe was built over the Tees, near 
Middleton, in 1741, for the use of min- 
ers. Two chains were stretched in a 
Straight line, steadied by ties from 
the banks below, and the roadway for 
foot passengers was supported by the 
chains. . 

The modern suspension system prac- 
tically dates from 1816, when bridges, 
both over 100 feet in length, were sue- 
cessfully completed at Galashiels and 
Peebles.—London Standard.

PACKERS ARE FIRM | 


Will Not Reinstate All Those 
Who Went on Strike 


WORKING FORCE GROWS 


Deadlock May Result In Four- 
teen Thousand Men Going on 
‘Sympathetic Strike--Mob At- 
tacks Negro Strike-Breakers 


Chicago, July 18.—There is but little, 
if any, change in the situation of the 
meat packers’ strike here. With 
Michael Donnelly, the strikers’ leader, 
iu St. Louis, loooking after that end of 
the difficulty, there was no effort bere 


to renew the peace negotiations which 
lasted three days last week and were 
terminated Saturday night without re- 
sult. 

Whether another attempt to reach an 
adjustment of the controversy by arbl- 
tration will be made is problematic, as 
the packers, believing they had the bet- 
ter of the argument in last week's 
conferences, are little inclined to offer 
any concessions to the strikers. One 
thing is certain, the packers say, and 
that is that they will not recede from 
the position they assumed in last 
week's conference and that the strik- 
ers will have to conform to the em- 
ployers’ ultimatum before any further 
plans looking to a settlement by arbi- 
tration will be successful. ‘’o add to 
the packers’ determination to stand 
firm is the fact that they have steadily 
increased tleir working force at the 
plants by the empluyment of outside 
workmen, unti] now, it is said, things 
are in almost norma! condition at sev- 
eral of the plants. Under these con- 
ditions the packers haye assumed a 
more independent attitude and are 
more determined than ever that they, 
and not the strikers, shall dictate the 
terms on which the controversy shall 
be arbitrated. 

As the strikers declare that they con- 
ceded every point possible in last 
week's negotiations there Is little likeli- 
hood that any further conferences, for 
the present at least, would amount to 
much towerd a satisfactory settlement 
of the strike. With both sides in this 
frame of mind the outlook for a speedy 
settlement is decidedly dark. 

The sticking point in the whole 
question of arbitration is the rein- 
statement of the strikers. Mr. Don- 
nelly, at Saturday’s conference with 
the packers, waived every other de- 
mand he aad made and agreed to or- 
der the men back to work, leaving the 
adjustment of all differences to arbi- 
tration if the employers would take 
back all the strikers in a body. This 
the packers refused to do, maintaining 
that they had hired many new work- 
men since the strike, whom they could 
not discharge. They promised, how- 
ever, to take back the old employes as 
rapidly as possible and in the order in 
which their applications were filed. 

To complicate the controversy still 
more the allied crafts at the stockyards, 
numbering 14,000 workmen, have be- 
come restless and are anxious to join 
the men already out, in a sympathetic 
strike. Whether these men will go on 
strike or not will be decided when Don- 
nelly returns from St. Louis. These 
unions, representing 30 of the me- 
chanical trades in the packing plants, 
have decided to quit work if Donnelly 
says so, and should hegive the signal on 
his return the 14,000 men will walk out. 

In an attack yesterday afternoon on 
four negro strike-breakers by a mob 
composed of spectators at an amateur 
basebal: game in the vicinity of the 
stockyards, two white men, one police- 
man and the four strike-breakers were 
severely injured. Revolvers and 
knives were used and three of the in- 
jured men are in a serious condition. 

After finishing their day's work at 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger’s plant, 
the four negroes on their way home had 
to pass the grounds where the baseball 
game was in progress. ‘There were 
fully 1000 persons watching the game, 
most all of them friends of the strik- 
ers. As the four workmen approached 
the’ place some one yelled “scab” and 
instantly a rush was made for the ne- 
groes. 

Two of the negroes had each a re- 
volver and a knife, and as the mob 
started for them they drew their weap- 
ons. Béfore they could use them, 
however, they were knocked to the 
ground by a dozen white men. One 
of the negroes, named Baker, scram- 
bled to his feet and began slashing 
right and left. Before the knife could 
be taken away from him he stabbed 
James Kiely near the heart, perhaps 
fatally. Another of the negroes fired 
into the crowd, two of the bullets hit- 
ting William Durand, one of the at- 
tacking party. 

This opposition of the negroes set the 
crowd in a frenzy and had not the po- 
lice made a quick response to a riot 
call some of the strike-breakers would 
undoubtedly have been killed. Several 
of the rioters were placed under arrest, 


Activity at Brighton Abbattoir 

Boston, July 18.—Slaughtering of 
livestock was carried on at the Brighton 
abbattoir yesterday for the first time in 
many years. The demand for meat 
was so urgent that the proprietors of 
the abbattoir asked the police com- 
missioners for permission to slaughter 
on the Sabbath and the request was 
granted. Throughout the stockyards 


and slaughter houses there was much 


activity. From morning until night a 
double force of men was employed, 


and | working hard to supply the expected de- 


mand for meat.

No guess work.—Williams, 


WITH FOUR SERVICES 


Christian Selentists Dedicate 
New Church at Concoré 

Concord, N. H., July 18.—Seveia- 
thousand Christian Scientists assem- 
bled here in the home city of Mrs. Mary 
B. Eddy, the founder of their religion, 
to take part in the dedicatory exercises 
of the edifice of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist. ‘The occasion was 
considered of great moment to the fol- 
lowers of the faith, because it marked 
the establishment of the first church 
of Christian Sclence in the place where 
Mrs. Eddy carried on her life work. 

Four dedicatory services were held, 
two in the forenoon, oue in the after- 
noon and the last in the evening. In 
each case the program was identical. 
The service included the reading of se- 
lections from the Bible and from Mrs. 
Eddy’s work, as well as the singing 
of hymns which had been written by 
Mrs. Eddy. 

Words of thankfulness at the found- 
ing of the church were spoken and a 
history of the movement which resulted 
in the establishment of the church 
was presented. A dedicatory address 
written by Mrs. Eddy was also read. 

Mrs. Eddy did not attend any of the 
services in person, but just before the 
opening of the afternoon service she 
passed by the new church building in 
the course of her usual daily drive and 
bowed to the throng of Christian 
Scientists who occupied the sidewalk 
for several blocks. 

The erection of the edifice was made 
possible by Mrs. Eddy’s gift of $120,000, 
which was augmented by contributions 
from Christian Scientists.

THE DINING TABLE. 
How It Should Be Protected to Pre- 
serve Its Beauty. 
A handsome, polished dining table is 
a prize and worthy an effort to secure, 
but if it is to be left to.eareless treat- 
| 


ment one might as well put the ex- 
pense into something else and be satis- 
fied with a cheaper table. A hot dish 
thoughtlessly allowed to stand a few 
minutes leaves a perpetual stain. It 
can be made less noticeable by various 
treatments and much rubbing, but it 
will never be entirely obliterated. The 
wooden or straw mats used years ago 
are never seen on well set tables. The 
crocheted white mat occasionally ap- 
pears, but does not really protect the 
wood. The only actual protection is 
by a tile on feet or a nickel rack for 
tea and coffee pots and asbestus mats 
for platters and hot dishes. 

To make an asbestus mat or doily cut 
a circle of linen and two half circles 
with the selvage for the long straight 
edges. Put together the edges of the 
two half circles. The edges should 
match neatly. Baste round and make 
the edges in scallops with a small spool 
as a guide. Work the scallops in but- 
ton hole stitch with mercerized floss or 
embroidery cotton, but never with silk, 
and then trim. Now slip in a round 
piece of asbestus cloth through the 
opening on the under side and the as- 
bestus doily is complete. To launder, 
slip out the piece of asbestus. Do not 
add more embroidery, as the dish cov- 
ers the center. Oblong mats to fit the 
platters are cut by using a smooth 
edged platter as a pattern for marking. 
Use medium weight white linen.

THE HOME DOCTOR. 


Never leave medicine, drink or food 
uncovered in the sick room. 

For ringworm apply with a feather 
one part of sulphuric acid to twenty 
parts water. 

A lemon cut {n half and rubbed occa- 
sionally across the forehead or temples 
will in a short time cure the most vio- 
lent headache. 

It is asserted that the very painful 
burns caused by carbolic acid can be 
quickly relieved and blisters prevented 
by the prompt use of iodine. 

Powdered charcoal, if laid thick on a 
burn, causes the immediate abatement 
of the pain. A superficial burn can 
thus be healed in about an hour. 

Vinegar and cooking soda in solution 
are said to make a capital cure for 
warts. If the wart is kept moist with 
it for ten minutes several times a day 
it will disappear in the course of a 
week or so in ordinary cases. 


For the Hair. 

When the hair is dry and dandruffy 
the following lotion used every other 
night will be found beneficial: To four 
ounces of rose water add half a dram 
each of sulphur, glycerin and borax. 
This will clear the scalp of dandruff 
and prepare it for the new growth of 
hair. While the head is in the abnor- 
mal condition indicated by the pres- 
ence of dandruff the hair will neither 
be glossy nor of a good color nor will 
there be a healthy growth of new hair. 
There need be no anxiety over the fall- 
ing of the hair unless it falls to excess 
provided new hair keeps on appearing, 
but no head of hair is so rich and lux- 
uriant that i# can stand indefinitely be- 
ing depleted even by one hair a day if 
there is no corresponding gain to bal- 
ance the loss. 


Flower Holders, 

A set of lead flower holders is a good 
investment. Four constitutes a set, 
three side pieces with four or five holes 
each, and a triangular center plece. 
The side pieces bend easily to fit any 
shape of vase, and as few pieces may 
be used at a time as desired. Set ina 
bowl of water the flowers are fitted in- 
to the holderg and arranged in grace- 
ful lines. For long stemmed flowers 
the holders are excellent. When flow- 
ers are very expensive a few may be 
made to go a long way in table decora- 

| tion by their means.

INTO AN OPE 


Accident toa Freight Train Attended 
With Sensation. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 19.—A loco- 
motive and five cars ran into an open 
draw over the Piscataqua river near 
here last night, carrying four of the 
train crew into the water. The men 
were picked up by boats and only one, 
Brakeman Scarbury, was injured. He 
recelyed contusion of the right hip. 
The property loss will be considerable. 

The draw is 15 feet above high water, 
and the river there has a depth of 60 
feet. The cars, two of which 
loaded with general merchandise, one 
with household goods, one with sheep 
and pigs and another with beef on the 
hoof, sank immediately. The car con- 
taining the cattle reappeared and was 
Swept down the stream by the swift 
current and landed on Badger island, a 
half mile below. When the wreck of 
the car was reached it was found that 
two of the steers were alive. 
other live stock was drowned. 

The train left here at 7:30 and was 
moving slowly when it reached 
draw two minutes later. It consisted 
of 3U cars, the others remaining on the 
rails when the forward cars broke 
loose. Engineer Hoyt and Fireman 
Read jumped in time to escape going 
into the river. Read sustaineda broken 
ankle. 

The drawbridge had been opened to 
allow schooner Sadie A. himball to go 
up the river. The schooner had not 
reached the bridge when the freight 
cars plunged into the stream. 

The cause of the accident has not 
been determined. Engineer Hoyt says 
that there were no signals set to indi- 
cate that the draw was open. This is 
denied by the draw tender.

In this country a 
man’s first duty as a citizen is to be 
loyal, and to both uphold and obey the 
laws. The very gist of the charge 
against the Mormons is that they must 
obey their church rather than be loyal 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, if the pinch should come. 
That this is so the Congressional investi- 
gation committee is trying to discover.

Tg"Under protective tariff system, 
for which the Republican party is re- 
sponsible, this country has had a 
greater measure of prosperity than any 
other on the face of the globe. Admit- 
ting that natural conditions have done 
much for the United States, it is never-

nelly of the striking unions will send 
to the packers another letter asking 
for a conference. In this letter Don- 
nelly will go over the history of the 
strike and will ask the packers if, in 
their judgment, it would not be better 
to concede the one point in contention, 
the taking buck of all strikers, than 
to continue the strike. 

The refusal of the packers to dis- 
charge the men they have employed 
since the commencement of the strike 
and to give their places to the strikers 
caused the breaking off of previous 
conferences. 


The communication to the packers 
will also suggest the belief of the 
strikers that they are, as old em- 


ployes, deserving of this consideration. 
If this offer of the union is rejected 
by the packers, Donnelly declares, the 
allied trades at the stockyards, num- 
bering in all about 13,000 men, will be 
called out in an effort to bring the pack- 
ers to terms. 

Joseph Morton of the Stationary Fire- 
men’s union called on the packers and 
warned them that unless there was a 
speedy settlement of the strike his 
men would be compelled to quit work. 
While no definite answer was given to 
Morton by the packers, he was re- 
ceived by them in such a friendly man- 
ner that he left the conference with the 
belief that there was still a strong 
probability of peace. The determina- 
tion of Donnelly once more to open ne- 
gotiations with the packers was the 
result of the manner in which Morton 
was received by the packers. 

According to representatives of the 


packers the operating forces at Chi- 
cago plants ure about one-half the 


norma! strength, being fully 50 percent 
larger thanon Saturday. All the plants, 
it is said, are doing a great deal of 
killing, and there is also a decided in- 
crease in the amount of dressed meats 
shipped out of Chicago. Irom the 
strikers’ side comes the statement that 
independent plants are doing all the 
work and that the big plants are not do- 


on 


ing 25 percent of their normal business. 


To Cut Beef Prices 

Boston, July 19.—As a result of de- 
velopments in Boston a movement has 
been started which, it is asserted, will 
break the backbone of the packing trust 
in Boston and vicinity. Several deal- 
ers yesterday signed contracts with in- 
dependent packers which guarantee 
them consignments of beef at prices 
from 20 to 25 percent less than the 
trust prices. ‘These dealers say that in 
a day or two they will have beef enough 
to sell at the old prices and that they 
will thus compel the retailers of trust 
beef to lower their figures. The re- 
tailers of trust beef have experienced a 
tremendous falling off in business, as 
the public refuse to buy at the ad- 
vanced prices except in yery small 
quantities. 


Jew Dealers Close Shops 

New York, July 19.—Owing to the 
agreement among the 3000 Kosher beef 
dealers of this city to buy no more beef 
until high prices created by the strike 
shall have again become normal, all 
but 10 Kosher shops are reported 
closed. 


Butchers Wanted Out West 
Worcester, Mass., July 19.—E. E. 
Ayr, manager of Hammond & Co., has 
posted notice for butchers to work in 
western houses, wages to be $3.50 to $4 
a day for sheep butchers and $4 to $5 for 
beef butchers. 


Root Visits the President 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 19.—Elihu 
Root was an over-night guest of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He declined i muake 
any comment upon the object of his 
visit, but it is known that he came to 
confer with Mr, Roosevelt regarding 
the speech the president will deliver 
next week at the time of his notifica- 
tion. While Root is here the president 
will confer with him on the political 
situation in New York state. 


About to Free Mrs Maybrick 

London, July 19.—An official of the 
home oftice declares that Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick, the American woman who 
has been imprisoned in England for the 
murder of her husband, will probably be 
released this week. Mrs. Maybrick 
will immediately join her mother and 
will sail with her for America. 


Big Order For Mosquito Netting 

Washington, July 19.—Governor Gen- 
eral Davis of the Panama canal strip 
has advised that he wants 100,000 yards 
of wire gauze to prevent mosquito in- 
vasion of the zone. He recommends 
the use of steel wire screens not coarser 
than 17 meshes to the square inch, 
galvanized. 


Fifteen Miles Under 15 Minutes 

New York, July 19.—Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt’s 60-horse power automobile, 
driven by Paul Sartori, on the Empire 
city track made 15 miles in 14m.

ALL IN HARMONY 


Conference of Men Interested In 
the Success of Democracy 

New York, July 19.—Leaders of the 
Democratic party conferred for more 
than two hours last night at the Hoff- 
man house, and at the close made pub- 
lic a statement to the effect that the 
chairmanship of the national commit- 
tee had not been discussed. Privately 
it was said the judgment of all present 
was that the interests of the party 
would be best conserved by leaving the 
committee absolutely free to elect its 
chairman. Judge Parker was said to 
favor this course. The conference re- 
sulted in an agreement to call a meet- 
ing of the national committee to be 
held at the Hoffman house on July 26. 
The question of fixing the time and 
place for the notification of candidates 
for president and vice president Was 
left to the candidates themselves. 

Present at the conference were the 
leaders who brought about the nomina- 
tion of Judge Parker. There was also 
present Senator Victor J. Dowling of 
New York who looked after the Tam- 
many interests. Everyone declared 
that harmony had been the watchword 
throughout. 

The discussion of prospects in the 
coming campaign was general in char- 
acter. The opinion was expressed by 
several that western Democrats would 
give earnest support to the ticket and 
that no fear of opposition from any 
party faction need by entertained. 

August Belmont — said: “Victor 
Dowling was present at the conference, 
representing Tammany, and no men 
tion was made of the situation in New 
York state so far as any difference be- 
tween alleged factions of the party is 
concerned. There are no factions of the 
Democratic party in this state and we 
all expect to work together for success.” 


Death Caused by a Blow 

Kingsbridge, Eng., July 19.—*Found 
dead, washed up by the sea in Bigbury 
Bay, Devonshire,’ was the verdict of 
the coroner's jury in the inquest on the 
remains of IF. K. Loomis. The evi- 
dence was very inconclusive and wholly 
conjectural, as pointed out by the cor- 
oner when he advised this open ver- 
dict, adding that although death was 
caused by a blow, there was nothing to 
justify the suspicion that it was foully 
administered. 


Jumped Brom Kaiser Wilhelm 

Plymouth, Eng., July 19.—Tragedy 
again marked the homeward voyage of 
the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II. On 
the arrival of the vessel bere, almost at 
the hour that an inquest was being held 
over the body of F. KX. Loomis, it was 
announced that Mrs. Lipschitz had com- 
mitted suicide by jumping overboard. 
Hundreds of passengers witnessed the 
suicide and watched the efforts ofa 
lifeboat to rescue the woman. Notrace 
of the body was found. 


Big Powder Plant to Close 


Hazardville, Conn., July 19.—The 


Dumont Powder company, which op- 
erates the principal industry in this 
place, will close its powder manu- 


facturing plant in September. The con- 
cern operates plants at various west- 
ern points. The powder-making busl- 
ness was established here in 1835. The 
plant, together with the supplementary 
one at Scitico, two miles from here, 
covers 450 acres, and is well equipped. 


Left Fortune to Friend 

San Francisco, July 19.—The will of 
Miss Bertha Dolbeer, who jumped to 
death from a high window at a hotel 
fi New York, leaves most of her estate, 
valued at nearly $2,000,000, to her 
friend, Etta M. Warren. About $125,- 
000 is given to other friends and rela- 
tives. Kighty thousand dollars is 
given to charitable institutions and 
$50,000 is set aside for the erection of 
a mausoleum. 


Failed to Be Reinstated 

Washington, July 19—Mrs. J. M. 
Smith, sister of Nan Patterson, the New 
York woman held in connection with 
the shooting of Caesar Young, and who 
came to Washington recently for the 
purpose of having herself reinstated in 
her old position with the government, 
has been unsuccessful in her efforta 
and has left the city. 


Russia Made No Protest 

Washington, July 19.—Regarding the 
report that Count Cassini had presented 
to the state department a protest 
against the alleged intention of this 
government to dispatch a war squad- 
ron to Turkish waters to assist In the 
settlement of certain 
stated positively that no such protest 
ever Was made. 


Glass Workers In One Body 

Cleveland, July 19.—The two factions 
of window glass workers who have 
been holding sessions in this city have 
agreed upon amalgamation. The new 
organization will be known as the 
Amalgamated Window Glass Workers 
of America,

Enraged at 
being interrupted, he cried, “Hang the 
prisoners!” and went on with his work, 

He finished his problem and went 
down with a cheerful mind, only to 
learn that his exclamation had been 
taken for an order, and the prisoners 
were all hanged. 


ATHLETICS IN GERMANY. 


Wrestling Is One of the Most Popular 
Forms of Exercise. 

Wrestling is one of the most popular 
forms of athletic exercises in Germany, 
and it seems as if the heavy and mus- 
cular build of the Germans peculiarly 
adapts them for this kind of sport. 

The general public interprets the 
word “athlete’ as meaning a wrestler, 
weight lifter or “strong man.” When 
the English style of athletics was in- 
troduced into Germany, it was termed 
“light athletics.” Wrestling is termed 
“heavy athletics.” In every town 
there are many clubs indulging in 
“heavy athletics,” and numerous pub- 
lic contests are arranged, in connection 
with which challenges to “all comers” 
are issued. Here one can often witness 
a pitched battle between science and 
brute power—see an “all comer’ of 
stupendous build, probably a butcher, 
brewer or furniture remover, laid flat 
on both shoulder blades in the most ap- 
proved style by a little, wiry fellow as 
slippery as an eel. On the occasion of 
the world’s championships held in Ber- 
lin an open arena, roofed only in the 
center, where the wrestling took place, 
was erected, with tiers of seats for the 
public all around. As luck would have 
it, the weather proved boisterous and 
the public shy of the fair. The cham- 
pionships ended dismally, and the im 
presario, unable to pay the men’s re- 
tainers, very discreetly decided to 
“leave town.”’—Fry'’s Magazine. 


Flying Fish. 

Flying fish swim in shoals varying 
{in number from a dozen to a hundred 
or more. They often leave the water 
at once, darting through the air in the 
same direction for 200 yards or more, 
and then descend to the water quickly, 
rising again and then renewing their 
fiight. Sometimes the dolphin may be 
seen in rapid pursuit, taking great 
leaps out of the water and gaining 
upon his prey, which take shorter and 
shorter filghts, vainly trying to escape, 
until they sink exhausted. Sometimes 
the larger sea birds catch flying fish 
in the air. The question whether the 
fiying fish use their fins at all as wings 
is not fully decided. The power of 
flight is limited to the time the fins re- 
main molst,

Not Essential to Style. 

A woman who is healthy and bappy 
{and the terms are synonymous) does 
not wear her clothing uncomfortably 
tight. She has grown wiser. Wom- 
en’s clothing is cumbersome enough at 
best, but when vanity and a mistaken 
sense of style prompts the wearing of 
tight shoes which distort the feet, high 
collars which beget throat troubles and 
cause the face to flush and darken, 
and tight corsets, then the woman of 
civilization is but a step removed from 
the women of China, who hobble on 
maimed feet. Many women have an 
idea that comfort and untidy looseness 
of attire, coupled with lack of style, 
go hand in kand, and are victims of 
“nerves” in consequence. How this 
wrong idea still obtains it is hard to 
imagine, in view of the fact that per- 
fect cut and fit have made the loose 
outer garment and shirt waist artistic 
and a pronounced success for years 
past.

CULINARY CONCEITS. 


Too many eggs will make waffles 
tough instead of tender. 

A custard pie will bake a nice even 
brown if a little sugar is sprinkled on 
the top before putting in the oven. 

If you happen to get a cake too stiff, 
don’t add milk. Beat up an egg and 
add it gradually until the desired con- 
sistency is obtained. 

The white of an egg added to cream 
will not alter the flavor, though in- 
creasing the quantity, and will cause 
it to whip to a froth more readily. 

To obtain a drop or two of onion 
juice for seasoning cut the onion across 
the grain and, holding it firmly, draw 
a sharp edged spoon across the cut 
edge, holding the spoon so as to catch 
the juice. 

A custard or gelatin preparation 
containing eggs should always be 
strained after adding the eggs in or- 
der to remove the “spiral spring’ that 
holds the white and yolk together and 
that does not “beat up” with the rest 
of the egg. 


Blankets and Woolens. 

The old fashioned soft soap of our 
grandmother's day is still the best thing 
to wash blankets and woolen garments. 
Allow a tablespoonful of the soap and 
one of liquid ammonia to each gallon 
of washing water, which should be just 
hot enough to bear one’s hand in. Let 
the blankets soak fifteen or twenty 
minutes in this mixture. Wring out 
and repeat the operation in a similar 
lot of suds. Rinse in clear water of the 
same temperature, and hang in a nice 
airy place to dry, out of doors if pos- 
sible. In washing eiderdowns, be partic- 
ular to shake them frequently during 
the drying process to prevent them 
from thickening. It is less expensive 
to wash such articles at home than to 
send them to a laundry, and with a 
good wringer the amount of labor en- 
tailed is small. 


Silk Underwear. 

For washing silk underwear I would 
advise making a lather of a tablespoon- 
ful of soap jelly and a teaspoonful! of 
ammonia to a gallon of warm water. 
Squeeze the garments well through 
this, and repeat if much soiled. Then 
rinse them twice in clear water, wring 
as dry as possible and roll in a clean’ 
cloth, ironing while still wet. This ap- 
plies also to any kind of silk handker- 
chief, blouses, ties and such articles.— 
London News. 


Silk Ribbons, 

Silk ribbons may be washed in suds 
made of lukewarm water and good 
soap, but they must not be wrung or 
they will be badly creased. Wash in 
a second lot of suds and rinse in clear 
cold water. Then lay on a table or 
board and with rather a stiff nailbrush 
brush sideways till all the creases are 
removed. Leave till thoroughly dry.

A tablespoonful of lemon juice added 
to three cups of water in which one 
cup of rice is boiled will aid in mak- 
ing the rice whiter and keeping each 
grain separate. :

When she appeared at the ranch, car- 
rying a young antelope under each 
arm, the ranch hands were greatly sur- 
prised, as they had frequently failed in 
their attempts to capture young ante- 
lope. 

In a remarkably short time the two 
captives became very tame and now 
follow Miss Wilson to all parts of the 
ranch like two dogs.

Desire to Aid In Adjusting Pres- 


ent Trouble and Prevent Its 
Spread--Both Sides Claim to 


Have Advartage In Strike

the packers asking for a joint confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
strikers, of the packers and of the allied 
trades to see ifa settlement of the strike 
along peaceful lines cannot be reached. 

There is nobody who will say that the 
packers will agree to the conference and 
it is impossible to say with certainty 
that the meeting will be held. Arthur 
Meeker, manager for Armour & Co., 
speaking for the other packers as well 
as for his own establishment, said that 
he would send a reply to the letter re- 
ceived from the representatives of the 
allied unions. He declined to say, how- 
ever, What the nature of the reply 
would be. 

The unions joining in the request for 
the meeting represent all the trades en- 
gaged in the packing industry, and 
they have joined in a final appeal for 
arbitration between the packers and the 
striking utchers. President Don- 
nelly of the Butchers’ union says that 
he is anxious to have peace, but that 
unless it comes with the proposed con- 
ference today there will be a general 
sympathetie strike on the part of the 
allied trades unions. 

The letter asking for the conferences 
is as follows: 

“J. Ogden Armour and Associates: 

“The representatives of the team- 
sters, mechanical and other trades en- 
gaged in the packing house industry of 
Chicago, not already involved in the 
present strike, would like to meet rep- 
resentatives of the packers and the rep- 
resentatives of tie meat cutters who 
ure vow on strike in joint conference 
with a view of Lelping to adjust the 
present trouble and prevent it spread- 
ing to our organization. The unrest 
that now obtains among our members 
makes this request imperative. If 
convenient we would like the confer- 
ence to be held tomorrow. 

“A similar request was made to the 
representatives ef the meat cutters and 
they promptly complied with the re- 


quest. Kindly notify us as soon as pos- 
sible if our request can be complied 
with.” 


The letter was signed by representa- 
tives of the coopers, packing house 
teamsters, stationary firemen, _ sta- 
tionary engineers, steam fitters, steam 
fitters’ helpers, electric workers, car- 
penters, car workers, millwrights and 
machinery erecters, blachsmiths and 
horseshoers’ unions. 

Both sides claim to have the advan- 
tage in the strike. The packers assert 
that they are operating their plants 
almost to their full capacity, while the 
strikers contend that the packing trade 
throughout the country is practically 
demoralized. The packers also assert 
that there is no necessity for any ad- 
vance in the prices of meat and declare 
that it is simply a “hold-up” by the re- 
tail dealers. 

Weary of turmoil and hardships en- 
countered while struggling for a living 
in the face of strikes and lockouts, 42 
families of the strikers left Chicago 
yesterday afternoon to return to Aus- 
tria-Hungary. There they will receive 
less pay, they say, but their employ- 
ment will be more steady and bereft of 
peril. 


Situation at St Paul 

St. Paul, July 20.—Governor Van 
Sant refuses to interfere in the strike 
here, insisting that other means than 
the calling out of the state militia can 
be utilized to secure order in the pack- 
ing house district. The business men 
of South St. Paul drew up resolutions 
demanding protection and order, and 
both the governor and the mayor of 
South St. Paul were presented with 
copies. 


Dull Beef Business 

New Haven, July 20.—A marked de- 
crease in the public demand for beef 
has had the effect of sending the whole- 
sale price down to 12 and in some 
cases 11 cents. ‘The price has been 14 
and 15 cents. Retailers found their 
trade falling flat through the refusal 
of the public to buy at the high prices.

troops, the dispatch says, is also being 
effected to the north of Port Arthur, 
and important events may be looked for 
this week. 


Diplomats Astonished 
London, July 20.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of The Standard says: 
“The infractions of the treaties of Paris 
and London by the Smolensk and the 
St. Petersburg are causing astonish- 
ment. Only a month ago a_ British 
yacht was compelled to disembark two 
toy cannon before being allowed to 

pass through the Dardanelles.” 


CaLL FROM LABOR MEN 


Roosevelt Talks With Them on 
Conditions In Colorado 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last evening received the 


committee appointed by the conyention 
of the coal miners and allied crafts at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa. ‘The mission of the 
committee was to present personally 
to the president a petition reciting the 
condition in which organized labor has 
been placed by the action of the au- 
thorities of Colorado and requesting 
him to institute an investigation of the 
labor troubles in that state with a 
view, if possible, to remedying the con- 
ditions now existing. 

The petition, which was the expres- 
sion of 225,000 men of the union labor 
organizations of northeastern Penn- 
sylvania, was laid before the president. 
He read it carefully and then informed 
the committee that he would be glad to 
do anything he properly and legally 
could do to ameliorate the conditions 


existing in Colorado. He _ indicated 
that an investigation of the labor 


troubles in that state is now being made 
by agents of the department of com- 
merce and labor. Thus far, the con- 
versation indicated, the situation had 
not been such as would warrant inter- 
ference by the federal government. 
Following the presentation of the pe- 
tition, the president talked with his 
callers on subjects of mutual interest. 

The members of the committee ex- 
press pleasure at the result of their 
visit and say that their interview was 
perfectly satisfactory to them and 
doubtless will be to the unions which 
they represent. 


Negroes In Carving Mood 

New York, July 20.—Rioting on the 
excursion barge Walter Sands caused 
great excitement among 1100 
who were returning from a _ Baptist 
church excursion. Police reserves 
were called out before the barge landed 
and six negroes were arrested. The 
trouble was caused by the refusal of 
the excursion committee to permit 
continuance of a game of craps that had 
started. Razors and knives were 
drawn. Two policemen on duty on the 
barge were badly beaten and the cap 
tain and his crew of two men defended 
themselves with axes.

Our Wicked and Unfortunate 

Washington, July 20.—The immigra- 
tion bureau has issued a statement 
showing a total of 44,582 inmates in the 
penal reformatory and charitable in- 
stitutions of the United States, not in- 
cluding Hawaii and Porto Rico. There 
are 24,717 prisoners serving for life. 
The causes of confinement are as fol- 
lows: Grave offenses, 3995; minor of- 
fenses, 5686; insane, 20,297; charitable, 
14,604. 


Portugal In Tobacco Business 

Lisbon, July 20.—In consideration ot 
the prolongation for 60 years of the ex- 
clusive right of manufacturing to- 
bacco, the Portuguese government has 
arranged with a tobacco company for 
a loan of $60,000 in 4 percent bonds, 
redeemable in 60 years. The tobacco 
company will pay a yearly rental of $5,- 
000,000 and will give the government a 
large percentage of its protits. 


A Question of Unionism 
Washington, July 20. Twenty-eight 
bricklayers, engaged in construction 
work at the Washington army barracks, 
are on strike because a non-union negro 


bricklayer Was given work there. 
Taylor, the negro, was appointed on

STORY OF NORGE SURVIVOR 


Passengers of Lost Steamer Rowed 
Six Days In an Open Boat, 

Bringing harrowing stories of a six 
day cruise in an open boat, of hope that 
was long deferred for the sight of a 
sail that did not appear, of starvation 
that for four days of the awful voyage 
seemed almost to take definite shape 
and to watch the little party like a 
bird of evil omen, three men, survivors 
of the steamer Norge, were recently 
taken to Ellis island from the steam- 
ship Cedric, says the New York Ameri- 
can. 

The men are Carl Jahnsen, nineteen 
years old; August Thenberg, thirty-six, 
and Wilhelm Poulsen, thirty. Each of 
them bears in his face the marks of the 
long struggle against death. ‘The skin 
has been worn from their palms from 
long hours at the oars. They describe 
the scene at the sinking of the steamer 
as one of wildest confusion. Through 
an interpreter Thenberg told the awful 
details of the loss of the Norge and his 
experience afterward. 

“About 7 o'clock on the morning of 
June 28 we were off the coast of Scot- 
land, near what I afterward learned 
was the Rockall reef. Most of us in 
the steerage were up awaiting the call 
for breakfast. Suddenly there was a 
bump, followed by a loud, grating 
noise, None were frightened until we 
heard shouting on the upper deck and 
the sound of men running back and 
forth. Some one shouted down to us 
that the boat was sinking, and every 
one made a rush toward the compan- 
ion way leading to the upper deck. 
Thereon the scene was most awful. I 
was so dazed I stood watching it all as 
though it were a show. I can never 
forget what Isaw. Women were weep- 
ing and praying and men were crying 
aloud as though they were mad. <A 
boat was filled and lowered only to 
sink from sight. The second boat, filled 
with women and children, was dashed 
against the side of the vessel the mo- 
ment it touched the water. 

“I jumped in almost the last boat 
that was lowered. There were only 
five of us in the boat, but we picked up 
twelve more. We picked up the third 
mate and took command of the 
boat. Our boat ran close to two others, 
in one of which there were thirty-two 
men. There was no food or water in 
our boat, and they gave us a few bis- 
cult and a cask partly full of water 
from one of the other boats. For four 
days the three boats kept together, 
the two others rowing always when we 
did. 

“On the third day the boats became 
separated, and after the fourth day we 
had no food. By ailowing only one 
drink three times a day to each mem- 
ber of our little party we managed to 
make the water lust. During the fifth 
and sixth days we were so faint with 
hunger that we could scarcely hold an 
oar, but we had to keep at the rowing 
always. The time came when I cowld 
not see. Everything was blurred be- 
fore me. I did not care whether I was 
found or not. Then a day came, the 
sixth one out, when our little boat was 
sighted by a fishing smack and we 
were picked up. They took us to Ab- 
erdeen, Scotland, and from there Jahn- 
sen and I were sent to Liverpool to the 
Cedric.”

At 
no time, however, can the loss to the 
attacking force be greater than twe!} 
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men, and those two will have a fight- 
ing chance to escape. | 
When the torpedo boat, which fs a 


torpedo, has dashed to a point near 
enough to its steel clad prey to give 
assurance it cannot possibly miss the 
mark the crew of two brave men will 
lock the steering gear, and, with life 
belts about them, leap overboard, leav- 
ing the death dealing engine of war} 
to rush in alone at terrific speed and 
blow itself and the ship of the enemy | 
to fragments. 

Francis Herreshoff, nephew of Cap- 
tain Nat Herreshoff, the celebrated 
builder of the defenders of the Ameri- 
ca’s cup, is the inventor of this new 
annibilator. He contends that by the 
use of human directing agency up to 
a point within a hundred feet of an 
enemy’s warship the uncertainty that 
has attended the use of the torpedo 
will be done away with and naval war- 
fare will have to be conducted on new 
lines. 

The cold blooded business principle 
involved in the model now being made 
by Mr. Herreshoff for submission to 
the secretary of the navy that it 
would pay any nation at war to destroy 
a torpedo boat which cost a few thou- 
sand dollars and to risk the lives of 
two men for the certainty of destroy- 
ing a battleship or a cruiser which cost 
millions and blowing out the lives of 
hundreds of the enemy at the 
time. A minimum of human suffering 
and death and financial on the 
side of the nation attacked is the broad 
principle underlying the Herreshoff 
invention. 

But it goes much further than that. 
Hitherto one of the chief complaints 
made against torpedo boats has been 
that they practically were useless in 
engagements at sea because their un- 
seaworthiness made it impossible for 
them to be taken far from port on 
crulses in search of the enemy. ‘This 
s0 aggravating to admirals, 
Mr. Herreshoff also designs to over- 
come. His torpedo boat with the death 
dealing bows will be made of alumin- 
ium and built in sections, so that sev- 
eral of them may be carried on any 
large warship, ready for use in time of 
emergency. It will require only a little 
while to bolt the sections of one of 
these fleet destroyers together and send 
it dashing on its way toward the ene- 
my. 

One of the most important features 
of the Herreshoff invention is that the | 
boats will be equipped with electric

which will give to them a maximum 
speed of between twenty and thirty 
knots. There wiii be no smoke to call 
attenticn to them. The automobile 
principle of locomotion will be applied, 
and it is expected that when one of 
these boats is under way at full speed 
toward an enemy the men behind her 
guns will find it extremely difficult to

The Herreshoff torpedo necessarily 
will be much larger than the White- 
head, and it will be possible for it to 
do effective work at any reasonable 
distance without any other craft get- 
ting within range of the enemy’s guns. 
All that will be necessary will be for 
the crew of two men, an engineer and 
a helmsman, to know how to run the 
boat and when to jump to prevent be- 
ing blown up themselves.

Half an hour after the decision had 
bee n reached to arbitrate, M. J. Don- 
nelly, the strike leader, had secured 


communication by long distance tele- 
phone with the ieaders of the strikers in 
outside cities and had notified them that 
a satisfactory settlement had _ been 
reached and directed the strikers to re- 
turn to work as soon as possible. 

The settlement of the difficulty by ar- 
bitration was brought about by the 
allied crafts at the stockyards, who 
would have become involved in the 
controversy had it continued much 
longer. 

The representatives of these unions, 
which cuiaee nt nbout 14,000 men, got 
together and sent a final appeal to the 
packers asking them for a three-sided 
conference between the packers, the 
strikers and themselves, in a final effort 
to get both sides of the controversy to- 

gether again and arrange some sort of 
an agreement which would prevent the 
strike spreading to the affiliated unions. 
This appeal! of the allied trades unions 
received a favorable response from the 
packers and last night’s conference was 
the result. 

The agreement entered into be- 
tween the representatives of the pack- 
ers and the strikers follows: 

“Wages and working conditions of all 
employes now on strike to be submitted 
to arbitration, each party to this agree- 
ment having the privilege of bringing 
before the arbitrators for decision any 
question of wages orconditions, orany 
other grievances they may have, and 
both to abide by the decision of the ar- 
bitrators.” 

The agreement reached at last night's 
conference is practically the same as 
the proposition made last Saturday to 
the packers by Mr. Donnelly. The only 
difference is that in Saturday’s com- 
munication Donnelly insisted that the 
strikers be all taken back to work with- 
in seven days. This the packers re- 
fused, although they agreed to accept 
every other demand. 

When the men return to work it will 
be under exactly the same conditions 
as prevailed before the strike was de- 
clared, with the exception that the 
question of a wage scale will be de- 
cided by arbitration. The old wage 
scale under which the union worked last 
year expired May 28. 


President Hears of It 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last night received in- 
formation regarding the settlement of 
the beef strike on the basis of arbitra- 
tion. He made no comment for pub- 
lication upon the news, but was evi- 
dently greatly preased.

Is ita fact that the city of Quincy 
bas within its limits a larger area de- 
voted to parks than any other city or 
town in Massachusetts ? It would seem 
so. The Sunday Globe of July 17 
published a page article on the parks 
of Boston and vicinity. It included a 
summary of acres devoted to parks in 
each of the greater Boston cities. In 
the list Quincy appeared with 228 acres, 
but these are only the local parks and 
playgrounds. To this should be added 
the 2,574 acres of the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion which are within Quincy limits, 
making a total of 2802 acres.

Quincy comes pretty near lead- 
ing the world. It is a fact that Quincy 
has a larger park acreage than Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Dublin, 
Cheltenham, Minneapolis, Cleveland, 
Louisville, Munich, Detroit, Baltimore, 
Indianapolis, St. Paul, Hartford, 
Columbus, New Haven, Liverpool, or 
Buffalo, all noted for their great park 
systems,

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Union Operatives at Fall River 


Vote In Favor of Strike 


FINANCIAL AID ASSURED 


Decision Endorsed by Textile 


Council, Although It Deemed 
Strike Inadvisable--Mill Men 


May Reconsider Intentions 
Fall River, Mass., July 21.—Unless 
the cotton mill managers of this city, 
who operate what are kuown as union 
plants, abandon their announced inten- 
tion of inaugurating on Monday nexta 
new scale of wages which will reduce 
the earnings of their employes 12% per- 
cent, 31,000 operatives will stop work, 
following the strike vote cast last night 


by the Textile Workers’ union. 
By a vote of 1510 to 396, the union 
men decided upon a strike, disregard- 


ing the recgmmendation submitted to 
them by the Textile council thata strike 
was inadvisable at this time. 

The question of-striking was yoted 
upon at meetings last night by five sep- 
arate unions of méll workers. Two of 
the unions, the Carders’ union and the 
Spinners’ union, voted against a strike, 
but they are bound by a two-thirds yote 
of the Textile Workers’ union, of 
which they are members, and will walk 
out with the weavers, loomtixers and 
the slasher tenders. 

Although the union vote showed a 
strength of but about 2000 operatives, 
their action will without doubt affect 
every other worker in the factories 
against which the strike is declared. 
Those employes not participating in the 
voting have heretofore followed in the 
footsteps of the union employes; but 
even if they desired to continue work, 
the absence of the expert union work- 
ers renders almost impossible the con- 
tinuance of work in the mills. 

It is the general belief in the city 
that the mill owners will reconsider 
their intention to make a 121% percent 
reduction, thereby avoiding a strike. 
This belief is based on the fact that the 
cotton and cloth markets at the pres- 
ent time, in the opinion of the union 
leaders, are in such condition that a 
shutdown at this time would be ruinous 
to manufacturers, 


Five district meetings were held by 
as many unfons. Even before passing 
into the union halls, ic was plain to be 
seen that a strike was favored by a 
large majority. The city was interested 
in an unusual degree as to what the 
vote would be. The newspaper and 
telegraph offices were crowded during 
the early evening and many stopped 
the union workers on the street, anx- 
jously inquiring as to the probable re- 
sult. Four times out of five the reply 
was “we will strike.” 

The first real step taken to discuss 
the cut in wages was taken Saturday 
night, when the Textile council, com- 
posed of executive officers of the sey- 
eral unions, met and considered the sit- 
uation. At that time resolutions were 
drawn up to be submitted to the work- 
ers at the meeting last night. These 
resolutions, it has been learned, stated 
that although the contemplated cut in 
wages was a serious matter it was the 
opinion of the council that a strike at 
this time was not considered advisable. 
It was added, however, that any action 


taken at Wednesday night’s meeting 
would be ignored, thereby assuring 


financial support in case a strike was 
decided upon. 


Situation In Rhode Island 
Providence, July 21.—It has been un- 
derstood that local mill treasurers have 
been waiting to see how the Fall River 
hands received the notice of a wage re- 
duction before taking any official steps 


toward cutting wages in their mills. 
The decision of the Fall River em- 


ployes may have the effect of postpon- 
ing any immediate cut in wages, but 
some of the mill men have been quoted 
as saying that they believe the reduc- 
tion must inevitably result unless con- 
ditions materially improve. 


No Reduction Contemplated 

Lawrence, Mass., July 21.—As no re- 
duction has been made in the wages of 
the operatives in local cotton mills and 
as, so far as known, none is contem- 
plated, the strike in the Fall River 
mills can have no immediate effect on 
conditions here. Local mill agents say 
that no curtailment, other than that 
now existing, will occur during the 
summer unless unforeseen conditions 
arise. 


Won't Affect Lewiston Mills 

Lewiston, Me., July 21.—The best 
authority here is that the strike in Fall 
River is not expected to have any effect 
whatever in Lewiston. 

Waterville, Me., July 21—No imme- 
diate affect on the local cotton mills 
is expected from the strike of the tex- 
tile workers in Fall River. 


The Situation at Lowell 
Lowell, Mass., July 21—No reduc- 
tion is contemplated at present in the 
local mills. Agents here say the Fall 
River strike will have no affect here.

Another Phase of Contest In 
Order of United Workmen 
Boston, July 21.—It is announced to 

members of the Massachusetts grand 

lodge of the Ancient Order of United 

Workmen that Judge Lowell, in the 

United States circuit court, has handed 

down a decision giving possession of 

the Walnut street property of the order 
to the’ board of officers elected this year. 

But unti] the full bench of the supreme 

judicial court decides on the old oti- 

cers’ appeal from Judge Lathrop’s re- 
cent decision in favor of the new board, 

Judge Lowell stiplates that the rights 

of the old officers be protected. 

The trouble between the old and new 
boards of officers of the United Work- 
men has been aired in court a number 
of times. In February last an entire 
new board of officers was elected. The 
old board refused to give up the Walnut 
street offices and other property of the 
corporation, but on a writ of replevin 
the new officers took forcible posses- 
sion. Then the old board applied to the 
circuit court for a restraining order and 
an injunction. However, a set of stipu- 
lations were agreed upon. 

On July 6 Judge Lathrop handed 
down a decision declaring that the new 
officers constituted the proper board, 
but, on account of the stipulations in the 
circuit court, he refrained from ordering 
the property into the Lands of the new 
officers. Thereupon the latter made ap- 
plication for it to the circuit court. 
Judge Lowell's decision constituted an- 
other victory for them. 


Police Held Up Automobiles 

Boston, July 21.—Under orders issued 
by the board of police there was a gen- 
eral roundup of automobiles through- 
out this city yesterday afternoon in or- 
der to discover if the laws regarding the 
registration of automobiles and the 
licensing of the drivers were being 
violated. Between 3 o'clock and 5 
o'clock every automobile in operation 
within the city limits was stopped. 
The numbers of the plates and lamps 
were examined and each driver was re- 
quired to show the license for himself 
and his car. The officers will report 
the result ef their work to the board of 
police. 


No Pardon For Peabody 

Boston, July 21.—After a hearing on 
the petition of a large number of citi- 
zens of Worcester favoring the pardon 
of Dr. Charles A. Peabody, formerly 
superintendent of the Worcester city 
hospital, now serving a term in state 
prison for embezzlement of hospital 
funds to the amount of $25,000, the 
pardon committee of the executive 
council voted unanimously against the 
pardon. Peabody was sentenced two 
years ago, and has another year at 
least to serve.

Derby, Conn., July 21.—Because he 
found his house full of flies when he 
returned from work, Tofel Marchak had 
a quarrel with his wife, during which 
he flogged her with a whip. In the 
local court Judge Clark gave Marchak 
the maximum sentence of six months in 
Jail and a fine of $100, saying he was 
sorry that Connecticut did not have a 
law providing a public whipping as a 
penalty for wife-beating.

3o0ston, July 21.—Walter Raymond, 
17, is now in the reformatory because 
he entered the store of aged Mrs. Annie 
Kennedy, 280 Adams street, robbed her 
till of about $2, and when she caught 
him, beat her. A crowd gave chase 
and Patrolman O'Brien caught him. 
An hour later he had been arraigned, 
pleaded guilty and sentenced.

CYCLONE’S STRANGE ANTICS 


Piano, Calf and Marriage Certificate 
Took Flight at Chappaqua, N. ¥. 

Besides the work of destruction done 
by the cyclone that recently swept over 
the Quaker settlement near Chappaqua, 
N. Y., it perpetrated any number of 
strange pranks, says the New York 
World. A marriage certificate, belong- 
ing to Mr. and Mrs. Harry Cronk, was 
picked up at Seven Pines farm, two 
and a half miles east of the Quaker set- 
tlement, A large panel picture of Mrs, 
Cronk was found about a mile nearer 
the devastated valley. A large rug in 
the same house took a trip in just the 
opposite direction and was found hang- 
ing on a fence at the roadside about a 
mile up the side of Chappaqua moun- 
tain. 

A calf weighing about three hundred 
pounds was gathered up by the whirl- 
ing wind, hoisted over a high board 
fence and deposited about a hundred 
feet away in an adjoining meadow. A 
new runabout that belonged to Charles 
Dodge was whisked up into the air 
with the ruins of the barn in which it 
stood and finally came to earth a quar- 
ter of a mile to the northwest. <A set 
of harness that hung within a few 
feet of the runabout was picked up in 
a field half a mile away in a diametri- 
cally opposite direction. 

Warren Tompkins’ house was almost 
completely swept away. Only a few 
twisted timbers were left about the 
foundation. An old fashioned square 
piano that stood in the parlor was 
carried a distance of 200 feet and stood 
on end against the stump of a tree. 
Tompkins said that as he and his fam- 
ily were carried away in the crashing 
ruins of his house he heard the piano 
banging along with them, giving vent 
to the mightiest discords he had ever 
heard in his life. He says that their 
escape from death was all but miracu- 
lous. He and his wife and two sons 
crawled out of the ruins of their home 
with only a few scratches and bruises. 

Tompkins and his two sons spent sev- 
eral hours in a search for their valua- 
bles. Late in the afternoon a lot of 
jumbled bedclothing, that had been 
carried away on the wings of the cy 
clone from their house, was found in a 
field a half mile away. But that was 
not the best part of the find. Wrapped 
up in the bed clothing was a small 
band bag containing $700 in money 
and a package of valuable papers. 
Along with the bag was Tompkins’ 
gold watch and chain. A bank book, 
belonging to Charles E. Tompkins, one 
of the sons, was picked up in a road- 
way two miles east of Chappaqua. 


AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Realistic Features of a California 
Exhibit. 

In a corner of the Horticultural build- 
ing at the St. Louis world’s fair some 
Californians have set up a model 
orange orchard as large as a good sized 
dining room and needing only the odor 
of orange blossoms to make it seem the 
real thing, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. The little patch of real 
dirt and stones and natural looking 
trees with paper leaves and fruit is 
backed by a painted stretch of culti- 
vated valley with a perspective reach- 
ing back for miles to the foothills of 
some snow covered mountains. The 
whole thing is a copy of a well tended 
valley in the Riverside district and 
shows flelds of the various crops raised 
there, along with models of the resi- 
dences—the roads, bridges and irrigat- 
ing flumes. 

At one side is a rough mountain 
slope with miners’ tents and shacks, 
and even a real clothes line with flop- 
ping blue overalls and red flannel 
shirts of miniature size. Trickling 
down over a rocky bed goes a stream 
of real water, and out through a tun- 
nel comes an irrigating ditch of ce- 
ment, with various locks, through 
which the water is turned into the lat- 
erals that carry it down between the 
rows of orange trees. These are 
spaced as in the real orchards, and 
not a spear of grass appears in the 
dirt between the rows, where the yel- 
low fruit shines among the green 
leaves. 

In the yards of the neat little villas 
are beds of artificial flowers, and be- 
fore one doorway waits a little auto- 
mobile, while realism is still further 
attained by some genuine horned 
toads, tarantulas and centipeds in the 
dust and stones of the foreground.

ENGLAND ENKAGED DAVIS CALLS ON PARKER 


Russian Seizures Have Stirred 


Up Veritable Hornets’ Nest 


WAR OPENLY ADVOCATED 


Feeling That Right of Search 
Has Been Abused--Conserva- 
tive Diplomats and Newspapers 
Advise Physical Force 


London, July 21—Many prominent 
persons connected and in close touch 
with the government were interviewed 
last night relative to the seizure of Brit- 
ish vessels by steamers of the Russian 
volunteer fleet in the Red sea. Asa 
result of these inquiries there is shown 
to be a remarkably hostile feeling 
against Russia of a strength and a bit- 
terness almost without precedent since 
the Crimean war. 

Even the most conservative, who 
have been in the service of the gov- 
ernment for maby years and who open- 
ly deplore the haste with which they 
thought Great Britain bad plunged into 
the Transvaal war, frankly declare for 
a policy of reprisal against what is re- 
garded here as Russia's violation of 
treaties and her piratical attack on Brit- 
ish commerce, 

War 4vith Russia is openly contem- 
plated by the most staid papers of the 
empire as a contingency much to be re- 
gretted, but nevertheless inevitable 
for the honor of the nation unless 
speedy reparation be made for what is 
alleged to be a dire insult to the Brit- 
ish flag. 

The warlike tone of such papers as 
The Times, The Standard, The Morning 
Post and The Daily Telegraph, which 
in national crises hitherto almost in- 
variably advised caution, has had its 
inevitable effect. There has been 
stirred up a storm of indignation 
amongst all classes in the United King- 
dom, the strength of which the govern- 
ment itself can scarcely gauge. 

Those who deplored the outbreak of 
the war between Japan and Russia and 
insisted publicly and privately that 

Great Britain, crippled financially after 
her South African experiences, must 
not at all costs be drawn into the far 
eastern struggle, are now among the 
most outspoken champions of a 
physicial force that shall prevent the 
repetition of the Mallacca incident in 
the Red sea. 

Those few officials at the foreign of- 
fice who are in full possession of all the 
details of Great Britain’s desire to ar- 
rive at an entente with Russia are in 
despair. They realize that the policy 
60 carefully fostered by King Edward 
and Foreign Minister Lansdowne would 
now be indignantly repudiated by all 
parties in the house of commons and in- 
volve with the public the downfall of 
any ministry advocating it. 

Every nerve will be strained, how- 
ever, by the foreign office to secure from 
Russia an explanation that will pacify 
the aggrieved feelings of the British 
public, and no step will be taken of- 
ficlally that will tend to prejudice sub- 
sequent diplomatic negotiations looking 
to the settlement of all important ques- 
tions now outstanding between Russia 
and Great Britain. 

However, there is expressed at the 
foreign office and elsewhere almost 
poignant regret that Russia, rightly or 
wrongly, should have taken up the po- 
sition evinced by the action of her vol- 
unteer cruisers in the Red sea. 


Lord Lansdowne’s policy, since the 
first whisper of war between Japan 
and Russia reached Downing street, 
has been one of consistent neutrality. 
When the outbreak came it was a mat- 
ter for no little congratulation, as fre- 
quently pointed out in these dispatches, 
that Great Britain had kept herself free 
from all entanglements, thanks chiefly 
to the hurrying on of the Anglo-French 
entente, on the strength of which the 
diplomats of both nations concerned 
believed they would be able to be de- 
tached spectators of the struggle in the 
far east. 

The unlooked for developments in the 
Dardanelles and the Red sea embarrass 
Lord Lansdowne more than the cir- 
cumstances themselves would indicate. 
The government, weakened by internal 
dissension, could scarcely stand fora 
day against the popular demand for re- 
prisals against Russia, and this very 
danger is being assiduously fostered by 
leading government newspapers, 

The news that there may be an ami- 
cable adjustment of the difficulties as 
the result of an interview between 
Emperor Nicholas and Count Lams- 
dorff is not yet known to the British 
press and public. If such an adjust- 
ment eventuates it will let Premier Bal- 
four’s government out of one of the 
most awkward and most serious crises 
it has had to face in its checkered 
career, but it will undoubtedly be sey- 
eral months before the British public 
can forget what has been described as 
the most humillatingincident in British 
history simce the Dutch victoriously 
entered the Thames.

Just before Senator Davis had gone 
and Judge Parker had returned to 
Rosemont, the yacht Sapphire came to 
anchor in front of the house. A mem- 
ber of the crew came ashore and carried 
to Judge Parker an invitation to dine 
on board with John B. McDonald aud 
Judge O’Brien, who were said to be on 
the Sapphire. The invitation was ac- 
ceted and Judge Parker remained 
aboard until late. 

A report gained circulation to the ef- 
fect that David B. Hill and August 
Belmont were on board and had taken 
this method of securing an uniuter- 
rupted conference with Judge Parker. 
This report was denied at Rosemont, 
and it was further sald that the visit 
was without political significance. 


Cleveland Pieased With Outlook 

New York, July 21.—“Steady, Demo- 
crats, Steady” is the title of an article 
by Grover Cleveland, which will be 
printed in Collier's for July 23. In it 
Mr. Cleveland lauds the action of Judge 
Parker in sending his “gold telegram” 
to the St. Louis convention, and ex- 
presses his satisfaction with the plat- 
form and the outlook. He says that ne 
believes that ‘“‘no man ever did so much 
for the cause and in so many directions, 
in so short a time and in so compacta 
form, as was done by our candidate 
when he sent his message to the St. 
Louis convention.” 


Qulet Political Gathering 

Des Moines, July 21.—A delegate au- 
dience greeted Temporary Chairman 
Hepburn of the Republican state con- 
vention when he opened the meeting. 
Interest and enthusiasm were lacking 
and empty galleries characterized the 
convention. Presidential electors were 
selected from each of the 11 districts 
and resolutions were adopted along 
lines laid down by the national conven- 
tion at Chicago. 


Loyal to Parker--and Bryan 

Aberdeen, S. D., July 21.—The Demo-

Against Parochial Schools 

Chautauqua, N. Y., July 21.—The 
Protestant view of the parochial! school 
question was presented by Dr. D. P. 
Bowne of Boston university, who ad- 
vocated the complete exclusion of 
secular religious instruction from the 
schools. He pointed out the utter im- 
practicability of dividing schoo! funds 
among the numerous denominations 
and said that the scattering of chil- 
dren into various groups would surely 
perpetuate misunderstanding and 
prejudice. 


Confession Exonerates Son 

Bath, N. B., July 21.—Thomas Cam- 
mack, in a signed statement, says that 
he shot William Doherty at Ruther 
Glen, but that he went there to kill his 
wife and a man who, he said, was pay- 
ing her attention.

PATRIOTS OF NIPPON. 


How Two Japanese Spies Met 
Their Fate. 


FACED DEATH WITH HEROISM. 


Officers of the General Staff Won Ad- 
miration and Pity of Their Execu- 
tioners— Requested Their Dying 
Gitt Be Used For the Poor Wound- 
ed Among Their Enemies. 


I have received from a Russian sailor 
recently returned from Harbin some 
hitherto unpublished details of the exe 
cution of the two Japanese spies ar- 
rested by some Cossacks as they were 
about to blow up a bridge on the Man- 
churian railroad, writes M. Pravydine 
in Le Petit Temps. 

My informant {fs a young man who 
was severely wounded during the first 
bombardment of Port Arthur. He ob- 
tained permission to go to Italy to con- 
valesce from his wound, but before his 
departure he made a short stay with 
some officers, relations of bis, at Har- 
bin, where he arrived just at the time 
when the Japanese were arrested, tak- 
en in the act, condemned and executed. 

“You were present at the execution 
of the two Japanese?” I asked him. 

“Alas! I saw them die,” answered 
the young sailor. 

And as I looked at him with aston- 
ishment he hastened to add: 

“Do not take me for an anarchist. I 
am, on the contrary, an ardent patriot, 
and I eagerly longed for the war with 
Japan. I longed to see the Japanese 
exterminated, and I desired that we 
might be able to dictate terms of peace 
to them at Tokyo. But, like all my 
comrades, on seeing those two Japan- 
ese officers die by the bullets of our 
soldiers, courageously sacrificing their 
lives for their country, I could not but 
think their execution cruel.” 

“Were you present at the trial?” 

“I saw the two spies arrested; I was 
present at the trial and at the execu- 
tion. I can give you all the details of 
it, for the dreadful spectacle haunts me 
and I cannot forget it.” 

And in half an hour the wounded 
officer, pausing only when the pain of 
his right knee, wounded by the burst- 
ing of a Japanese shell and from which 
the splinters had not yet been removed, 
became too keen, narrated to me the 
following events: 

“I can give my testimony that, when 
the two prisoners were brought into 
the little room of the Chinese fansa, 
transformed into a courtroom by the 
Harbin council of war, both the judges 
and the public—the latter composed al- 
most exclusively of officers—could not 
avoid manifesting openly their enthust- 
astic admiration for them. 

“And, indeed, those men were actu- 
ated by the most noble sentiments. 
They had resolved, as patriots, to make 
use of any means to assure victory to 
their side, and, as soldiers, under su- 
perior orders, they went to meet cer- 
tain death. The trial took the ordinary 
course. The arguments on either side 
offered nothing of interest, the pris- 
oners having loudly, and not without 
patriotic pride, assumed the respons!- 
bility of the crime of which they were 
accused. They gave their names and 
their titles without thé slightest tremor 
of the voice: 

“‘*Tchomo Jokoka, forty-four years of 
age, colonel of the general staff, gradu- 
ated with honors from the military 
high school of Jeddo,’ said the elder of 
the prisoners, a short, stout man, with 
a strong face. 

“‘Teisko Jokki, thirty-one years of 
age, captain, attached to the general 
staff,’ said his companion, who was 
taller and more slender in figure than 
the other, with angular features and a 
very dark complexion, casting a slight- 
ly disdainful glance around the court- 
room. 

“ ‘Buddhist,’ he added, 
ment’s silence. 

“‘*and you, colonel,’ asked the prest- 
dent of the council; ‘you are of the 
game religion as your fellow prisoner?’ 

“‘No, president, I am a Christian.’ 
And observing the astonishment pro- 
duced on every one by this declaration 
he hastened to add: 

“‘But I am a true Japanese, born of 
Japanese parents, Only in my youth I 
was captivated by the gentle teachings 
of Christ and I became a convert to 
Lutheranism.’ 

“Colonel Jokoka spoke English, and 
it was a subject of King Edward, an 
employee of the Russo-Chinese bank, 
who translated to the court the decla- 
rations of the prisoner. Captain Jok«! 
was interrogated by means of a Chi- 
nese interpreter. The accused were 
shown the explosive materials which 
had been found upon them, They did 
not attempt to defend themselves or to 
deny in any particular the statements 
of the Cossacks who had arrested them, 
The interpreters translated to the pris- 
oners the military prosecutor’s speech, 
asking the punishment of death by 
hanging. 

“I watched the countenances of the 
two men, and I could not observe in 
them the slightest indication of fear. 
The counsel of the two Japanese asked 
that the sentence of death should be 
commuted to imprisonment with hard 
labor, the accused men having made 8 
complete confession. 

“The two officers remained unmoved 
by their counsel's warm appeal. They 
did not utter a word. 

“Since the law allowed of a lighter 
punishment we all expected a commu- 
tation of the sentence. The delibera- 
tions lasted for half an hour and the 

court condemned the two officers to the 
maximum penaity—the scaffold. Col- 
one! Jokoka and Captain Jokki heard 
their sentence with as detached an alr 
as if it had cencerned indifferent per- 
sons. 

“The sentence was to be executed on 
the following morning at 1 o'clock.

Children Learn as They Sail on 
a Steamer. 


LECTURES ON IMPORTANTSUBJEOTS 


Vacation School Organized by Chi- 
eago Teachers Combines Unique 
Water Pleasure Trips With Educa- 


tion—Brass Band an Enlivening 
Feature, 
“Water Chautauqua” is the newest 


thing in summer school work, says a 
Chicago dispatch. It is a real novelty 


thut bad its inception in Chicago, its 
principal object being to give school 
children and adults of the poorer dis- 
tricts a pleasant outing as well as en- 
tertaining instruction. 

All the sessions of the Chautauqua 
are held aboard a steamship, generally 
the new steel vessel City of South 
Haven, but always a craft that Js sea- 
worthy. Although the South Haven 
and her sister ships used in this serv- 
ice are built to carry 1,000 to 1,500 
passengers, only 450 children are taken 
aboard for any of the trips. 

Among these are trips to the “cribs” 
to the gov- 
ernment lighthouses and life saving 
stations and the docks at the river's 
mouth, where freight worth millions 
of dollars is daily received. Sightsee- 
ing on that portion of the drainage 
canal within the city limits, with lec- 
the sanitary value of the 
$40,000,000 enterprise, is among other 
notable things included in the course. 

Several visits have been made to the 
Carter Harrison crib, the newest in- 
take on the lake. When the steamer 
reaches the side of this crib the juve- 
nile Chautauyuans disembark and go 
aboard the crib, storming its rooms 
and halls. They are allowed to see all 
the sights of the place, and when their 
eyes are tired they hear a lecture ex- 
plaining the operations of the water- 
works and the importance of the sys- 
; tem to the health of Chicago's 2,000,000 
| people. They are assembled for these 
lectures in the crib’s main room, which 

affords accommodation for several hun- 
dred auditors. 

Other subjects taught are govern- 
ment improvement of harbors, dredg- 
piling, jetties, tunnels, break- 
waters, life saving, fishing, the action 
of currents and ice, the sanitation and 
beautification of Chicago, first aid to 
the injured, resuscitation of persons 
nearly drowned, power applied to navi- 
gation, coal and steam as navigating 
powers, use of the compass and other 
| nautical instruments, commercial geog- 
raphy of Chicago, what the river has 
done for the making of the city, the 
relation of Chicago to the country and 
the world, and practically every ob- 
ject which arouses the curiosity of the 
students on each voyage. 

The brass band of the Graham school 
is an enlivening feature of this vaca- 
tion school. Members of this band 
lead patriotic songs as well as play 
popular music while the boat is in the 
inner harbor. It is the plan that every 
person enrolled in the school shall learn 
several national songs, both words and 
music, during the two weeks’ term. 

The programme of the water Chau- 
tauqua is governed by the weather, no 
trips being made in rough water. It 
was the original plan to have a steamer 
chartered for every day, Sundays ex- 
cepted, but it was found impossible to 
get the kind of steamer required, so 
the trips have been taken three or four 
times a week. 

The steamer starts from the Rush 
street bridge at 9 o’clock in the fore- 
noon. It passes up the river, moving 
Slowly to give an adequate view of 
both banks, with their docks, ware- 
houses, railway terminals, bridges and 
other objects of interest. After navi- 
gating both branches of the Chicago 
river the steamer returns to dock, 
makes a brief stop to take on belated 
Chautauguans and then puts out into 
harbor and lake. 

When the lake is smooth and the 
weather man says there is no wind in 
sight or storm hovering, the steamer 
makes a trip of two to three hours to 
some point within ten or fifteen miles 
of Chicago, returning again to her dock 
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Then 
another trip is made on the lake or in 
the outer harbor. 

Little or no instruction, and only the 
briefest in any event, is given during 
the river trips, as there are so mapy 
things worthy of observation on the 
river front that the time is fully taken 
up. During the outward trips the Boat 
is brought to a stop in the basin, just 
far enough from shore to be in the 
zone of coolness, and there the students 
assemble in the lecture hall and receive 
their lessons. 

In addition to Principals Watt and 
Marshall and Lieutenant Buxton, about 
twenty other teachers are engaged in 
the instruction work of the water 
Chautauqua. Dr. W. H. Bohart of the 
Englewood Union hospital gives lec- 
tures “On the First Aid to the In- 
jured,” illustrating with a boy for his 
subject. He is also the lecturer on the 
sanitation of cities and the prevention 
of consumption. Miss Laura F. Hig- 
gins has charge of the art work. George 
B. Masslich of the John Marshall High 
school is giving a series of interesting 
experiments in laboratory work of 
chemistry and physics.

All that was waited for was a dispatch 
from General Kuropatkin confirming it. 
The telegram arrived promptly. The 
generalissimo approved the condemna- 
tion, but spared the Japanese officers 
the humiliation of the scaffold and 
granted them the grace of being shot, 
according them a soldier’s death. 

“I was present when the command- 
ant read to the prisoners General Kuro- 
patkin’s order. ‘It is well,’ responded 
Colonel Jokoka. ‘I am ready.’ The 
captain said nothing. His expression, 
that became every moment more dis- 
dainful, showed his indifference to the 
manner of punishment reserved for 
him. Colonel Jokoka asked permission 
to write to his family, then he em- 
braced the captain. 

“‘T die more tranquil 
colonel,’ said the latter. 

“ ‘Why do you say that? 

“‘T have fulfilled my duty to my 
country and to the deity. You have 
done yours to your country only.’ 

“‘What do you mean, captain?’ 

“‘T have reflected a good deal on 
what you have said to me about Chris-

in accord with Christ, while I have 


nothing to reproach myself with.’ 

“‘Perhaps you are right, captain. 
And I, I have a favor to ask of you. 
Give me your authorization to perform 
the first truly Christian act which it 
has been given me to perform during 
my life. You know I have a number 
of Chinese bank notes, to the value in 
all of about a thousand Russian rubles. 
Well, I desire to send this money to 
the commandant, to be given to the 
Russian Red Cross for the poor wound- 
ed among our enemies. Do you consent 
to this gift?’ Jokki reflected for an in- 
stant. 

““T have always had a great affection 
for you, colonel, and if it will give you 
pleasure I am quite willing that you 
should give this money to our enemies.’ 

“When the commandant came for the 
prisoners Colonel Jokoka gave him a 
bundle of white bank notes with red 
signs, saying: 

“There are here about a thousand 
rubles, ang we beg you to give them to 
the Russian Red Cross.’ 

“‘Rut would it not be better for me 
to send this money to your families? 

“Oh, no!’ cried both the condemned 
men together. ‘The mikado will not 
forget our wives and children.’ 

“‘Do not refuse us this satisfaction,’ 
said Jokoka. ‘Distribute this money 
among the Russian wounded.’ 

“The commandant again urged the 
officers to let all they should leave be 
hind them be sent to Japan. Jokki ap- 
peared to hesitate for a moment. He 
looked at his companion In misfortune, 
who reiterated his desire to make this 
compensation for the evil he had done 
on this earth, and the captain bent his 
head in acquiescence with the wish of 
his brother inarms. The Russian com- 
mandant yielded and asked the two 
Japanese if there was anything in 
which he could be of service to them. 

“*T should lke to have a bath, if it 
were possible,’ said the Buddhist. ‘Af 
ter that we shall be at your orders.’ 

“A bathroom being an object of lux- 
ury unknown at Harbin, the command- 
ant caused tubs of water tc be brought 
and ordered the sentinels to go one 
side, so that the unfortunate men might 
be able to perform their ablutions at 
their ease. 

“The want of a bathtub was felt 
much more keenly by the Buddhist 
than by the Christian colonel, whose 
desire was to see a priest before going 
to execution. As there was no Lutheran 
pastor the chaplain of the regiment 
was sent to him. The colonel begged 
the priest to read to him the sermon 
on the mount. The chaplain read in 
Slav, and Jokoka followed the text in 
his Japanese Bible, which they had left 
him in prison. When they came to the 
words ‘For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye? And if ye 
salute your brethren only, what do ye 
more than others?’ he closed the book, 
folded his hands and cast down his 
eyes for a moment, while his lips 
moved. 

“‘Jokki,’ he said, ‘you are right; you 
will die more tranquilly than I, for I 
have never felt more keenly than now 
how little in accordance my life has 
been with the teachings of Jesus.’ 

“The vehicle which was to convey 
the two men to the place of execution 
was already waiting. The two Jap- 
anese officers arrived at the place of ex- 
ecution, impassive as ever. Still, it 
could be seen that the colouel was a 
prey to painful reflection. Both of 
them lighted cigarettes and asked that 
they should not be bound to the stakes. 
The commandant took two handker- 
chiefs from his pocket and handed 
them to the Japanese officers. The 
colonel bound his eyes himself. Jokki 
disdainfully refused to do so, saying 
he desired to see how they maneu- 
vered. A dozen soldiers were posted 
in front of the colonel, a dozen others 
in front of the captain. 

“If you have pity for these two un- 
happy men,’ said the commandant to 
the platoon detailed for the execution, 
‘aim straight at the heart—death will 
then be instantaneous.’ 

“The soldiers fired. Jokoka went to 
the left; Jokk!, without having winked 
an eyelash, fell forward. Both had 
been killed instantiy. Our good sol- 
diers had had pity for them.” 

My companion punctuated these last 
words with a groan. He had inyolun- 
tarily moved his wounded knee. 

“Confounded Japanese!” he cried. “In 
what way have they dressed my 
wounded knee? But no matter. 
does not prevent my regretting the 
death of Jokoka and Jokki.” 

And seeing this victim of Japanese 
bullets so strongly moved by the death! 
of the two spies of the enemy, I re- 
called the words of the Russian painter 
Verestchagin, that the valor of both: 
combatants was the most serious ob- 
stacle to the war. And, indeed, why 
kill one another when either side es- 
teems the other?

Goon “AFTERNOON. 


It hardly seems possible that the dif- 
ferent wards of the city could make so 
many relative changes in valuation in 
the fourteen years of the city as noted 
in the Ledger. Only three years since 
1888 were quoted, yet Ward Four oc- 
cupied a different place each year and 
so did Ward Six. Ward One alone 
continued in one place, at the head of 
the column. It is not probable that 
the wards will excnange places as 
frequently inthe next few years, perhaps 
not at all. Ward One is well entrenched 
in first place, and the Wollaston ward, 


which is second, has a valuation of a 
million dollars in excess of the other 
four. Wards Two and Six may have a 


close race for third place, and Wards 
Three and Four for fifth place. 


Whether it is bestfor the public to 
be dependent upon a few large concerns 
for its supplies of the necessities of life 
is a question which is beginning to at- 
tract serious attention. The present 
highly organized condition of important 
industries, as meat packing, food can- 
ning, coal mining, ete., may be the 
outcome of American genius and con- 
centration of capital, and so long as the 
machine runs smoothly, there may not 
be much reason for complaint. But 
the present strike of the butchers and 
the consequent stoppage of supplies, 
calls attention to the fact that there 
should be local supplies at hand for the 
public. Cattle may be raised in every 
state in the Union; with a little extra 
industry every owner of a plot of ground 
might raise his own vegetables. Pos- 
sibly the extreme of combines and 
trusts has been reached, and hereafter 
the individual will become more inde- 
pendent. 


Drift of Opinion. 


lg@-The beef strike is ended, and 
those who must have meat in hot 
weather can have their wants supplied. 
The dealers who raised the price of the 
commodity can now reduce it if they 
will, and meat bills resume their 
normal conditions. The packers ac- 
ceeded to the demands of the butchers 
and work is resumed, the slaughtering 
goes on as usual, and meatis packed 
and sold as before. The strike has | 
caused a drop in the consumption of 
meat, and whether it will be permanent, 
or enough to be noticeable remains to 
be seen, Most Americans eat more 
meat than their bodies require, and 
some consume more than is good for 
them. A vegetable diet will not answer 
as an exclusive bill of fare, but the 
strike bas brought out the injuiry 
whether or not we should endeavor to 
get along with less animal food. Since 
the strike began it has been demon- 
strated that people can get along with 
less than their former supply, and if 
this shall effect their marketing, the 
strike will not have been made in vain.

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Operatives Prepare For a Long | 
Contest at Fall River 


MILLOWNERS DENOUNCED 


Central Labor Union Pledges 


Moral and Financial Support-- 
Strike Said to Be Hopeless 


but Unavoidable 


Fall River, Mass., July 22.—The pre- 
vailing feeling among the cotton mill 
operatives, who on Wednesday night 
voted to strike on Monday next rather 
than submit to a 12% percent reduction 
in wages, is more bitter than at any 
time since the announcement by the 
mill owners. The meeting of the latter 
yesterday afternoon and their attitude 
are taken and accepted as a challenge 
by the operatives, and what little hope 
they may have had that the intention to 
cut wages might be reconsidered has 
now disappeared, and in its place there 
remains a determination on all sides to 
fight the matter to the bitter end. 

Operatives make the statement that 
with a 12% percent reduction the wages 
of many employes would be as low as 
$4.80 for a week’s work. How the 
merchants view the matter can be 
judged from the notices posted in the 
grocery stores and butcher shops an- 
nouncing that, beginning Monday, July 
25, business will be conducted on a 
strictly cash basis, in place the 
credit system now in vogue. 

The Central Labor union last night 
adopted scathing resolutions condemn- 
ing the cotton manufacturers, endors- 
ing the action of the operatives and 
pledging them its fullest financial and 
moral support. A committee of 28 
members, consisting of one from each 
union outside the textile workers, was 
appointed to work with the textile op- 
eratives and make appeals for aid to all 
affiliated unions throughout the United 
States. 

This places another strong fund at 
the disposal of the striking operatives, 
ynd within the next 24 hours the ma- 
chinery of the United Textile Workers 
of America will be set in motion and 
assistance will begin to arrive from all 
over the country. 

The executive committee of the Tex- 
tile council will, within the next 24 
hours, issue the formal strike order. 
The vote Wednesday night was taken 
with the understanding that should 
three out of the five unions declare fora 
strike all five would goout. The formal 
strike order will be in accordance with 
this agreement and by it the carders and 
spinners are bound to quit work, re- 
gardless of the fact that they voted 
against a strike. 

There are some who think a contest 
at this time to be ill-advised, holding 
that there is no possible chance for the 
operatives to win. The latter are will- 
ing to admit this, but they declare that 
they must offer some protest against 
conditions which have become unbear- 
able. They point: out that under the 
reduction of Jast November and the 
subsequent curtailment, weavers have 
been earning about $7 a week. That 
is not enough to supply the bare neces- 
sities for even the smallest family, and, 
it is said, to submit to a further reduc- 
tion of 12% percent would be ruinous. 

The general sentiment of the city 
seems to be one of sympathy for the op- 
eratives. The gravity of the situation 
is recognized, and business men are 
blue. A popular movement to induce 
the manufacturers to reconsider their 
action in making the reduction has been 
suggested, but has not yet taken defi- 
nite shape. 
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Another Strike Possible 

Pawtucket, R. I., July 22.—The weav- 
ers employed at the United States Cot- 
ton company’s plant at Central Falls, 
where notices were posted announcing 
a wage reduction to go into effect next 
Monday, have called a meeting of all j 
weavers and cloth room employes for 
tonight. At this meeting the opem- 
tives will decide whether to accept the 
reduction or declare a strike.

River strike is settled. 
Mrs Maybrick Joins Her Mother 
Rouen, July 22.—Mrs. Florence May- 
brick has arrived here from England. 
The greatest precauuons had been 
taken to keep her movements secret. 
Mrs. Maybrick was awaited at the sta- 
tion by her mother, Baroness DeRoques, 
with whom she drove to the house of the 
baroness, which is surrounded by high 
walls, completely shutting off the 
neighboring residences. Visitors to the 
house are refused admittance. 


Cyclone Levelied Church 

Augusta, July 22.—A storm of cy- 
clonic proportions swept the eastern 
and southern section of the city, doing 
great damage to property and injuring 
several people. A Baptist church was 
completely demolished and other build- 
ings were wrecked. One man was fa- 
tally injured and six other people hurt. 


Schooner on Bea of Rocks 

St. John, July 22.—Captain Scott of 
the schooner Morancy, from New York, 
reports that on July 19, as he was pass- 
ing Moospeckie light, Me., he saw a 
three-masted schooner well up on the 
rocks and apparently deserted. He 
thinks she was an American schooner. 
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STRIKERS RESUME WORK 


Packing Houses Cannot Re-em- 
ploy All Who Went Out 
Chicago, July 22.—All the big meat 
packing establishments of the country, 
where nearly 50,000 workmen went out 


on strike to enforce certain demands 
of the union, were thrown open to the 
strikers at 7 o’clock this morning and 
as many of the former employes as can 
be taken care of were putto work. The 
majority of the butchers were rein- 
stated teday, but it will be several days 
before all of the strikers will be given 
employment, as there is not enough live 
stock at some of the yards to require 
a full force of workmen. It is be- 
lieved that by Saturday night nearly all 
of the strikers will have been taken 
care of. 

In Chieago the non-union men en- 
gaged by the packers during the pro- 
gress of the strike and who caused the 
hitch in the negotiations for peace be- 
cause the packers insisted on retaining 
all who wished to remain at work in 
preference to reinstating all of the old 
men, seem likely to settle the question 
themselves. Whenthe news reached 
these men that the old men were to re- 
turn to work more than 500 of them quit 
work. It is not known how many more 
of the non-union men are still at work. 
The agreement with the union does not 
call for their discharge. 


Boodler’s Enemy Heads Ticket 

Jefferson City, Mo., July 22.—The 
Democratic state convention adjourned 
last evening after nominating Joseph 
W. Folk of St. Louis for governor and 
a full state ticket. A determined fight 
against bribery and the corruption of 
officials throughout the state was the 
keynote of the convention and the plat- 
form adopted stands for the stamping 
out of boodling and the prosecution of 
ecrruptionists to the bitter end. 


Writ of Error For Burton 

Washington, July 22.—Justice Brew- 
er of the United States supreme court 
has granted a writ of error-to the United 
States district court for the eastern 
district of Missouri, in the case of Sena- 
tor Joseph R. Burton, convicted at St. 
Louis of accepting a fee for services be- 
fore the postottice department while a 
member of the United States senate. 
The case will be reviewed by the 
United States supreme court. 


Kiely Takes Many Honors 

St. Louis, July 22.—In the Irish 
sports T. F. Kiely of the Greater New 
York Irish Athletie association was 
first in putting the 42-lb stone, putting 
the 56-Ib shot, throwing the 16-lb ham- 
mer, in the 120-yard hurdle and in the 
running, two hops and a jump, and 
second in the running long jump. J. 
J. Holloway of the same club was first 
in the running long jump and first in 
three standing jumps. 


Many Lives Were In Peril 

New York, July 22.—The survivors 
of the British ship Creedmoor, which 
was burned off Fire island Wednes- 
day, have arrived here from Wood's 
Hole, Mass., and they tell a terrible 
story of the perils of their escape from 
the burning vessel. One man was lost, 
but the captain and the other 18 men 
got away after some thrilling ex- 
periences. ‘The vessel was oil-laden. 


Excursionists Shaken Up 

New York, July 22.—Three hun- 
dred excursionists on the excursion 
steamer Howard Carroll were thrown 
into a panic when the boat collided 
with a barge in the bay. The Carroll 
was not badly damaged and no pas- 
senger Was seriously injured. The col- 
lision is thought to have resulted from 
a confusion of signals. 


Curses With His Last Breath 

Columbus, O., July 22.—Charles 
Stimmel, convicted of the murder of 
Joseph W. Shide, was electrocuted in 
the Ohio penitentiary this morning. 
His last words were: “I hope the curse 
of a dying man will follow the judge 
and prosecutor who sent me to the 
grave.” Stimmel was four times re- 
prieved by the governor. 


Government Is Interested 

Sydney, N. 8., July 22.—Deputy Min- 
ister King of the labor department at 
Ottawa is making an effort to bring 
about a settlement of the strike at the 
Dominion Iron and Steel company’s 
works. A resolution favoring $1.40 a 
day as the minimum rate of wages to 
be paid at the works is pending before 
the board of trade. 


Military Honors For Kruger 

London, July 22.—The government 
has informed Lord Milner, high com- 
missioner for South Africa, that any 
military honors he may consider proper 
to arrange in connection with the in- 
terment of the remains of former Presi- 
dent Kruger at Pretoria will bave the 
full sanction of the imperial govern- 
ment. 


Land Seekers In Plenty 

Yankton, S. D., July 22.—When regis- 
tration for the Rosebud reservation 
lands began yesterday there were 1500 
people in line. An all-day rain made 
waiting in line a rather dismal pro- 
ceeding. The total registration will be 
brought near the 50,000 mark by yester- 
day’s additions. 


Importer’s Terrible Fall 

New York, July 22—W. RB. Cunning- 
ham, an importer and dealer in burlap 
and jute yarns, fell through the eleya- 
tor shaft from the ninth floor to the 
basement of the building here and was 
fnstantly killed. Nearly every bone in 
his body was broken.

THE WATWA OF AFRICA. 


A Curious Tribe, Low Down In the 
Scale of Humanity. 

A hunter of big game in Africa gives 
a description of a tribe of natives. 
whom he found there, the Watwa. 
“These natives,” he says, “live in the 
swamps, their staple article of diet be- 
ing fish and flour made from the seed 
of the water lily, although during the 
rains they grow patches of cassava 
root and sweet potatoes at the edge 
of the swamp. ‘They smear their 
bodies with mud to protect them from 
mosquitoes and are extremely dirty 
and evil smelling in consequence. They 
are very low down fn the scale of hu- 
manity and have a bad reputation 
among tribes living on the high ground, 
which reputation they upheld during 
our visit. We engaged several Watwa 
natives as carriers, but they only came 
to see what they could steal. One day 
I shot a reed buck in sight of the 
camp and left two Watwa to carry it 
in while I went after a hartbeest, but 
I never saw elthersmen or buck again. 
It was no use following them into the 
swamps, as they knew every inch 
of the ground and water. They had 
small canoes hidden everywhere, and 
immediately they crossed a stream 
they sunk the canoe again where they 
alone knew where to find it. Our boys 
were afraid to follow them, as they 
used poisoned arrows and sometimes 
set poisoned stakes in the tracks lead- 
ing to their haunts.” 


DAME JULIANA BERNER. 


She Was a Fifteenth Century Author- 
ity on Fly Fiching. 

The first printed English book on 
angling was Dame Juliana Berner’s 
“Book of St. Albans,” which appeared 
about 1450, and contained a chapter 
entitled “A Treatyse on Fyshynnge 
With an Angle.” 

Fly fishing must have been practiced 
much earlier than this, as nothing but 
a gradual evolution could account for 
the complete lst of flies for the fish- 
ing months of the year which it gives. 

To Dame Berner belongs the honor 
of first telling that the salmon could 
be caught with the fly. She says: “Al- 
so ye may take hym, but it is seldom 
seen with a dubbe at such times as 
when he lepith in lyke fourme and 
manere as ye do a trought or a gray- 
ling.” Her knowledge seems more 
complete than could have been that 
of the original inventor, so that the 
time when fly fishing originated in 
British waters must remain uncertain. 

Dame Berner’s files will kill trout 
today, and her twelve were the foun- 
dation of those of which Izaak Wal- 
ton said quaintly in 1653: “Thus have 
you a jury of flies, likely to betray 
and condemn all the trouts in the 
river.” 


LOGGERHEADS. 


This Name Is Given to Some Turtles 
and Other Animals. 

The giant turtles which are found 
along the Atlantic coast and frequently 
in southern waters in great numbers 
are known as loggerheads. They com- 
monly attain a weight of 1,600 pounds, 
are rapid swimmers and are often seen 
far from land, floating asleep upon the 
waves. 

Carnivorous by nature these huge 
tortoises feed on crabs and fish, espe- 
cially on a large species of conch, which 
they break open with their massive 
jaws. The flesh of this terrapin is 
leathery and oily, with a strong smell 
of musk. Young specimens are more 
palatable and are often on sale in the 
markets. 

A duck, as large as our goose, which 
is native of the shores of Tierra del 
Fuego and the Falkland isles is also 
called loggerhead, from its seeming 
stupidity and helplessness. 

In the West Indies this name is also 
given to two or three sorts of fly 
catchers.

Santa Anna was the greatest military 
leader the Mexicans have ever known. 
Santa Anna with 25,000 veterans went 
to the battle of Buena Vista with the 
avowed purpose of exterminating the 
entire army of the United States, and 
there was no doubt in the mind of 
Santa Anna that this great feat could 
be accomp.-shed with comparative 
ease. General Taylor, with his 5,000 
men, prepar 1 for the unequal contest, 
and not only defended himself success- 
fully, but won a substantial victory 
from his aggressive antagonists anl 
drove them from the battlefield of 
Buena Vista. 

Some time after the battle was fought 
and the Mexican war concluded Gen- 
eral Taylor was criticised for having 
made no preparations for the retreat 
of his army in the event of defeat. 
General Taylor promptly replied: “I 
made every preparation necessary for 
the battle of Buena Vista. I wrote my 
will, and so did nearly every man in 
my army. If we had not won that 
battle, we would have needed no lines 
of retreat. It was, from our stand- 
point, victory or annihilation. The only 
preparation necessary for the contin- 
gency of defeat at Buena Vista was 
that we should write our wills.” 


Cloths For Presents In Japan. 

Of one singularly attractive and dec- 
orative detail of Japanese daily life lit- 
tle is known in this country. Yet it 
touches all classes, from nobles to 
coolies—the use of present cloths. 
These are squares of all sorts of mate- 
rials, from twenty inches to two yards 
across.

After the presentation of 
the gift the cloth is removed and re- 
turned to the giver by a servant. These 
cloths are handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, and among them are 
found some of the finest specimens of 
the old embroidery and dyeing.

The sparrows 
are the only birds in the world which 
will not tolerate another feathered 
companion, even in a wide area. They 
are k@ling off and driving away the 
common birds, and fruits, vegetables, 
flowers—everything, in fact, in the in- 
sect burdened limbs bears witness to 
the intolerance of the sparrow.

The admission 
Was at this time as a rule a shilling,

China Gets the Credit For Having

The earliest makers of straw hate 
were unquestionably the Chinese 
Their work was by no means rough 
in character, but plaited and sewn to 
gether with considerable skill, as may 
be seen today in the neighborhood ot 
Canton. 

In Europe hats were first made in 
Paris by a Swiss so early as 1404, and 
we find mentioned among the entries 
of an inventory of the effects of Sh 
John Fastolfe, 1459, “four strawen 
hattes,” showing them to have been 
great rarities. Coryatt mentions them 
as worn in Provence, with a hundred 
seams, lined with silver and curiously 
worked. 

Tuscany, with Leghorn as a center, 
took up the work early in the fifteenth 
century and has maintained it with 
considerable skill ever since. Bedford: 
shire, with Dunstable and Luton as 
centers, has been the headquarters of} 
the industry in England ever since the 
early part of the seventeenth century

AMERICAN COLLEGES BEST. 


Consul Diederich Contrasts German 
Universities With Ours. 

That the practice of Americans seek- 

ing education abroad is barely holding 


| its own because of the increasing ex- 


cellence of American colleges is the 


| conclusion drawn from statistics show- 


ing American attendance at German 
colleges, submitted to the state depart- 
ment by United States Consul Diede- 
rich at Bremen, Germany, says @ 
Washington dispatch. 

Mr. Diederich says that the number 
of foreign students, especially of those 

from Russta, has steadily 
but a careful study of the at- 
tendance at the German universities 
seems to show that Americans have 
not been adding to this increase, 

There were only seven more Amert- 
cans enrolled last winter than there 
were four years ago—317 in all. 

“During the nineteenth century Ger- 
man universities led the world in eru- 
dition and scientific investigation and 
their great professors attracted many 
students from all parts of the world 
in quest of higher education,” says 
Mr. Diederich. “But times are alter- 


| ed. 


“Having myself been engaged in edu- 
cational work as an American college 
professor for a good part of my man- 
hood, I have naturally taken consider- 
| able interest In the life and work at 
the various institutions of learning in 
this country, and it is my impression 
that the facilities for higher education 
are improving in the United States 
much more rapidly than in Germany. 
Despite all our imperfections, one can- 
not but admire the great upward 
strides which the American system of 
education, from the humble district 
BCNOO! UP, Lac beom molting dnring the 
last few decades. 

“Aucrican odneational institutions 
are the best equipped in the world. &£ 
know but one German university that 
can claim to be up to the times in this 
regard, and it stands third in the list 
of attendance. There is steady progress 
all along the line of public instruction 
in the United States, and particularly 
in our higher class of universities.”

Plan of Wealthy Natives For 
T2xas Rice Lands. 


| THEY WILL SUPPLY THE CAPITAL 


Mikado's Subjects Belicve There Is a 


Great Future For the Industry In 


Texas—Baron Matsudaira Declares 
It Is Ideally Equipped For Rice 
Culture. 


The great future held out by the rice 
industry of the United States has be 
come the subject of considerable inter- 
est and discussion, and its ultimate 
success, especially in Texas, seems to 
be a foregone conclusion, says the New 
York Times. 

Already the Japanese have an eye to 
the possibilities existing in the Lone 
Star State and are advising the intro- 
duction of Japanese capital to take 
hold of the situation. They hope be- 
fore long that many Japanese of wealth 
and standing will become residents of 
the state. Baron Masanao Matsudaira, 
vice president of the imperial Japanese 
commission to the St. Louis expositton, 
who, in company with Jiro Harada, as- 
sistant commissioner, and H. Yama- 
waki, secretary to the minister of ag- 
riculture of Japan, visited the Stock Ex- 
change in New York a few days ago, 
is very much elated over the conditions 
he found existing in Texas when re 
cently visiting that state. In an inter- 
on the subject he expressed his 
views as follows: 

“I shall certainly 
recommending Texas to 


take pleasure in 
my country- 


|; men as a great country for the produc- 


tion of their staple. And I shall use 
my influence in inducing immigration 
to this country. There are now more 


| than 50,000 Japanese in America. Here- 


tofore our emigrants to America have 
been recruited from the lower ranks of 
I shall use my best 
endeavors in inducing a better class 
of emigrants. What Texas needs Is 
capital, and I think that Japanese cap- 
ital should take hold of the situation. 
I believe that within a reasonably short 
time many Japanese of wealth and 
standing will become residents of the 
state. 

“Three points especially impressed 
themselves upon my mind during my 
brief stay in the state. First, the char- 
acter of the country is especially adapt- 
ed to the production of rice. I never 
before saw so beautifully flat a coun- 
try, except in the Yangtsekiang valley, 
China. ‘These two sections are very 
similar and strike me as being espe 
clally adapted to rice culture. I have 
traveled all over the world, but have 
never seen any other country to cem- 
pare with them for the rice industry. 

“The next point that strikes me fa- 
vorably is the fact that Texas is so 
well adapted to irrigation. This is a 
great point in favor of the industry, 
and it can be used to advantage in in 
dAneing Japanese linuigiuuts tu Terao. 

“The third and last and most impor- 
tant point, perhaps, is the richness of 
I find that very little, if any, 
fertilizing is required for the produc- 
tion of rice in that state. 

“On the whole, I concur in the be- 
lief of Mr. Ichikawa, our agricultural 
and horticultural expert and chief in 
charge of the Japanese garden at the 
St. Louis fair, that Texas is a coming 
rice country.”

All the labor 
leaders declare that they will await 
today’s developments and that the pack- 
ers will have to make the request for a 
resumption of peace negotiations, as 
the unions have no intention at’ the 
present time of doing so. 

Preparations for the struggle which 
is expected to reach a climax before 
tomorrow were being made @ the dif- 
ferent packing plants all during Sun- 
day and far into the night. Dozens of 
representatives of the packing houses 
were scattered all over the country in 
search of men to fill the places of the 
strikers. 

Four trainloads of new employes 
were taken to the yards before dark- 
ness set in to join the non-union men al- 
ready established inside the plants. 
Cletks were initiated into new duties 
and employes who had been promoted 
from trades were returned to their 
former work to take the places of the 
regular workers who are expected to 
quit work. Stockades have been 
erected at all the different plants to 
protect men whose work exposes them 
to danger from mob _ violence. All 
through the stockyards there are not 
only evidences of preparation for along 
and bitter struggle, but superintend- 
ents of the packing establishments, po- 
ice officers and union leaders give ex- 
pression to anticipation of troublous 
times to come, 

In addition to the four trains filled 
with non-union men brought into the 
yards under police protection, many 
other trains loaded with men who had 
been secured were scheduled to arrive 
before daylight. With the number of 
men already installed within the stock- 
yards and the addition of clerks and 
office men to the killing rooms, work

It has also developed that 
commission men, during last week, 
bought all the livestock they could and 
shipped it to the country in the vicinity 
of Chicago to be fed until after the 
strike is settled. As soon as the strike 
is settled the intention is to rush this 
stock back to Chicago, when it is be- 
lieved exorbitant prices can be ob- 
tained. An estimate of the amount of 
livestock in the pens of the packers is 
5000 cattle, 9000 hogs and 3000 sheep. 

Instead of joining in the sympathetic 
strike the teamsters will make another 
effort to bring about an adjustment of 
the controversy by arbitration. This 
decision was reached late last night ata 
meeting of the joint council of Teams- 
ters’ unions throughout Chicago, who 
met to consider the endorsement of a 
decision reached by the packing house 
Teamsters’ union to quit work with the 
other allied unions. 

The decision of the stockyards 
teamsters was almost unanimous in 
favor of striking, but as it is necessary, 
according to the rules of the ‘Teamsters’ 
union, for the joint council to sanction 
any strike movement, all the union 
teamsters in the employ of the packers 
will remain at work during the struggle 
or until the joint council gives their 
permission to a strike should their ef- 
forts to settle the matter by concilia- 
tion today prove futile. 

The reason given by the teamsters’ 
council for their action is that they 
have never before been consulted in 
the present trouble and that, therefore 
before they would sanction a strike of 
the stockyard teamsters they wished to 
make an official investigation of the 
trouble before asking the international 
officers of the union to officially order 
the men on strike.

Man Killed a Woman as She} 


Sat In a Carriage 

Serlin, N. H., July 25.—The fact that 
Mrs. Spurgeon Lockhart, 30 years of 
age, had been shot and killed Saturday 
night at West Milan, 14 miles from here, 
became known in’ Berlin when John 
Green, aged 34, called at the police 
station and surrendered himself as the 
woman's slayer. So far the shooting 
has much of mystery about it. It is 
known that Mrs. Lockhart was shot 
while riding in a buggy near West 
Milan in company with a man whose 
name has not been learned. Green 
says he shot her with a rifle and de- 
clares that be killed her in a fit of 
jealousy and in a disordered state of 
mind, brought on by a drug which, he 
says, Mrs. Lockuart used to give him. 

Green was locked up on the strength 
of his own confession. ‘The local au- 
thorities plan to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the case in conjunction 
with the deputy sheriff at West Milan. 

Mrs. Lockhart died almost imme- 
diately after she had been wounded. 
The body was removed to a house near 
the scene of the shooting, and later to 
the home of her husband at West Milan. 
Mr. Lockhart is the proprietor of a 
livery stable and on? of the most prom- 
inent men in the village. 


Barber Killed a Customer

Struggle at Fall River 


THE NON-UNION ELEMENT 


Its Feeling Against Manufactur- 
ers as Bitter as Among Those 
Afliliated With Unions--Small 
Stores Forced to Close

than 25,000 cotton mill operatives on 
the other. 

The mill gates were opened at the 
usual time today, when the operatives 
Were given an opportunity to go to work 
under a wage reduction of 124 percent. 
The strike leaders say that there were 
not enough operatives applying for 
Work throughout the entire city to run 
even One mill, to say nothing of the 8U 
or more that are affected by the order 
to strike. The manufacturers, on the 
other hand, claim that the 2000 union 
men Who voted to strike do not repre- 
Sent the sertiment of the great body 
ef cotton mill employes. They give the 
total number of operatives on their 
pay roll as 25,680. This, of course, does 
not include the employes at the inde- 
pendent mills of M. C. D. Borden, which 
are not Involved. 

The talk heard on the streets indi- 
cates, however, that the feeling against 
the manufacturers is just as bitter 
among the non-union operatives as it is 


among those who are attiliated with 
labor organizations. It is not believed, 
however, that this feeling will cul- 


minute in acts of violence. 

In speaking of arbitration, a prom- 
inent member of the Manufacturers’ 
association said that he would welcome 
any plan by which the mills could be 
kept in operation, but he added that be 
could not understand the prevailing 
feeling of bitterness. 

The only possible break in the ranks 
of the strikers is looked for at the 
Border City mills. These mills, which 
normally employ 775 operatives, have 
not been operated for two months, and 
the people who were employed there 
are desperate from want. 

Regarding the non-union element, 
the strike leaders believe that if it ear 
be demonstrated for two weeks that 
the non-union operatives can live on 
strike benetits as well, if not better, 
than on the wages paid by the mills, 
the strike can be prolonged indetinitely. 

The police have made but little 
preparations for handling the crowds 
of strikers, believing that there will 
be no violence. Officers have been in- 
structed to watch the mill gates, but 
they must take no part in any discus- 
sion unless there is a breach of the 
peace, 

Both sides are thoroughly prepared 
for the struggle. The operatives have 
been ordered to report at meetings to be 
held at the various union headquarters. 

Several small stores, patronized 
chiefly by the operatives, have been 
obliged to close, owing to the abrupt 
falling off of trade, and on all sides an 
alarming decrease in business has been 
shown. ‘The trolley lines to the various 
parks have been deserted and the ex- 
cursion boats leaving the city are 
carrying very few passengers, 

Special strike orders were issued to 
the police last night and notice given 
that no leaves of absence would be 
granted until the strike has been set- 
tled. Vacations for superior officers 
have been ordered postponed unti] the 
strike bas been settled. 


Hub Bakers Still on Strike

Briton. Burst Tires to Prove 
Machine Can Be Managed. 


| PUNOTURES NOT DEEMED SERIOUS

ments to Prove His Contention by 


Edge Makes Daring Experi- 


Driving Over Broken Bottles, Steel 
Chisels and Long Iron Spikes at 
Crystal Palace Grounds In London, 


So much has been printed in news- 
papers recently about serious accidents 
having happened to automobiles 
through puncturing of tires or the tires 
coming off that S. F. Edge of England, 
a well known automobilist, determined 
to take the matter up and show how 
misleading were such statements, 
and that accidents from such causes 
need never occur in properly construct- 
ed automobiles provided they were sent 
out on journeys in sound condition, 
Says a London cable dispatch to the 
New York Herald. 

With this in view he gave a very in- 
teresting exhibition in the Crystal 
palace grounds the other afternoon. 
He used a fifteen horsepower touring 
car and the racer in which he contest- 
ed for the international cup recently in 
Germany. 

For the purpose of bursting the tires 


the track was laid with broken bottles, 
broken steel chisels and long tron 
spikes driven into wooden blocks. The 


tires were burst while the cars were 
driven at full speed over the track, 
but the cars went straight on their 
way as if nothing was wrong with the 
wheels, 

The most exciting experiment was 
when Mr. Edge, having cut the inner 
cases of a rear tire of his racer, dashed 
up and down the track with the view 
of showing the effect of casting a tire, 
but to make the tire fly off was no 
@asy matter. He jerked the car from 
side to side and made it swerve violent- 
ly as if turning a sharp curve, but it 
was not until after many attempts that 
the tire did leave the wheel, when the 
car continued the journey with a front 
defiated tire and a rear tireless rim. 

Mr. Edge said only a slight diminu- 
tion in the speed brought to his notice 
the fact that the tire had gone, but 
when questioned as to the danger of 
the spokes breaking, as in the case 
of an accident which resulted in the 
death of Sir William Rattigan, Mr. 
Edge said: 

“When the spokes are of sound oak 
there cap be no strain put upon them 
in the cars turning corners which the 
wheels ought not to be able to with- 
stand. In the Rattigan case the chauf- 
feur had already had a collision with 
a bank, which must have started the 


spokes, but an automobile starting 
sound on a journey can’t come to 
grief.” 


There was one Ganger in the future, 
however. The supply of well seasoned 
oak cut the proper way for automobile 
wheels was falling short of the de- 
mand, and unless well seasoned wood 
was used there was undoubtedly dan- 
ger of the wheels giving way unless 
carefully watched and periodically 
screwed up, as he found they shrank, 
but even then only carelessness could 
Tesult in any serious accident. 


Confederate Claima, 

The war department is paying old 
Confederate claims at a great rate, 
says a Washington dispatch to the New 
York Tribune. Recently congress ap- 
propriated $225,000 for the reimburse- 
ment of Confederate soldiers who had 
lost their horses or side arms on their 
way home after Lee’s surrender, The 
terms offered by General Grant Includ- 
ed the protection of the Confederate 
soldiers against the loss of their ant- 
mals or pistols on thelr way back to 
their homes. Some of the command in 
Tennessee and Georgia encountered 
northern troops who deprived them of 
their horses and arms. That was in 
1866, since which time there bas been 
an annual effort made to have the 
money value of the property restored 
to Lee’s men. The quartermaster gen- 
eral’s office has now paid out $151,839.- 
70 on account of these claims, and 
there is likely to be a further appro- 
priation made next session to continue 
the discharge of the obligation. It is 
surprising to the authorities that so 
many of the claimants survive and that 
so few are represented by heirs. 


Japanese Scouting With Telephones, 
“Scouting with the aid of the tele- 
phone has become one of the features 
of modern warfare, and is now being 
made use of by the Japanese,” says the 
Western Electrician. ‘‘I'wo scouts pro- 
ceed from the lines toward the enemy. 
One, the observer, is a skilled army 
officer, who makes the observations, 
which are transmitted back to head- 
quarters through a telephone line paid 
out from a reel carried by an electri- 
cian of the signal corps. A ground re- 
turn is used, the ground being made by 
thrusting a bayonet or hatchet into the 
earth and attaching one end of the line 
to it. The electrician carries a battery 
on his back. He also makes the con- 
nections and does the talking. A spe- 
cial conductor is used, whieh will stand 
rough usage. In this manner a scout 
may be able to stay out a long time 
and give valuable information without 
being obliged to make a number of 
Yazardous trips to the front.”

the different packing plants, together 
with several hundred employes of the 
Union Stockyards and Transit company, 
quit work in response to the general 
order for a sympathetic strike. 

A new phase of the strike situation 
developed whén notice was given by 
the unions to the independent packers 
at the stockyards that their men would 
not be allowed to handle animals which 
had been handled in any way by non- 
union men. It is necessary for these 
independent concerns to take all of 
their livestock into the yards over 
union stockyard runways, where the 
stock must be handled by 
men, since the union men employed by 
the stockyards company in this line of 
work are among the employes who 
joined the sympathetic strike. The 
ultimatum of the unions leaves the in- 
dependent packers no alternative but 
to receive their livestock directly from 
the country or close business entirely. 
A meeting of the independent packers 
was held last night to map out some 
plan of action, but no definite conclu- 
sion was reached. 

Before peace negotiations had been 
broken off yesterday representatives of 
the Teamsters’ union, as had been 
agreed on, were in conference with the 
packers in an effort to arrange some 
sort of settlement which would pre- 
vent a spread of the strike. At this 
meeting the packers were asked to con- 
cede that the first peace agreement, 
signed last Wednesday and which was 
later repudiated by the strikers, when 
a second strike was called, be con- 
sidered null and void and that the pack- 
ers submit a new proposal for peace 
terms. The committee also advised 
the packers that the striking butchers 
would stand by last Saturday's demand, 
which was that all men be reinstated 
within 10 days or their cases be sub- 
mitted to immediate arbitration; all 
butchers and casing men to be taken 
back within 48 hours after work was 
resumed. 

No progress toward a settlement was 
made at the conference and the teams- 
ters’ committee retired to consider a 
new proposition. Immediately on the 
return of the teamsters’ committee to 
union headquarters they entered into 
a conference with the representatives 
of the allied trades to consider a pro- 
posal which had been submitted to the 
unions by the packers. In the meet- 
ing between the teamsters and the 
packers the packers offered to change 
the time of reinstating all strikers from 
45 days to 85 days. They made no 
concessions other than this and this 
proposal was submitted to the allied 
trades committee. President Donnelly, 
however, refused to consider the pro- 
posal, and all hopes of an immediate 
settlement was lost.

permission to call a sympathetic strike 
of the teamsters, the last union to re- 
frain from joining the struggle against 
the packers. 

Despite the sympathetic strike, all 
the plants are working regular time, 
although at a reduced capacity. The 
predicted meat famine is brought still 
closer. Practically all the reserve 
stock in the storehouses is said to haye 
been exhausted and the retail markets 
are having some difficulty in securing 
sufficient meat to accommodate cus- 
tomers. Restaurant keepers are hav- 
ing trouble in getting full meat sup- 
plies. In a few cases the butchers 
have no meat of any kind. Some of the 
best known restaurants in Chicago 
threaten to eliminate meat entirely 
from bills of fare in case the market

World’s Fair Ferris Wheel. 


The great Expositions held during 
the last fifteen years have produced two 
marvellous examples of engineering 
and constructive ability. One of these, 
the Eiffel Tower, was designed and 
built by a Frenchman at Paris for the 
Exposition of 1889; tbe other, the 
Ferris Wheel, was designed and built 
by the late George W. G. Ferris for the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago, in 1895. 

Paris again held a great Exposition 
in 1900 but failed to produce any feature 
to take the place of the Eiffel Tower. 
In America, St. Louis, in 1904, planned 
and produced the greatest Exposition 
the world has ever seen. Scores of 
attempts were made to invent something 
more wonderful and more attractive 
than the Ferris Wheel, but as Paris 
failed to outdo her own Eiffel Tower, 
so did St. Louis fail to equal the far- 
famed Ferris Wheel of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition of 1893. Ar- 
rangements were accordingly made to 
bring the Ferris Wheel to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and it was given 
a location near the geographical center 
of the grounds. 

A brief resume of the dimensions and 
description of the Ferris wheel may be 
interesting. The wheel is built upon 
the bicycle principal, with immense 
tension spokes, 3 inches in diameter. 
The wheel is 250 ft. in diameter and 
stands 265 ft. high. In reality it is 
two wheels securely braced together. 
Between the outer rims of these wheels 
the eleven-ton cars are suspended on 
6 1-2 in. pins, 6 ft. long. These cars 
are 13 ft. wide, 26 ft. long, 9 ft. high 
and will carry 60 persons each. There 
are 36 of them, so the total capacity of 
the wheel is 2,160 persons. At several 
times in its history the wheel has been 
filled to its capacity. The axle

A FIGHT FOR SUPREMACY 


The day passed quietly and so did the | 


evening and so, in all probability, will 
the succeeding days of the strike, for 
the reason that the opposition to the 
strike on the part of operatives {is so 
slight as to be hardly noticeable. 

The mill owners and their operatives 
are determined in the struggle for su- 
premacy and few will predict the out- 
come, With the strikers it is simply a 
question of bow long they can do with- 
out their wages and exist on strike 
benefits. On the part of the owners 
it is but a matter of how long they can 
afford to have their mills closed down 
at a time when the cotton and cloth 
market is not at its best. A portion 
of one mill operated until noon and at 
another mill some 20 men worked all 
day. 

When the mill yates were opened in 
the morning less than 300 out of an 
army of some 26,000 operatives 
ported for work. 

The Bourne and Narragansett mills 
opened at the usual hour, but when the 
operatives came out at the noon hour 
a large force of strikers was on hand 
and their arguments were so effective 
that not enough workers returned to 
the Bourne mills to operate the plant 
and the mills were closed at 2:30 o'clock. 
Only a score of employes returned to 
the Narragansett mill. 

Neither the officers of the Textile 
council or the mill owners will make a 
statement, the situation, in their opin- 
ion, showing little or no change. 

It costs a cotton manufacturing cor- 
poration operating 100,000 spindles in 
this city about $1000 a week to remain 
idle. As there are 2,300,000 spindles 
represented in the manufacturers’ 
agreement, the minimum cost on the 
mills of a long-continued strike will be 
not less than $23,000 a week. This esti- 
mate takes into account nothing save 
the salaries of men who must be paid, 
such as watchmen, firemen, engineers, 
superintendents, treasurers, etc., and 
does not include any losses from broken 
or delayed contracts. Fixed charges, 
like insurance, taxes, interest, ete., 
must be met whether the mills run or 
not. A curtailment of production has 
gone on here since March, amounting

STATE DOUBTFUL 


So Thinks Col. pane of National 
Democratic Committee. 


New York, July 26—At a meeting of 
the Democratic National Committee at 
the Hoffman House today Col. William 
A. Gaston of Boston, the Massachusetts 
member, was hopeful of carrying his 
State for Parker and Davis next fall. 
In an interview he said in part: 

‘‘Any man who in his estimate of 
the for President in November 
next puts down Massachnsetts as surely 
Republican makes a mistake, based 
either upon a blind desire to claim Re- 
publican success without regard to 
facts or upon ignorance of the present 
political conditions in this State. 

“On the basis of the presidential 
votes of 1506 and 1900 or of the guber- 
natorial votes between those years, there 
would seem, it is true, to be no hope 
for the Democracy of Massachusetts; 
but the votes of those years, when the 
platform of the party declared for, and 
its candidate stood for, a measure 
which, rightly or wrongly, alarmed and 
antagonized a large proportion of its 
voters, it is not at all indicative of the 
present strength of the party or of the 
probable result of the presidential vote 
of the State in 1904. The yote of the 
last two years is a much more valuable 
criterion, taking inte consideration the 
circumstances under which it was 
polled. 

‘*For every ten votes polled by the 
Republicans in the State in 1903 about 
eight and one-fifth Democratic votes 
were cast with substantially enough 
voters casting their votes for the candi- 
dates of other parties to have turned the 
election ; one can imagine bow close the 
fight was, and how doubtful the State 
has become, ”’

FIFTEEN HOURS’ FIGHT

Talk of the battlefield, the horror of | 


lying out at night slowly bleeding to 
death! I have been through it. Ney- 
ertheless I once had a worse experi- 
ence. I came out of the Spanish- 
American war alive, which is saying a 
great deal, recovered my health, then 
went to work as clerk in a mercantile 
house, 

One morning I went up into the loft 
to hunt for some goods that had been 
stored there. In the center of the loft, 
which was open from end to end and 
side to side, stood a huge tank through 
which flowed the water that supplied 
the building. I mounted a platform 
on which it stood and looked down on 
the water, the surface being some five 
feet below the top. 
was a toy boat—how it came there I 
don't know—and it occurred to me to 
take it home to my little boy. It was 
in the center of the tank, and instead 
;of getting something with which to 
draw it nearer I leaned over and reach- 
ed for it. I lost my balance and fell in. 

I found the water to be up to my 
| chest, but noticed a mark which indi- 
cated that the overflow point was 
about to feet above my head. Next 
1 noticed that the water was running 
|} in faster than it was running out. Had 
I known how to swim or float I would 
have had only to wait till it came up to 


myself out. But I was helpless in water 
over my head. Therefore when the 
surface reached a point above my 


breathing apparatus I would be 
drowned. 
Now, when I was bleeding my Ife 


; AWay on that battlefield I soon became 
unconscious, and that was the end of 
mental or physical suffering for the 
time at least, for the ambulance corps 
came along and took me in. But In the 
tank I had my full faculties—that is, 
for appreciation of my horrible situa- 
tion. Had I been cool I might have hit 
on an expedient for saving myself, but 
as it was it only occurred to me to 
shout for help. I might as well have 
shouted on the Inside of a hermetically 
sealed boiler. There was no one on the 
floor, and even if the sound could have 
got out of the tank it could not have 
reached the floor below, which was 


of | Shut off by a trapdoor. 


It occurred to me to make some way 
for the water to escape as fast as it 
flowed in. I put by hand in my pocket 
to get out my knife, with which to cut 
a hole just below the surface. Luckily 
it was there. I opened the only blade 
The tank was of 
pine, and I made progress. I had cut a 
hole the size of my little flanger when 
the blade snapped. The outflow reduced 
the speed of the rise, making it ex- 
tremely slow. I dived several times, 
hoping to recover the lost blade, but 
failed signally. I made a water mark 
on the side of the tank and found that 
the water was rising, according to my 
uncertain estimate, but about an inch 
an hour. I had only prolonged my suf- 
ferings. 

By this time the water was up to my 
chin. I was completely unnerved. In 
battle I had commanded my company 
and was so intent upon keeping my 
men up to thelr work that I felt no 
fear whatever. Yet here I was needing 
all my faculties to save my life, and I 
had lost control of them. As the water

BIRTHPLACE JOHN ADAMS. 

Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic socities admitted free, although con- 
tributions‘are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 


BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 

Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance.

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Chuich. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rey. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmoci and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of \the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her sor, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 


startedl to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 
é DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Closed for repairs, but soon to 
be opened to the public by the Society of 
Colonial Dames, the new owners. 


PRESIDENTS LANE. 
Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 


near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great ¢ pth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore 
River Ship and Engine Company where 
warships are being built for the 
government.

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NAVY YARD LAUNCH. | 


President Roosevelt Expected and 
Miss Alice May Christen. 


One of the attractions in Boston dur- 
ing Grand Army week will the launch- 
ing of the training ship Cumberland at 
the Charlestown navy yard, Aug. 17 at 
5.30 o'clock. 

As it is the first ship of .any size to 
be lauched there in over a decade, an 
especially attractive program is being 
arranged. The launching is to be on the 
day following the great Grand Army 
parade. According to all plans, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be in the city on 
that day, aud it is the hope of Senator 
Lodge to induce the President to re- 
main over one day and witness the 
launching. If he is accompanied by 
his ‘daughter, Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
Capt. George F. F. Wilde, commandant 
of the yard, will invite her to christen 
the ship by cracking a bottle of cham- 
pagne an her bow. No one has yet 
been selected to christen the ship, in 
view of this possibility. 

Besides the President, Goy. Bates, 
his staff and other state and municipal 
dignitaries will be invited, as well as 
navy officers at the yard and other 
stations in New England. It is intend- 
ed to make the launch an especially 
notable event. At that time Capt. 
Wilde will have been raised to the rank 
of a rear admiral, and his pennant will 
fly from the station ship, the U.S. S. 
Wabasb. 

Grand Army posts in Charlestown, 
as well as other posts, will be invited 
to participate in the celebration. A 
great parade of veterans and marines 
and jackies now on the various ships 
in the yard, as well as the famous 
training ship Hartford, with the torpe- 
do boats which will be in the harbor 
that week, will add color and splendor 
to the occasion. 

The Marine band will furnish music, 
and it is planned to have Peter Norton, 
ashipkeeper in the yard, one of the 
surviving members of the Cumberland, 
raise the flag. Grand Army veterans 
themselves are taking an active interest.

Hon. W. L. Douglas to Present Hos- 
pital a Surgical Building. 


Brockton is fortunate in having a gen- 
erous as well as a successful manufact- 
urer.

Mr. George Clarence Holmes, 
president of the hospital, said this 
morning that it was possible that the 
plans which had been made for the 
building of the Welcome H. Wales 
memorial ward might have to be 
changed on account of Mr. Douglas’ 
offer. This matter will be discussed at 
the meeting of the trustees which has 
been called for Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Douglas’ generous gift has been 
commented upon by many since it was 
announced. He was the first man who 
ever gave the hospital as much as $1000 
and has always been greatly interested 
in the institution.

The suggestion of the Daily Ledger 
to make City Square, Quincy, the ter- 
minus of all car routes, and run frequent 
cars between there and the Dudley Street 
terminal of the Boston Elevated meets 
with favor not only among the Quincy 
business men, but among some of the 
railway men. 

If this plan was adopted the operation 
of the cars would be facilitated by two 
loops around the Stone church in City 
Square. The inner with as few 
switches as possible, for the exclusive 
use of the Boston cars. The outer loop 
for the use of all other routes. There 
could be two connections between the 
two loops, that Boston cars could go to 
any route or vice versa. 

Thus the cars from Boston would 
come on Hancock street as far as Tem- 
ple street, and return through Temple 
and Washington streets without delay 
and without changing trolleys or seats. 

The cars from East Milton, Brockton 
and Weymouth Landing would come to 
Temple street and thence take the outer 
loop through Temple and Washington 
streets and return by Hancock street 
direct. 

The cars from East Weymouth and 
Nantasket would come direct to Han- 
cock street, (the former going to the 
depot as at present) and returning 
through Temple street. 

The cars from Houghs Neck would go 
to Saville streetas at preseut but return 
through Temple street. 

Of course it would be necessary to 
have a new layout of tracks and switcbes 
around the cbureh, and short double 
tracks would be desirable on Hancock 
street to Granite street, on Washington 
to Foster, and on Coddington to Spear 
street, to keep the outer loop free from 
standing cars, 

Such a layout as this would allow 
cars to go directly and easily from one 
route to another. Cars from West 
Quincy could berun withoutany changes 
to Quincy Point, Houghbs Neck, or even 
Braintree or Boston. with other 
routes.

International Law Regarding 


Ships With Contraband 


ENGLAND TAKING ACTION 


Cabinet Formulating Demands 
to Be Made Upon Russian Gov- 
ernment For Sinking of the 


Knight Commander 


Washington, July 27.—In the absence 
of action by the department of state in 
the case of any of the Russian seizures 
and sinkings, it appears that the last 
official word on tue subject indicating 
the position of the government is that 
contained in the proclamation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of Feb. 11 last, just 
after the outbreak of the war. 

This was a little different from the 
ordinary neutrality proclamation and, 
in addition to enjoining citizens of the 
United States to refrain from organiz- 
ing military expeditions in aid of the 
belligerents, contained a statement 
making clear to mercantile and ship- 
ping interests the president's view that 
it is not in violation of United States 
law to ship contraband, but that it 
must be shipped at the owners’ risk and 
is subject to seizure. 

While there is no authority for de- 
claring positively, in advance of an 
actual test case, the policy of the state 
department respecting the recent seiz- 
ure and sinking of vessels with Amer- 
ican cargoes, attention may be drawn to 
the fact that in the latest edition of 
Hall International Law, a British work 
held in the highest esteem here as an 
authority, the doctrine is laid down 
without qualification that a neutral ship 
must not be sunk by a belligerent; that 
if the detained vessel cannot be sent to 
port she must be released and must not 
be sunk. This doctrine bears pre- 
cisely upon the case of the Knight Com- 
mander so far as the facts are known. 


WITHOUT EXCUSE 


Russia Violated International 
Law by Sinking Ship 
London, July 27.—The British 
ernment is taking energetic action in 
the case of the sinking of the British 
steamer Knight Commander by the 
Viadivostok squadron. All informa- 
tion received by the government tends 
to establish in the ofticial mind a belief 
that an outrage has been committed for 
which no excuse exists in international 
law. Those aware of the feelings of 
the ministry say that all the members 
of the cabinet are in accord regarding 
the principle of the invoilability of in- 
nocent neutral shipping, as well as upon 
the principle that a neutral ship cannot 
be destroyed even if carrying contra- 
band of war. 

The demands which will be made 
upon the Russian government will in- 
clude compensation to the owners of 
the ship and to the owners of the goods 
on board the Knight Commander, an 
apology for the action of the Russian 
cruisers and an agreement that in- 
structions be given which will prevent 
a repetition of such act. 

British ship owners are up in arms 
over the dangers which shipping is now 
running and are bombarding the goy- 
ernment with representations looking 
to the thorough protection of their in- 
terests.

The preceding determined attack on 
Tantchi, 10 miles southeast of Tatche- 
kiao, probably rendered the evacuation 
of the latter place impelative. In 
anticipation of a retirement from 
Tatchekiao orders were sent July 25 
to the Russian garrison at Yin Kow 
to withdraw. 

\considerable nervousness is mani- 
fested here by those not in the secrets 
of the Russian commander-in-chief, 
especially as Kuropatkin himself points 
out the danger threatening his line of 
communication to the north, owing to 


the development of the Japanese ad- 


vance from Saimatsze toward Mukden. 
If this column be pushed home and the 
Japanese cordon should at the same 
time be tightened from the south and 
east, Kuropatkin’s danger would be 
easily conceivable and consequently 
there is already talk of his preparing 
to meet this danger by withdrawing to 
Mukden and there awaiting further re- 
inforecements.

Sudbury, Ont., July 27.—Rear Ad- 
miral H. C. Taylor, U. 8S. N., who 
commanded the Indiana at the battle of 
Santiago, died at Copper Cliff hospital 
last night of peritonitis.

adjourned at St. Louis, it has 
known ever since that only the decree 
of Judge Parker in favor of 
other man, or the consent of Senator 
Gorman to accept the place, could pre- 
vent the selection of Taggart. Neither 
of these contingencles arose and the 
Indiana man was unanimously chosen 
to a place for which he long has had 
aspirations. 

Although the vote was unanimous, it 
Was not until after it was actually in 
progress that opposition to Taggart's | 
selection was withdrawn. Beginning 
with the return of Senator Gorman, 
former Senator Hill, former Senator 
Jones and other Democratic leaders 
Monday evening, and lasting up to the 
Inoment when the committee was called 
to order, the strongest possible effort 
was made to bring Gorman into the 
field or to arrange a combination that 
would place some one besides Taggart 
at the head of the committee. 

Almost continuous conferences were 
held, intimations of great financial ad- 
vantages to the party were made and 
many expedients were suggested, even 
to delaying the election until after the 
committee’s visit to Judge Parker, in 
order to defeat Taggart. But nothing 
could change the determination of his 
friends to force an election and, if the 
opposition had any reality, to compel 
a show of strength. Failing to secure 
either of the necessary conditions to de- 
feat Taggart, the opposition acqui- 
esced and the proceedings of the com- 
mittee were brief and harmonious. 

The contest for the other officers cre- 
ated only a slight diversion and aif- 
ferences regarding them, which were 
somewhat spirited for a few days past, 
were easily adjusted. 

The most important action of the 
committee, aside from the selection of 
a chairman, was that of arranging for 
a committee or committees to manage 
the campaign. A proposition sub- 
mitted to Mr. Sheehan, slightly modi- 
fied upon the suggestion 
Bailey, was adopted. 
is as follows: 

That the chair be authorized to ap- 
point not to exceed two vice cbair- 
men, as his judgment may determine; 
that the chair be authorized to appoint 
an executive committee of not less than 
five nor more than seven members; 
that the chair be authorized to appoint 
a finance committee of not less than 
three nor more than five members, and, 
if in the judgment of the chair, these 
two committees should be amalga- 
mated into an executive committee, 
then the executive committee shall be 
composed of seven members; that if 
at any time the exigencies of the cam- 
paign should, in the judgment of the 
executive committee and the chairman 
of the national committee, require it, 
or if it becomes advisable to increase 
the number, that they may select addi- 
tional members, not more than one 
from any one state, as members of said 
executive committee; that in conform- 
ity with a resolution adopted by the 
last Democratic national convention, 
the members of said executive and 
finance committees may be selected 
from outside the membership of the na- 
tional committee. 

Under this resoluiion Chairman Tag- 
gart will select campaign managers. It 
is taken for granted that he will be 
the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, as that custom is always fol- 
lowed.

The number of deaths recorded with 
the City Clerk for the first six months 
of this year was 201 against 199 for the 
corresponding period last year. Taking 
into consideration the natural increase 
in population the returns show that 
Quincy is a healthy place to live in. Es- 
timating the population at 50,000 the 
death rate is a little rising 15 per 1000, 

Since July 1 there have been 23 deaths 
recorded, making the total 223 to July 
25. The total number for the corres- 
ponding period last year was 224. 

The actual number of deaths in the 
city was some under 201 for the six 
months, as ‘‘recorded death’’ include 
those brought from out of town for 
burial, so that the actual death rate is 


even less.

VIEWS OF PACKERS 


Willing to Stand by Agreement 
Made With Labor Unions 


VIOLATION BY LATTER 


Conference With Board of Ar- 
bitration Without Result-- 
Grain Broker Takes the Mat- 
ter In Hand 


July 28.—“We had an 
agreement with Mr. Donnelly’s or- 
ganization and the allied trades which 
they have failed to live up to, and un- 
der the circumstances we do not care

to make any further agreements with 
them.” 

This is the statement which 
signed by the representatives of the 
packers and handed to the members of 
the state board of arbitration last night 
at the end of a conference betweeu the 
two bodies, held at the request of the 
state board in an endeavor to bring 
about another meeting between the 
packers and tke strikers. 

The packers received the state board 
courteously and listened to their argu- 
ments for a peaceable adjustment of 
the difticulty. The announcement that 
the packers were opposed to any further 
peace negotiations with the strikers 
wus handed to the board by Messrs. 
Meeker and Connor, both of the Armour 
company, who represented the packers. 

While from their statement it would 
appear that the packers are opposed to 
meeting the strikers again on any 
terms, such is not the case. At the last 
couference between the strikers and 
the packers the latter informed the 
unlon leaders that at any time they ex- 
pressed a desire to live up to the 
original arbitration agreement, signed 
a week ago yesterday, which provided 
for the reinstatement of the striking 
butchers inside of 45 days and for all 
grievances to be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, the packers would be willing to 
renew the agreement. The contention 
of the packers {fs that this agreement is 
still in force, and as they are unwill- 
ing to offer any further concessions to 
the strikers they say a renewal of 
peace negotiations with the hope of se- 
curing better erms would be useless. 

The labor leaders claim that when the 
butchers went on the second strike be- 
cause of alleged discrimination by the 
packers in hiring the old employes, the 
arbitration agreement was nullified and 
that it is necessary to sign a new agree- 
ment before a_ settlement can be 
reached. 

After last night’s conference with the 
state board of arbitration Manager 
Meeker of Armour & Co. said that the 
packers were still willing to live up to 
the terms of the original agreement, 
but that the initiative would have to be 
taken by the strikers.

Notwithstanding the failure to bring 
the contesting parties together once 
more, another attempt, it {s said, will be 
made to arrange a conference between 
the packers and the strikers. James H. 
Walker, a grain broker, is the man who 
proposes to do what the state board of 
arbitration failed to accomplish. 
Walker was in consultation last night 
with the leaders of the allied trades 
unions and several of the packers, He 
stated that it was his firm belief that 
before tonight he would be able to an- 
nounce that his mission had been a 
success. 

“Police rule” has been declared in tue 
stockyards district. Beginning yes- 
terday afternoon no one was allowed to 
traverse the streets in the vicinity of 
the stockyards unless good cause could 
be shown for doing so. This toa great 
extent put a stop to the picketing by 
the strikers, which had been going on 
all day up to the time the order was 
given. When night came the police 
were complete masters of the situation 
ip the district. No one was allowed to 
loiter in the streets and any person, 
whether a striker or not, who stopped 
near the entrances to the yards was 
sure to be told to “move on.” 

At least 1000 new employes were 
taken into the yards yesterday and put 
to work. A conservative estimate of 
the number of animals slaughtered by 
the different plants placed it about one- 
half the amount disposed of under 
normal conditions. 

An unexpected complication arose 
last night when the freight handlers 
employed at the stockyards station of 
the Chicago Junction railroad went on 
strike. The men gave as their reason 
for quitting work their unwillingness to 
handle meat turned out by non-union 
workmen in the packing plants. Their 
decision to go on strike is a severe blow 
to the packers, as the greater portion 
of the dressed meats shipped from the 
yards to the local trade passes through 
the hands of these men. 


Not Yet Ordered Out 

Kansas City, July 28.—There will be 
no sympathetic strike of the allied 
trades unions whose members are em- 
ployed at the local packing houses un- 
til the men are ordered out by the in- 
ternational union when, they say, they 
will obey the order. This was decided 
at a meeting of the Central Labor 
union last night. 


Butchers Close Their Shops 

Pittsburg, July 28.—The marked de- 
crease in the consumption of meat in 
Pittsburg as a result of the advance itn 
prices produced by the Chicago strike 
has caused several of the larger 
butchers in Pittsburg to temporarily 
suspend business, 


TWO MONTHS’ IDLENESS 


Fall River Mills Not Likely to 
Open Before October 
Fall River, Mass., July 28.—‘‘Unless 
the operatives agree to come into the 
mills and work under the proposed 12% 
percent reduction, it is doubtful if any 
attempt will be made by the manufact- 
urers to run the mills before October.” 

This is the statement made last night 
by a prominent mill treasurer. In ex- 
plaining this attitude the treasurer 
said that the whole matter was a ques- 
tion of finance and the manufacturers 
have found that to continue operations 
under the cld wage scale would mean 
a lossof money. They prefer, therefore, 
to have the mills closed than to have 
them run at a loss. 

The strikers, too, seem to be of the 
opinion that the controversy will be 
long drawn out and the greatest care is 
being taken to husband the funds. 

No attempt was made to open a single 
mill affected by the strike yesterday, 
and it is probable that none will be for 
many weeks. The strikers’ ranks re- 
main unbroken and the slogan of the 
mill owners seems to be : “12% percent 
reduction or no work.” 

The strikers, regardless of the fact 
that it involves 26,000 men, women and 
children, is the quietest of any in the 
history of Fall River, but it is probably 
the most determined stand ever taken 
by the textile workers for “living 
wages,” as they term it. 


Promoter Charged With Larceny 

Boston, July 28.—Warren L. Knox, 
promoter of a mining company, with an 
office in this city, is charged with the 
larceny of a promissory note of the 
value of $5000 from Sarah J. Emmons. 
Knox was arraigned in the municipal 
court last evening. He pleaded not 
guilty and was held in $5000 bonds un- 
til Aug. 3. Miss Emmons, who is 70 
years old, claims that she gave Knox 
$5000 with which to purchase mining 
stock. She says that the stock was 
never delivered to her and that only 
$1650 out of the $5000 was returned 
to her. 


Fatal Revolver Practice 
Pittstield, Mass., July 28.—Vatrick 
O’Brion, 18 years old, was accidentally 
shot and killed last night by a 13-year- 
old friend, Thomas Magner. The boys, 
with one other companion, were prac- 
ticlng with a revolver in the woods, 
when the weapon was discharged, the 
bullet entering O'Brion’s temple. 
Magner was arrested, but later released 

on bail furnished by his father. 


Shot Two and Kilied Himself 

Providence, July 28.—Salvatore Mer- 
lo, aged 50, an Italian laborer, shot and 
killed his married step-daughter, fatally 
wounded his wife and then committed 
suicide in the kitchen of their home 
here. His wife died last evening. Merlo, 
who is sald to have been slightly de- 
mented, had not been able to work for 
some time. There had been no discord 
ir. the household. 


Looking For Burns’ Body 

Athol, Mass., July 28.—The state po- 
lice, acting under orders of Chief Shaw, 
dragged Lake Ellis, where they have 
reason to believe is the body of Frank 
J. Burns, the missing jewelry salesman 
of Worcester. The officers claim they 
have new evidence In the case, but they 
decline to disclose its nature. 


Carpenters Again on Strike 

Bridgeport, Conn., July 28.—The 
strike of the carpenters employed by 
the Bridgeport Building company has 
been renewed as a result of the failure 
to agree on questions to be arbitrated. 
It is charged that the union has broken 
a three years’ agreement and a pro- 
longed conflict is likely. 


Suicide Followed Quarre! 

Meriden, Conn., July 28.—After 
quarreling with her husband last night, 
Mrs. Frank Haynes purchased a bottle 
of carbolic acid and drank it on the 
street, dying a few moments later in 
the home of friends to whom she ran 
after she took the poison. 


McGovern Almost Put Out 

Philadelphia, July 28.—Frank Neil of 
San Francisco, bantam champion of the 
world, clearly outfought Hugh Mce- 
jovern of Brooklyn here last night. 
There was scarcely a second during the 
six rounds that the boys were not in 
action. At the close of the sixth round 
McGovern was almost out and was 
hanging on to Neil to avoid punish- 
ment. Both were under the required 
weight of 118 pounds. 


Vatican’s Note to France 

Rome, July 28.—The reply of the holy 
see to the last note of the French 
government is now on its way to Paris, 
It is said here that the departure of 
Bishop Nordez of Dijon from Paris at 
the summons of the Vatican was en- 
tirely without the authorization of the 
French government. 


Welil-Matched Racers 

Atlanta, July 28—Bobby Walthour 
saved himself the championship of 
America and the world by barely de- 
feating Jimmy Moran in a 15-mile 
straightaway motor-paced race here 
last night. Walthour crossed the tape 
two yards ahead of Moran. Time, 
20:52 2-5. 


Money For the Philippines 

San Francisco, July 28—From Jan. 
1 to July 27, inclusive, 7,825,866 Japan- 
ese yen have been received here at the 
United States mint in this city and 
converted into money for the Philippine 
fslands.

LIVING SILVER. 


The Process by Which Mercury Is 
Extracted From Cinnabar. 

The chief scource of mercury is its 
native sulphide, cinnabar. The most 
important mines of this mineral in Eu- 
rope are those of Almaden, in Spain, 
and Idria, in Illyria; in America, those 
of New Almaden, in California. 

The silvery metal is obtained by 
roasting the ores in specially construct- 
ed open furnaces, where, by the ac- 
tion of atmospheric air alone, the sul- 
phur is converted into sulphurous acid 
and passes on with the volatilized 
mercury into condensers. ‘These are 
usually masonry chambers, with wa- 
ter cooled pipes, from which the fumes 
pass on through earthenware pipes 
and finally through others of wood 
and glass. 

Most of the yield is liquid mercury, 
combined with soot, which is removed 
by agitating the mixture in receptacles 
of perforated fron, when the mercury 
falls through. The quicksilver is final- 
ly purified by straining through dense 
linen and is then sent out into com- 
merce in leather bags or wrought fron 
bottles fitted with screw plugs, each 
holding about seventy-five pounds 
avoirdupois.

FIERCE FIGHTING 


Russians Retreated After Battle 
Lasting Over Fifteen Hours 
St. Petersburg, July 28—The report 

of General Zaroubaieff furnishes the 

first detailed account received here of 
the battle of July 24 and leading up to 
the evacuatior of Tatchekiao, the fruits 
of which are already apparent in the 

Japanese occupation of New Chwang. 
Zaroubaieff says that the attack fol- 

lowed a junction of the armies of Gen- 
erals Oku and Nodzu, and that at least 
two divisions, greatly superior in num- 
ber of guns, participated in the assault 
on the Russian position, which was 
held by only 18 battalions over a front 
of nine miles. The determined nature 
of the assault and the defense is shown 
by the fact that there was a continu- 
ous fight of 15% hours, during which 
the Russians held all their positions 
and retired the next day only in face 
of the advance of the whole of the Jap- 
anese armies, consisting of over seven 
divisions. 

The Russian loss is estimated at 20 
officers and 600 men and the Japanese 
losses, also estimated, as “greater than 
ours.” 

Before the withdrawal! of the Rus- 
sians, the report says, they captured 
considerable small arms and ammuni- 
tion during four successful bayonet 
charges, While the batteries several 
times silenced the Japanese artillery at 
various points along the fighting line.

NEW STRIKE ORDER 


Freight Handlers Await Result 


of New Conference 


IT MAY CRIPPLE PACKERS 


Stock Raisers Making an Effort 
to Settle Strike--Butchers In- 
clined to Yield on the Matter 


of Reinstatement of Men 
Chicago, July 20.—After issuing a 
general order that would have involved 
all the Chicago railroads in the stock- 
yards strike, President Curran of the 
lrelght Handlers’ union last night re- 
considered his action and 1s now hold- 
Ing his order in abeyance pending a 
allied 
trades unions whose members are on 
Strike. It is Stated, however, that if 
President Donnelly of the Butchers’ 
union and the other strike leaders ex- 
press a desire to have the order enforced 
it will be put into effect at once. 

If the freight handlers live up to the 
order of their president, it will work a 
severe hardship on the packers, as the 
notification to the men states ex- 
plicitly that no freight delivered by or 
billed to the packing companies, 
whether delivered at the freight houses 
by teams or in cars, is to be touched 
by the members of the union. What 
the railroad ofticials will do in such an 
emergency is not known. A meeting of 
the railroad managers was held last 
night to discuss the situation, but what 
action, if any, was decided upen, was 
uot made public. 

At the same time that this step was 
being taken by-Curran the first move in 
an effort to bring about another con- 
ference between the packers and the 
strikers was being made. Henry C. 
Wallace and A. L. Ames, president af 
the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ associa- 
tion, are the sponsors of the new move- 
ment for pence. hey came from lowa 
to Chicago and immediately went to 
the conference with the strike leaders. 
Donnelly and his associates were told 
by Wallace of the hardship the strike 
was imposing on livestock raisers, and 
they were asked if some concession be- 
sides those offered at the last confer- 
ence between the packers and the 
strike leaders could not be suggested 
in order to bring the p?esent conflict 
to an end. 

Donnelly, who was made spokesman 
for the labor leaders, said he would wel- 
come another conference with the em- 
ployers and consented that the effort 
be made. He also informed Wallace 
that the strikers were willing now to 
concede the time limit in which the 
men should be reinstated. At the last 
conference with the packers Donnelly | 
had insisted that the men be rein- § 


conference with leaders of the 


stated within a specified time, which 
the packers refused to agree to do. 
Wallace and Ames will call on the 


packers’ representatives and endeavor 
to bring about the desired conference. 

Both sides to the dispute at the 
stockyards are claiming a victory. Ac- 
cording to the packers all the plants 
{in Chicago are running at nearly the 
regular capacity. On the other hand, 
the labor leaders declare the packing 
industry in this city is completely de- 
moralized and that business isalmost at 
a standstill. 

That the statement of the labor lead- 
ers is not alfogether true is evidenced 
by the fact that the packers are 
slaughtering thousands of animals 
every 24 hours. There were several de- 
sertions from the ranks of the strikers 
yesterday, but this loss was offset by 
an equal number of strike breakers 
quitting their new positions. 


McClelian Going to Esopus 

Esopus, N. Y., July 29.—Mayor Mc- 
Clellan of New York is expected at 
Rosemount today to pay his first visit 
to Judge Parker. In yiew of denials 
that Parker will take a hand in the 
selection of a state ticket, it is uncer- 
tain what part the conference will 
play in McClellan’s gubernatorial boom. 
Judge Parker is said to favor McClel- 
lan, but will not declare himself in 
favor of any candidate for the governor- 
ship. 


Russian Sples In Austria 

Vienna, July 29.—Two Russians, 
suspected of being military spies, have 
been sentenced to imprisonment for 18 
and 12 months respectively. Mystery 
surrounds the case and the authorities 
are unable to discover the real identity 
of either of the prisoners. It appears 
to be certain, however, that one is a 
Russian staff officer. 


Drove In Front of Train 
Watertown, N. Y., July 29.—Mrs. 
Halsey Oatman and Mrs, Caroline 
White, sisters, aged 50 and 60 years, 
respectively, were instantly killed by a 
train at Adams Centre. The women 
drove directly in front of the train. 
The engineer saw them, but they ap- 

peared not to hear the whistle.

Under no hypothesis can the 
government conceive that a neutral ship 
could be sunk on the mere fiat of a 
cruiser’s commanding officer who as- 
sumed that the cargo of the vessel] in- 
cluded articles which were contraband. 
Therefore, I do not suppose that the 
Russian government will hesitate to 
disavow the conduct of the persons by 
whom this outrage, for it Was an out- 
rage if the facts are as stated, was 
committed.” 

Lord Lansdowne, in conclusion, said: 
“We considered it to be our duty to 
lodge a strong protest against the con- 
duct of Russian ships. We ac- 
companied the protest with a request 
that orders be issued to prevent a re- 
currence of similar incidents and we 
demanded the of the Knight 
Commander's British crew, which was 
taken to Vladivostok. The manner in 
which the Russian government has 
dealt with the representations we had 
ulready felt it our duty to make in re- 
gard to other eases justifies the hope 
that the representations we now make 
will not be made in vain.”

believed to be a Finn named Leglo, and 
who is now in a hospital severely and 
perbaps fatally injures by the explo- 
sion of kis own bomb. An accomplice 
of Leglo, also apparently a Finn, but 


whose name is unknown, has been ar- 
rested. Hf had in his possession a 
bomb which he tried to throw, but he 
was overpowered vy the police just in 
time to prevent great loss of life. 

The assassin wore a brown overcoat 
and railroad official's cap. He stood 
on the sidewalk just as VonPlehve's 
carriage was about to cross the canal 
bridge near the station. The minister 
wus escorted by a number of detec- 
tives on bicycles, and one of them 
jostled the assassin, who then rushed 
into the road and threw the bomb after 
the carriage. The missile struck the 
hind wheel and exploded with fearful 
force, killing or wounding over a score 
of persons. Minister VonPlehve and 
his ecoachman were killed outright and 
an officer of the guard was fatally in- 
jured. 

One of the cyclist detectives arrested 
the assassin, who endeavored to es- 
cape, though wounded by splinters in 
the face, arm and abdomen. He made 
no attempt at resistance, however, 
when seized by the detective, and con- 
fessed his crime, but refused to give 
his name. 

The force of the explosion was s0 
terrific that it not only broke every 
window within a radius of half a mile, 
but reduced the heavy paving stones to 
powder, heaved up the payement.and 
flung a heavy plece of the ironwork of 
the carriage across the canal, severing 
the thick mast of a barge, which fell, 
stunning the captain of the barge. 
Everybody in the street was knocked 
down and more or less bruised.

When the officers of the law had 
terminated the necessary formalities 
by drawing up a written report of the 
crime, the mangled remains of Von 
Plehve were conveyed to a chapel ad- 
joining the station. The priests and 
people joined in a solemn requiem. 

Minister of Justice Muravieff went to 
the Peterhoff palace to report the as- 
sassination of Minister VonPlehve to 
the czar, who did not leave the palace 
during the entire day, although he had 
arranged to go to Oralenbaum, 190 
miles from St. Petersburg, to attend 
the consecration of the new harbor. 

The empress has not been informed 
of the tragedy in view of the hourly 
expectation of the birth of an heir to 
the throne. 

As Minister of Justice Muravieff was 
driving to the Peterhoff palace last 
night to report to the czar the assassina- 
tion of VonPlehve, stones were thrown 
at him and his carriage windows were 
broken. The identity of the minister's 
nssailants has not yet been discovered. 

Only the assassination of the czar 
could have created more of a sensation, 
as next to the czar himself, VonPlehve 
was regarded as the most powerful per- 
sonality in the Russian government. 

VonPlehye was conspicuously active 
in bringing about the suppression of 
those local assemblies which wiser Rus- 
sians had regarded as the primary 
schools in which the people might re- 


quire the rudiments at least of the art 
of self-government. Abler rulers than 
the present czar thought that these as- 
semblies made for populur content- 
ment, for goodwill between the people 
and the throne. VonPlehve’s conduct 
towards the Jews rose to the dignity of 
wickedness. If he did not inspire the 
persecution of the Jews that burst forth 
in blood and flames at Kishineff, he did 
not check it, and he talked and acted 
as if he sympathized with it. Alone 
among the ministers of monarchies of 
the present generation, VonPlehye 
Was suspected by the world of conniv- 
ing at the massacre of fellow-subjects.

Root Won’t Be Governor 
New York, July 29.—Upon the invita- 
tion of Governor Odell, a number of up 
State members of the New York Repub- 
lican state committee met at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel and considered the polit- 
ical situation in this state. At the con- 
clusion of the conference Odell, in re- 
sponse to many inquiries, said: “It 
was a council in party affairs. We 
reached conclusions, but will not make 
them public at this time.’ The letter 
of Elihu Root stated that he was not a 
candidate for the office of governor 

and could not accept if nominated. 


Must Tell Gas Secrets 

New York, July 29.—The supreme 
court of New York state has handed 
doWn a decision compelling the attend- 
ance of John D. and Willam Rocke- 
feller and the officers of the Central 
Trust company to give evidence in the 
long-disputed Boston gas cases. In 
this state an effort was made to secure 
depositions to be used as evidence in 
Massachusetts and a justice of the 
peace of this state issued a summons. 
The Standard Oil people contended that 
the summons of another state had no 
effect in New York. 


Another Coat Strike Threatened 
Scranton, Pa. July 29.—There is 


grave fear that the caciuluive wuaiu ur 
district No. 1, United Mine Workers, 
will order a strike, involving approxt- 
mately 75,000 men, when it meets in 
special session here next Monday to 
consider the question of the refusal of 
the coal companies to deduct check 
weighmen’s wages. If the strike is or- 
dered it will probably affect the whole 
anthracite region, as the companies 
seem to be combined in resisting the 
demand. 


Much Damage by Storm 

New York, July 29.—A heavy rain- 
storm, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning, continued until late last 
night, causing damage in many places 
in and near the city. Two horses were 
killed at the Gravesend race course, 
trees in the parks were destroyed and 
at Woodlawn a dynamite storehouse 
was overturned without causing an ex- 
plosion. All over New York and the 
surrounding country the telephone and 
telegraph systems were interfered with. 


Results of Siphon Explosion 

New York, July 20.—Morris Tabock, 
aged 19, was killed, and Morris Faerber, 
aged 82, was painfully injured by the 
explosion of a 50-gallon metallic siphon 
in an establishment for the manufac- 
ture of soda water and beer apparatus, 
Tabock’s head was nearly blown off and 
several bones in his’ body were also 
broken. Faerber was the junior part- 
ner in the firm. 


Evans May Succeed Taylor 

Washington, July 20.—The death of 
Admiral Taylor leaves the bureau of 
navigation, the most important of the 
branches of the navy department, with- 
out a chief. It fs commonly bellfeved 
among the naval officers that Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, who is brother-in-law of 
Rear Admiral Taylor, will be appointed 
to the bureau chiefship. 


To Open Campaign In Nebraska 

Lincoln, Neb., July 29.—Arrange- 
ments have been completed whereby 
Thomas E. Watson of Georgia, the 
Populish nominee for president, will 
open his campaign in Lincoln. Lincoln 
is the home of Thomas Tibbles, the vice 
presidential nominee on the Populist 
ticket. 


To Answer $800,000 Larceny Charge 
New York, July 29.—John J. Ryan, 
the race track man who is wanted in St. 
Louis to answer a charge of grand lar- 
ceny involving about $800,000, was 
taken to St. Louis last night. Ryan 
consented to go with the officers.

ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be sccured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2mM.and2to5 p.m.

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum.

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started toexplore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Closed for repairs, but soon to 
be opened to the public by the Society of 
Colonial Dames, the new owners. 


PRESIDENTS LANE. 
Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole fn 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore 
River Ship and Engine Company where 
warships are being built for the 
government.
